CHAP.  1. 

An  ACT  to  revive  the  levy  court  for  Baltimore  county.  Decaff  °f 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  affembly,  that  from  the  late  prevailing  contagious  Preamble. 

fever  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  a fufficient  number  of  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court  for  Balti- 
more county  did  not  meet  within  the  time  prel'cribed  by  law  to  adjuft,  affefs  and  apportion,  the  ex- 
pences  of  their  county  for  this  prefent  year,  whereby  the  powers  of  the  faid  juftices  to  dil’charge  the 
above  and  many  other  duties  enjoined  by  law  have  ceafed  ; for  remedy  whereof, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court  for  Ju"icest» 
Baltimore  county,  or  a majority  of  them,  fhall,  on  fome  day  in  this  prefent  year,  meet  at  the  court-  meet’  ^c' 
houfe  of  the  faid  county,  and  then  and  there  difcharge  the  i’everal  duties  diredled  or  required  by  law 
to  be  done  by  the  faid  court,  and  they  may,  in  their  difcretion,  adjourn  from  time  to  time  for  that 
purpofe  ; and  all  the  a<51s  and  proceedings  of  the  laid  levy  court,  fo  to  be  done,  {hall  be  as  good  and 
as  effeblual  in  law,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  whatfoever,  as  if  the  faid  juftices  had  met  within  the 
_ time  by  law  diredled. 

CHAP.  II. 

An  ACT  to  aid  and  revive  the  proceedings  of  the  orphans  court  of  DeSVsS  °f 
A Talbot  county.

J \\  ty  ftirod  adjourned  until  Thurfday  the  twenty-third  day  of  Oclober,  eighteen  hundred,  and 
that  from  the  badnefs  of  the  weather,  and.  other  unavoidable  accidents,  no  one  of  the  juftices  of  the 
u-fuid  court  attended  to  call  the  fame  according  to  adjournment  as  aforefaid,  whereby  all  procefs  and 
c/1  proceedings  in  the  faid  court  were  difcontinued ; for  remedy  whereof, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland,  That  all  the  judgments,  rules,  entries,  Judgments, &c. 
adls,  procefs  and  proceedings,  depending  in  the  faid  court  on  the  day  aforefaid,  {hall  and  the  fame 
are  hereby  revived,  reinftatecl,  and  placed  on  the  docket  and  under  the  jurifdiiftion  of  the  court,  in 
the  fame  manner,  ftate  and  condition,  as  they  would  have  been  if  the  faid  court  had  met  on  the  faid 
twenty-third  day  of  October,  eighteen  hundred,  and  the  faid  judgments,  rules,  entries,  a<5Is,  procefs 
and  proceedings,  had  been  duly  continued  by  regular  and  lawful  adjournments  from  time  to  time.

III.  An  d,  whereas  the  juft  ices  of  faid  court,  notwithflanding  the  discontinuance  nforefaid,  have 
tranfaiSled  the  ordinary  buiinefs  of  faid  court  ; therefore.  Be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  judgments, 
rules,  entries,  adds,  procefs  and  proceedings,  made  and  rendered  by  the  juftices  of  faid  court  fince 
the  time  aforefaid,  either  in  cafes  then  depending  or  fince  commenced,  lhall  be  and  the  fame  are 
hereby  made  as  valid  and  elTedlual  as  if  the  laid  court  had  met  at  the  time  to  which  the  fame  flood 
adjourned. 

CHAP.  IV. 

An  ACT  to  fettle  and  afeertain  the  falary  of  the  members  of  the 

council  for  the  enfuing  year. 

"jO  E it  enacted,  by  the  General  Afembly  of  Maryland,  That  each  member  of  the  council  {hall  be  en- 
iu  titled  to  receive,  for  the  enfuing  year,  the  fum  of  two  hundred  pounds  current  money  for  his. 
falary. 

C H A P.  V. 

An  ACT  to  repeal  an  a G,  entitled.  An  aft  for  the  more  effectual 
prefervation  of  the  breed  of  wild  deer  in  Somerfet  and  Dorchefter 
counties,  fo  far  as  it  refpedts  the  county  of  Dorchefter. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Afjembly  of  Maryland , That  an  acl,  entitled,  An  a6l  for  the  more 
effectual  prefervation  of  the  breed  of  wild  deer  in  Somerfet  and  Dorchefter  counties,  paired  at 
the  laft  feffion,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  repealed,  fo  far  as  it  refpetSts  the  county  of  Dorchefter. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  firft,  fecond  and  third  claufes  of  an  a£l,  entitled,  An  a<5t  for 
the  prefervation  of  wild  deer,  and  for  other  purpofes  therein  mentioned,  palled  at  November  fefiion, 
feventeen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  {hall  extend,  and  the  fame  is  hereby  extended,  to  Dorchefter 
county. 

C H A P.  VI. 

An  ACT  declaring  a road  or  ftreet  leading  from  Reifter’s-towra 
turnpike  road  to  interfecl  Howard-ftreet  a public  highway. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland,  That  all  that  road  or  ftreet  lyingf  in  the  pre- 
cinCls  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  beginning  at  Reiiter’s-town  turnpike  road  at  or  near  the  houfe 
where  Cornelius  Gift  now  lives,  and  continuing  on  until  it  interfedts  Howard-ftreet  at  or  near  the 
place  where  John  Lynch  now  lives,  fli all  be  and  is  hereby  declared  a public  highway,  and  fliall  ba 
kept  in  repair  as  other  public  roads  in  faid  county. 

CHAP.  VII. 

An  ACT  to  extend  the  powers  of  the  truftees  of  the  poor  of  Caro- 
line county. 

TT7  HEREAS  William  C.ahall,  of  Caroline  county,  father  of  the  herein  after  named  children, 
V V by  his  petition  to  this  general  aflembly  hath  fet  forth,  that  he  is  advanced  to  the  age  of  fifty- 
nine  years,  and  his  wife  to  the  age  of  fixty-five;  that  they  have  had  the  misfortune  to  have  four 
helplefs  children,  neither  of  which  have  ever  been  able  to  drefs  or  undrefs,  or  even  feed  themfelves, 
being  perfectly  infane  from  their  infancy  ; that  the  eldeft  is  a male,  by  the  name  of  Solomon  Cahall, 
now  thirty  years  of  age,  the  t *vo  next  eldeft  are  females  and  twins,  by  the  names  of  Sarah  Cahall 
and  Mary  Cahall,  now  aged  twenty-eight  years,  the  fourth  is  alfo  a female,  named  Aimey  Cahall, 
now  aged  twenty-fix  years;  that  while  himfelf  and  wife  enjoyed  youthful  health  and  ftrength,  they 
fupported  thefe  their  unfortunate  children  by  their  labour  and  induftry,  but  being  now  grown  old, 
and  their  health  and  ftrength  much  impaired,  they  are  not  able  to  fupport  their  helplefs  children  as 
heretofore,  and  having  an  averfion  to  putting  their  children  into  the  poor-houfe,  on  account  of  their 
peculiar  fituation,  where  they  would  be  deprived  of  the  care  and  tendernefs  of  their  father  and  mo- 
ther, he  praved  an  aft  might  pafs  to  provide  for  t heir  future  fupport  out  of  the  poor-houfe  ; and  the 
fadls  ftated  in  faid  petition  being  authenticated  by  the  fignature  of  a number  of  refpedlable  inhabi- 
tants of  faid  county  ; therefore,

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Afembly  of  Maryland , That  it  (hull  and  may  be  law.'ul  for  the 
truftees  of  the  poor  of  the  fa i d county  of  Caroline,  if  they  fhall  be  of  opinion  that  the  peculiar  cir- 
cumftances  of  the  faid  Solomon  Cahall,  Sarah  Cahall,  Mary  C.ahall  and  Aimey  Cahall,  or  any  of 
them,  are  fuch  as  to  render  a fituation  in  the  poor-houfe  particularly  unfuitable  for  them,  to  fupport 
all  or  fuch  of  them  as  they  fnall  think  proper  as  out-penlioners,  in  addition  to  the  number  now  al- 
lowed by  the  a6l,  entitled,  An  aft  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  trudees  of  the  poor  in  the  feverul 
counties  therein  debgnated,  ancl  to  allow  to  each  of  the  aforefaid  perfons  an  annual  p.mfion,  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  dollars  per  annum , to  be  paid  at  fuch  time  or  times  as  the  faid  trudees  (la all  direct,  the 
amount  of  which  faid  penfions  lhall  be  levied  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  other  expences  of  the  poor- 
houfe  in  the  faid  county. 

C Ii  A P.  VIII. 

An  ACT,  entitled,  A further  fupplement  to  the  a 61  paffed  at  No- 
vember feffion,  feventeen  hundred  and  eighty-feven,  entitled,  An 
a6t  to  lay  out  feveral  turnpike  roads  in  Baltimore  county. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  adembly,  that  the  commillioners  of  the  review  of 
the  turnpike  roads  of  Baltimore  county  have  omitted  to  clear,  finidi  and  complete,  the  Iteif- 
ter’s-town  turnpike  road  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a fupplement,  to  the 
great  inconvenience  and  detriment  of  the  inhabitants  of  faid  county  j therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland , That  the  commillioners  of  review  of  Bal- 
timore county  are  hereby  direfted  and  required  to  proceed  immediately  to  the  clearing,  finifhing 
and  completing,  of  that  part  of  the  faid  Reifter’s-town  turnpike  road  which  is  fituated  between  (Sw- 
ings’ mill  and  Reifter’s-town,  and  that  they  forthwith  caufe  to  be  employed  on  the  faid  road  not  lefs 
than  twenty  of  the  criminals  adjudged  to  ferve  and  labour  on  the  public  roads  of  Baltimore  county, 
according  to  the  a6t  of  alTembly  to  which  this  is  a fupplement,  and  that  they  caufe  the  fame  number 
of  criminals  to  be  employed  on  the  faid  Reifter’s-town  road  untii  the  fame  be  completed. 

C H A P.  IX. 

An  ACT  to  continue  an  act,  entitled,  An  a6t  for  the  better  admi- 
niftration  of  juftice  in  the  feveral  counties  of  this  Bate,  and  the 
feveral,  fupplements  thereto. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJJembly  of  Maryland , That  the  a61  of  adembly  paffed  at  November 
feffion,  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-fix,  entitled,  An  a£I  for  the  better  adminiftration  of  juf- 
tice in  the  feveral  counties  of  this  ftate,  and  the  feveral  fupplements  thereto,  be  and  the  fame  are 
hereby  continued  until  the  firft  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  five. 

CHAP.  X. 

An  ACT  to  alter  and  change  the  time  for  holding  the  county  courts 

of  Baltimore  and  Wafhington  counties. 

WHEREAS  one  of  the  county  courts  for  Baltimore  and  Wafhington  counties  are,  under  the 
exifting  laws,  to  be  held  on  the  firft  Monday  in  April  of  every  year,  and  by  the  law 
paffed  at  November  feffion,  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  for  regulating  elections,  the  election 
for  reprefentatives  in  the  congrefs  of  the  United  States  are  to  be  held  on  the  firft  Monday  of  April, 
eighteen  hundred  and  one,  and  on  the  firft  Monday  of  April  of  every  fecond  year  thereafter,  in 
which  caie  the  courts  for  the  counties  aforefaid,  and  elections  for  reprefentatives,  would  interfere  ; 
for  remedy  whereof, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJJembly  of  Maryland,  That  from  and  after  the  paffage  of  this 
act,  the  county  courts  for  Baltimore  county  (hall  be  held  on  the  Wednefday  after  the  firft  Monday  of 
April,  and  on  the  firft  Monday  of  September,  in  every  year  thereafter;  and  the  county  courts  for 
Wafhington  county  final  1 be  held  on  the  Tuefday  after  the  firft  Monday  of  April,  and  on  the  firft 
Monday  of  December,  in  every  year,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding ; and  that  ail  civil 
and  criminal  procefs,  pleas  and  proceedings,  depending  in  the  faid  county  courts,  or  hereafter  to  be 
iffued  therefrom,  {hall  be  continued  and  returnable  to  the  faid  days  refpeNively.

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CHAP.  XL 

A Supplement  to  an  act,  entitled,  An  a<5t  for  the  relief  of  fun  dry  in- 

folvent  debtors. 

pE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland,  That  in  cafe  any  judge,  aflociate  juftice  or 
Jl3  juftice  of  the  peace,  (hall  certify  to  the  chancellor,  by  writing  under  his  hand  and  feal,  that 
any  perfon  whofe  name  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  act  did,  on  a certain  day,  which  {hall  be  fubfequent 
to  the  faid  perfons  application  to  the  chancellor  for  the  benefit  of  the  laid  a£t,  before  him,  the  faid 
judge  or  juilice,  take,  repeat  and  fubferibe,  the  oath  or  affirmation  preferibed  by  the  fecond  fedtion 
of  the  aforefaid  adt  for  delivering  up  his  property,  and  (hall  alfo  return  to  the  chancellor  the  oath  or 
affirmation  fo  taken,  repeated  and  fubferibed,  the  chancellor  [hall  thereupon  have  authority,  at  his 
diferetion,  and  under  fpecial  circumftances  rendering  it  impracticable  or  greatly  inconvenient  for  the 
faid  infolvent  perfon  to  appear  before  the  chancellor  on  the  day  appointed  for  his  appearance,  to 
proceed  in  the  lame  manner  as  if  the  faid  perfon  had  appeared  before  the  chancellor  on  the  faid  day 
appointed,  and  had  taken,  in  the  prefence  of  his  creditors,  the  faid  oath  or  affirmation  ; but  nothing 
in  this  adt  contained  dial!  be  conftrued  fo  as  to  deprive  the  creditors  of  any  infolvent  debtor  of  the 
right  of  appearing  before  the  chancellor  on  the  faid  day  appointed,  and  he  recommending  a truftee 
for  their  benefit,  or  to  difpenl'e  with  the  faid  infolvents  prefence  before  the  chancellor  to  anfwer  any 
interrogatories  propofed  by  his  creditors,  agreeably  to  the  provifions  of  the  aforefaid  original  adl, 
except  that  of  allowing  an  infolvent,  under  fpecial  circumftances,  at  the  chancellor’s  diferetion,  to 
take  the  oath  or  affirmation  for  delivering  up  his  property  before  a judge  or  juftice  as  aforefaid  inftead 
of  taking  the  fame  before  the  chancellor,  in  the  prefence  of  his  creditors,. 

CHAP.  XII. 

An  ACT  to  refurvey  and  lay  out  anew  Princefs-  Anne-town,  in  So- 
me rfet  county,  and  for  other  purpofes. 

WPIER.EAS  it  is  reprelented  to  this  general  aflembly,  that  the  plot  of  the  faid  town,  made  by 
virtue  of  an  act  of  aflembly  palfed  lor  the  purpofe  of  laying  out  the  fame,  cannot  be  found; 
and  the  boundaries  and  limits  of  the  ftreets,  lanes  and  alleys,  as  well  as  many  of  the  lots  thereof, 
are  unknown,  whereby  the  titles  of  the  proprietors  thereof  are  precarious  and  uncertain,  and  it  is 
prayed  that  the  fame  may  be  laid  out  anew,  which  appears  to  this  general  aflembly  to  be  reafonable 
and  proper  ; 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  fjfetnbly  of  Maryland,  That  Peter  Waters,  captain  William 
Cottman,  John  Stewart,  Samuel  Smith  and  John  Daftiiell,  fenior,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commiffioners,  who  fliall,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  one,  meet  at 
Princefs- Anne-town  aforefaid,  and  having  fo  met,  the  faid  commiffioners,  or  any  three  of  them, 
fliall  have  full  and  ample  power  and  authority  to  diredt  the  furveyor  of  Somerfet  county,  or  any  other 
perfon  whom  they  fliall  think  proper  to  appoint,  to  furvey  the  faid  town,  and  the  feveral  lots  there- 
in, and  make  out  an  exadl  plot  thereof,  and  fliall  afeertain  and  limit  the  extent  of  the  lots,  ftreets, 
lanes  and  alleys  thereof,  moft  agreeably  to  their  original  location,  according  to  the  beft  evidence  that 
can  be  obtained,  with  power  to  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  they  have  completed  the  faid  location. 

III.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  commiffioners,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  hereby  authorifed. 
and  required,  having  firft  given  twenty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  by  pub- 
lic advertifement,  to  ifl'ue  fummonfes  for  fuen  perfon  or  perfons  as  may  be  applied  for  by  any  of  the 
proprietors  aforefaid,  which  faid  witnefies  are  hereby  required  to  attend,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  every  negledl  or  refufai,  and  to  examine  them  upon  their  corporal  oath,  or  affirmation, 
as  the  cafe  may  be,  touching  and  concerning  their  knowledge  of  the  bounds,  limits  and  extent,  of 
any  of  the  lots,  ftreets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  faid  town,  and  to  eftablifti  the  fame  accordingly ; 
and  each  witnefs  attending  under  any  iummons  iffued  as  aforefaid  fliall  be  entitled  to  feven  {hillings 
and  fix-pence  for  every  day  he  fliall  fo  attend.

IV.  Ee  it  enacted,  That  it  fliall  be  the  duty  of  the  proprietors  of  the  lots,  or  any  part  of  a 
lot,  in  the  faid  town,  to  provide  boundary  polls  or  Hones,  and  to  have  them  marked  and  fet  up  at 
the  termination  of  the  line  or  lines  of  their  refpedlive  lots,  in  the  prefence  of  die  faid  commiffioners, 
or  a majority  of  them,  which  (hall  thereafter  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  true  bounds  of  the  faid. 
lots,  or  any  of  them.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  commiffioners  fhall  be  allowed  the  fum  of  three  dollars  All  wancc  to 
per  day  for  each  and  every  clay  they  fhall  attend  as  commiffioners  aforefaid,  and  that  the  furveyor  ”mmiffioner£ 
iliall  he  allowed  the  fum  of  three  dollars  per  clay  for  each  and  every  day  he  fhall  be  employed  by  the 
commiffioners  aforefaid  for  the  purpofe  aforefaid. 


VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  feveral  proprietors  of  the  lots  in  the  faid  town  fhall,  at  To  be  paid  1,7 
their  joint  expence,  pay  to  the  commiffioners,  furveyor  and  witnefles  aforefaid,  the  feveral  funis  proprietors,  &c. 
allowed  to  them  by  this  aft,  to  be  levied  on  their  property,  and  all  other  expences  in  equal  pro- 
portions to  the  value  of  the  property  held  by  them  feverally,  to  be  adjudged  by  the  faicl  commif- 
fioners. 


IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  before  any  commiffioner  or  furveyor  fhall  proceed  to  the  execu- 
tion of  the  duties  requii'ed  of  them  by  this  aft,  he  fhall  take  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  as  the  cafe  may 
be,  before  fome  juftice  of  the  peace,  or  fome  one  of  the  commiffioners,  that  he  will  well  and  truly 
difeharge  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  this  aft,  according  to  the  bell:  of  his  judgment,  without 
favour,  affeftion  or  partiality. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  faicl  town  of  Princefs-Anne,  or  a majority 
of  them,  finall  have  full  power  and  authority,  at  any  time  between  the  firft  day  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  one,  and  the  firft  day  of  May  of  the  fame  year,  to  appoint  a patroller  for  the  faid  town 
and  precinfts,  and  to  direft  him  in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  and  to  levy  on  the  inhabitants  of  laid 
town  annually,  a fum  of  money,  not  exceeding  forty  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  faicl  patroller  as  a cora- 
penfation  for  his  fervices. 

XL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  patroller  fhall  have  full  power  to  fummon  any  number  Who  may  fum. 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  faicl  town  or  precinfts  to  affift  him  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  faicl  Pertons> 
office,  fo  often  as  he  may  think  it  neceffary,  v/hofe  duty  it  flu  all  be  to  attend  the  faid  patroller,  un- 
der the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  negleft  or  refufal,  to  be  recovered  before  any  juftice  of  the 
peace  as  other  fmall  debts  are  recoverable.

being  repugnant  to  this  a<5t  or  the  laws  of  this  date. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  lands  and  tenements,  with  their  appertenances,  now

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  prefent  committee  of  the  faid 
church,  confiding  of  the  following  perfons,  viz.  James  Martin,  John  Stevenfon,  James  Nairn, 
Mofes  Nelfon,  Levi  Hudl’on,  Thomas  Martin,  of  Snow  Hill,  Robert  Smith,  George  Rice,  William 
Stevenfon,  Jofeph  Stevenfon,  Ezekiel  Wife  and  John  Rock,  and  their  fuccefl'ors,  to  be  elebted  as 
herein  after  mentioned,  with  their  minifter  for  the  time  being,  fliall  be,  and  hereby  are  created  and 
declared  to  be,  a body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  ftyle  and  title,  of  The  Committee  of  the 
Prelbyterian  Church  in  Snow  Hill,  in  Worcefter  County,  and  by  the  fame  name  fliall  have  perpetual 
fucceffion,  and  fhall  be  able  to  fue  and  be  fued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  ftate,  or  elfewhere,  and  to  make  and  have  a common  feal,  and  the  fame  to  break,  alter 
or  renew,  at  their  pleafure,  and  alfo  to  ordain  and  eftablilh  fuch  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  fliall  ap- 
pear necelfary  for  regulating  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  faid  church,  and  for  promoting  literature 
within  the  fame,  not  being  repugnant  to  this  a£l  or  the  laws  of  this  ftate* 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  fuccefl'ors  of  the  prefent  committee  of  the  faid  church  fliall 
be  elebled  in  the  manner  following,  viz.  The  members  of  the  faid  church,  being  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  holding  a pew,  or  part  of  a pew  therein,  and  not  being  in  arrears  more  than  fix  months  for  the

of  the  faid  corporation  for  the  time  being  in  the  forenoon  of  the  Sunday  preceding  the  day  of  fuch 
meeting,  at  the  place  where  public  worfhip  is  ufually  held,  and  then  and  there  they,  or  fo  many  as 
may  attend,  fliall  debt,  viva  voce , twelve  members  of  the  faid  church.

TXT  HE  RE  AS  Cornelius  Howard  Gill,  late  collector  of  Baltimore  county,  hath  fet  forth  by  his 
V V petition  to  this  general  affembly,  thac  there  is  ftill  due  to  him,  as  colledlor  for  the  laft  year,, 
a confiderable  fum  of  money,  which  he  lias  been  unable  to  colledt,  owing  to  the  yellow  fever  that 
lias  prevailed  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  prays  that  a longer  time  may  be  allowed  him  to  complete 
the  colledtion  of  the  fame  ; 


II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  faid  Cornelius  Howard  Gift  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  to  coliedl  all  balances  due  him,  as  collector  for  the  laft  year,  at  any  time 
before  the  firft  day  of  Odlober  next,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  could  or  might  have  done  whilfl  he 
was  collector,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

C H A P.  XIX.

\X  THERE  AS  it  appears  to  this  general  affembly,  that  a tract  of  land  called  Bear  Range,  lying 
V to  the  weftward  of  Fort  Cumberland,  was  furveyed  for  and  in  the  name  of  Normand  Bruce, 
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of  Frederick  county;  that  he  has  paid  the  whole  caution  money  for  the  fame,  a«ul  oltained  the  pof- 
feffion  thereof;  that  the  laid  Normand  Bruce  has  atfigned  the  faid  certificate  to  his  fju  Upton  Bruce  : 
And  whereas  doubts  exilt  as  to  the  title  to  faid  land, 

II.  Be  it  exacted,  by  the  General  AJJembly  of  Maryland , That  the  right  of  this  date  in  and  to  the 
aforefaid  tradV  of  land  called  Bear  Range,  lying  to  the  weftward  of  Fort  Cumberland,  ill  Allegany 
county,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  releafed,  and  confirmed  to  the  faid  Upton  Bruce,  his  heirs  and 
affigns  ; and  that  the  regifter  of  the  land-office  for  the  weftern  fiiore  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed 
and  directed  to  ififue  a patent  for  the  faid  land  to  the  faid’Upton  Bruce  ; provided  neverthelefs,  that 
nothing  in  this  acl  contained  lhall  operate  to  affecl  the  right  of  any  perl'on  or  perfons  heretofore  ac- 
quired to  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  faid  tradl  of  land. 

C H A P.  XX. 

An  ACT  to  lay  out  and  open  a road  from  JeiTe  Tomlinfon’s,  on 
Bradock’s  old  road,  to  Matthew  Ball’s,  on  George’s  creek, 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  affembly,  by  the  petition  oi  1’undry  inhabitants  of 
Allegany  county,  that  a road  to  lead  from  or  near  jeffe  Tomlinfon’s,  on  Bradock’s  old  roa  !, 
to  crofs  Savage  river  near  the  falls,  and  from  thence  the  moll  advantageous  way  to  interfeel  the  road 
leading  from  John  Compton’s  to  the  village  of  Weftern  Port,  at  or  near  Matthew  Ball’s  ; and  the 
prayer  of  the  faid  petitioners  being  thought  reafonable, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJJembly  of  Maryland-,  That  Jeffe  Tomlinfon,  Matthew  Ball 
and  John  Neptune,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commiffiouers,  to  furvey 
and  lay  out  a road,  to  be  opened  at  the  expence  of  the  petitioners  aforefaid,  not  exceeding  twenty 
feet  in  width,  in  Rich  direction  as  they  (hall  conceive  will  beft  anf.ver  the  purpofe  of  this  a 61,  from 
the  faid  Jeffe  Tomlinfon’s  to  Matthew  Ball’s;  and  the  faid  road,  when  Purveyed,  laid  out  and 
opened,  and  the  valuation  herein  after  diredled  to  be  made  lhall  have  taken  place,  Hi  all  be  recorded 
in  Allegany  county  levy  court,  and  lhall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a public  road  for  ever,  and 
lhall  be  kept  in  repair  as  other  public  roads  in  faid  county  are  kept  in  repair. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  commiffioners  {hall  afcertain  and  value  what  damages 
may  be  fuftained  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  through  wbofe  land  the  faid  road  lhall  pafs,  and  the  fame, 
when  fo  affeffed,  Hi  all  be  paid,  or  fecured  to  be  paid,  by  the  faid  petitioners,  before  they  {hall  pro- 
ceed to  open  the  faid  road;  provided  always,  that  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  through  whole  land  the 
faid  road  (hall  pafs,  oj;  his,  her  or  their  guardian  or  truftee,  lhall  conceive  themfelves  aggrieved  by 
fuch  valuation  and  affeffment  of  damages  by  the  faid  commiffioners,  it  lhall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  faid  commiffioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  iffue  their  warrant  to  the  Iheriff,  to  fummon  five  free- 
holders of  the  county,  qualified  by  law  to  ferve  as  jurors  in  the  county  court,  to  appear,  on  a day  to 
he  by  them  appointed,  on  the  premifes,  and  the  faid  commiffioners  are  hereby  authorifed  to  admini- 
ster an  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  every  fuch  freeholder,  that  he  will,  without  favour,  affedlion,  preju- 
dice or  partiality,  affefs  the  damages  fuftained  by  the  perfon  or  perfons  at  whofe  requeft  fuch  inquifi- 
tion  {ball  be  taken  by  reafon  of  opening  the  aforefaid  road  through  his,  her  or  their  lands  ; and  fuch 
freeholders  lhall  thereupon  proceed  to  affefs  and  value  the  damages  accordingly,  of  which  there  (hall 
be  ten  days  previous  notice  given  to  the  petitioners,  by  advertifement,  figned  by  the  commiffioners, 
and  fet  up  to  public  view  in  at  leaft  three  public  places  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  fuch  inquilition 
and  valuation  Hr  all  be  final  and  conclufive  between  the  parties  ; and  provided  alfc,  that  the  laid  road 
{ball  not  be  opened  through  the  buildings,  gardens,  yards  or  orchards,  of  any  perfon  without  his  or 
her  confent. 

C H A P.  XXL 

An  ACT  for  the  prefervation  of  the  breed  of  full  in  Great  Choptank 

river. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  affembly,  by  the  petition  of  fundry  inhabitants  of 
Caroline  county,  that  for  feveral  years  pad  a number  of  people  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
whipping  and  beating  the  waters  of  Great  Choptank  river,  for  the  purpofe  of  driving  the  filli,  where- 
by the  fpawn  of  laid  filli  is  deftroyed  ; in  order  to  prevent  the  like  improper  pradlices  in  future, 
therefore, 
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LAWS  of  MARYLAND. 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland,  That  if  any  free  perfon  (hall  whip  or 
beat  the  water  in  Great  Choptank  river  with  polls  or  ilicks,  or  other  things,  for  the  purpofe  of 
driving  the  fifli  in  that  part  of  faid  river  between  the  Stock  Landing  and  Blade’s  Overgoing,  during 
the  months  of  March,  April  and  May,  in  each  year,  l'uch  peifon,  fo  offending,  (hall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  each  offence  the  fum  of  lixty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  or  bill  of  indiblment, 
either  in  the  county  where  the  offence  is  committed,  or  where  the  perfon  i'o  offending  (hall  refide, 
one  half  to  the  informer,  or  perfon  fuing  for  the  fame,  the  other  half  to  the  ule  of  the  county  in 
which  l'uch  conviction  lhall  take  place. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  (lave  (hall  whip  and  beat  the  water  in  faid  river  as  afore- 
faid,  fuch  Have  (hall  be  punifhed  for  every  fuch  offence,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  juftice  of 
the  peace  by  the  oatli  of  one  or  more  witnefs  or  witneffes,  by  whipping  on  his  bare  back,  in  the  dif- 
cretion  of  the  faid  juftice,  not  exceeding  for  each  offence  the  number  of  ten  lafhes  ; provided  always, 
that  the  mailer  or  mi  ft  refs  of  faid  Have,  or  any  other  perfon,  may  redeem  faid  Have,  fo  convicted, 
from  faid  punifliment,  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars,  one  half  to  the  informer,  the  other  half  to  be 
paid  to  the  faid  juftice  for  the  ule  of  the  county;  and  provided  alfo,  that  if  fuch  Have  lhall  abl  as 
aforefaid  by  the  order  of  his  owner  or  employer,  he  lhall  not  be  lubjedt  to  whipping  as  aforefaid,  but 
the  owner  or  employer  giving  fuch  order  lhall  be  fubjedt  to  the  penalty  of  lixty  dollars,  to  be  reco- 
vered as  aforefaid. 

IV.  AxND  be  it  enacted,  That  every  juftice  of  the  peace  (hall,  at  the  levy  court  of  his  county, 
annually  account  for  all  funis  of  money  received  by  virtue  of  this  act,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars. 

C H A P.  XXII. 

A Supplement  to  an  ad,  entitled,  An  ad  refpeding  the  public  roads 

in  Washington  county. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  levy  court  of  Walhington  county 
(hall  have  power  and  authority  to  appoint  three  difereet  perfons,  freeholders  in  faid  county, 
commiffioners  to  examine  and  review  that  part  of  the  main  road  leading  from  Sharplburgh,  in  Walh- 
ington county,  to  Swearingan’s  ferry,  on  Patowmack,  as  laid  out  by  the  commiffioners  under  the  abl 
of  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  as  far  as  laid  road  runs  through  the  ellate  of  Benoni  Swear- 
ingan,  late  of  Walhington  county,  deceafed,  and  the  old  road  now  ufed  leading  from  Sharplburgh  to 
Swearingan’s  ferry  aforefaid,  fo  far  as  it  runs  through  faid  ellate,  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  faid  com- 
miffioners, the  old  road  now  ufed  as  aforefaid  ihould  be  as  eligible,  and  doing  the  lead  injury  to  the 
ellate  of  faid  Benoni  Swearingan,  that  then  the  faid  commiffioners  lhall  caufe  to  be  furveyecl  and 
laid  out  the  old  road  aforefaid,  and  without  delay  execute,  lign  and  feal,  plain  plots  of  the  fame, 
with  explicit  explanations  thereof,  and  make  return  of  fuch  plots  to  the  faid  court,  who,  on  receiving 
l'uch  plots  and  explanations,  lhall  examine  the  lame,  and  all  the  evidence  that  (hall  or  may  be  offered 
for  or  againft  faid  road  as  returned,  and,  upon  conlideration  of  all  circumftances,  may  rejebl  or  con- 
firm the  fame  as  part  of  the  public  road  leading  from  Foxe’s  Gap,  in  the  South  Mountain,  to  the 
town  of  Sharplburgh,  and  from  thence  to  Swearingan’s  feiry,  on  Patowmack  river,  and  lhall  caufe 
the  fame,  if  confirmed,  to  be  recorded  among  the  land  records  of  Walhington  county,  in  tellimony 
of  the  fame  being  eftablilhed  by  law,  and  lhall  direct  the  faid  commiffioners  to  mark  and  bound  the 
faid  road  lixty  feet  in  width,  and  direbl  a fupervifor  or  fupervifors  to  clear  and  improve  the  fame,  in 
the  fame  manner,  and  on  the  lame  terms,  as  direbled  by  the  abl  of  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety, 
refpebling  the  public  roads  in  Walhington  county,  and  upon  completing  the  fame,  it  lhall  be  deemed 
part  of  the  public  road  leading  from  Foxe’s  Gap,  in  the  South  Mountain,  to  the  town  of  Sharplburgh, 
and  from  thence  to  Swearingan’s  ferry,  on  Patowmack  river,  and  lhall  be  kept  in  repair  as  all  other 
public  roads  are  by  law  di  rebled  to  be  kept,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithlianding.

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  cafe  the  faid  levy  court  fliall  ratify  and  confirm  the  amendment 
in  the  road  directed  by  this  abl  to  be  made,  they  lhall  be  and  are  hereby  authorifed  and  empowered 
to  agree  and  contrabl  with  the  perfon  or  perfons  over  whole  land  fuch  part  of  the  road,  when  fo 
amended  or  altered,  may  pafs,  for  the  amount  of  damages  thereby  fuftained,  not  exceeding  the  rate 
of  ten  pounds  current  money  per  acre,  but  if  fuch  agreement  doth  not  take  place,  then  the  faid 
court  lhail  iffue  their  warrant  to  the  fheriff  of  the  county,  commanding  him  to  fummon  and  return  a 
jury  of  twelve  good  and  lawful  men  of  faid  county,  not  interelled  or  relating  to  the  party  or  parties, 
to  be  and  appear  before  fome  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  faid  court,  on  the  premifes,  at  a certain  day 
in  the  faid  warrant  to  be  expreffed,  which  jury,  on  their  oath,  or  affirmation,  as  the  cafe  may  be,

to  be  adminiftered  by  faid  juftice,  fliall  inquire  who  are  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  over  which 
the  road  fo  laid  out  and  ratified  fliall  pafs,  and  whatever  damages  fuch  owner  or  owners  will  actually 
fuffer  from  the  paflage  of  l’uch  road  over  the  laid  land,  the  laid  jury  taking  into  conlideration  all 
conveniencies  and  inconveniencies,  advantages  and  difadvantages,  if  any,  arifing  from  the  opening 
and  improving  faid  road  ; and  fuch  fheriff  (hall  return  the  inquifition  of  the  faid  jury,  under  their 
hands  and  feals,  and  attefted  by  his  official  lignature,  to  the  next  levy  court  to  be  held  for  the  coun- 
ty ; and  the  amount  of  damages  therein  expreffed,  if  any,  fliall  be  paid  by  order  of  the  faid  court 
out  of  the  monies  to  be  levied  as  is  by  law  directed;  provided,  that  the  faid  road  fliall  not  be  made 
to  run  through  any  building,  enclofed  yard,  garden  or  orchard,  without  the  confent  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  nor  fliall  any  field  in  which  grain,  hemp,  flax,  tobacco,  or  other  cultivated  vegetables,  are 
^rowing,  be  laid  open  until  after  the  leafon  for  collecting  and  fecuring  the  crops  growing  in  fuch 
fields. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  commiffioners  who  may  be  appointed  under  this  act 
fliall  have  difeharged  all  the  duties  required  of  them  in  virtue  of  fach  appointment,  the  levy  court 
aforefaid  fliall  order  to  be  paid  to  the  faid  commiffioners  refpectively,  out  of  the  monies  to  be  levied 
as  by  law  directed,  fuch  reafonable  compenfation  as  to  the  faid  court  fliall  feem  meet,  and  the  faid 
commiffioners  refpe&ively  fliall  thereafter  be  difeharged. 

CHAP.  XXIII. 

An  ACT  further  fupplementary  to  the  ad,  entitled,  An  ad  for  the 
better  adminiftration  of  juftice  in  the  feveral  counties  of  this  ftate. 

WHEREAS  by  a fupplement  to  the  aCt  to  which  this  is  further  fupplementary,  it  is  provided, 
that  the  levy  court  of  the  feveral  counties,  at  the  time  of  laying  their  annual  county  a He  11- 
ment,  fliall  afeertain  the  amount  of  the  money  collected  in  their  county  from  the  tax  by  the  faid  aCt 
impofed,  and  after  deducting  the  fame  from  the  whole  amount  of  the  allowance  to  the  chief  juftice 
of  their  refpeCtive  diftriCls,  fliall  levy  fuch  fum  on  their  county  as  will  make  up  the  deficiency  ; and 
it  is  further  provided,  that  the  faid  money,  when  levied  and  collected,  fliall  be  paid  into  the  treafu- 
ries  of  the  refpeCtive  (hores,  and  upon  failure  of  payment  of  the  fame  by  any  collector,  the  treafurer 
is  thereby  directed,  within  the  time  therein  Emitted  after  the  fame  fliall  become  due,  to  file  an  atteft- 
ed copy  of  fuch  collector’s  bond  in  the  general  court,  and  that  thereupon  a capias  ad  refpondendum 
may  iffue  againft  faid  collector,  and  his  fecurities,  and  judgment  obtained  the  firft  term,  without  any 
imparlance  : And  whereas  it  is  neceffary  that  the  treafurer  of  the  refpeCtive  Ihores,  in  order  that 
the  provifions  of  the  faid  fupplement  may  be  the  better  carried  into  effect,  fliould  be  furnifhed  by  the 
levy  courts  of  the  feveral  counties  with  a certificate  of  the  amount  levied  for  the  allowance  of  the 
diftriCt  judge,  and  the  tranfeript  of  the  bond  given  by  the  collector,  together  with  the  amount  put 
into  each  collector’s  hands,  where  there  is  mere  than  one  collector  appointed  in  any  county  to  colleCt 
the  fame  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland , That  the  levy  courts  for  the  feveral 
counties  of  this  ftate  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  to  tranfmit  to  the  treafurer  of  their  refpeCtive 
fliores  a certificate  of  the  amount  levied  for  the  allowance  to  the  chief  juftice  of  their  diftriCt,  and 
alfo  a copy  of  the  collector’s  bond  appointed  to  colleCt  the  fame,  and  ali'o  the  amount  put  into  each 
collector’s  hands  for  collection,  where  there  are  more  than  one  collector  appointed  in  any  one  coun- 
ty to  coiled  the  fame. 

C H A P.  XXIV. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Thomas  Beall,  of  Samuel,  of  Allegany 

county. 

WHEREAS  Thomas  Beall,  of  Samuel,  purchafed  of  Mountjoy  Bailey,  agent  for  the  ftate  of 
Maryland,  two  lots  weftward  of  Fort  Cumberland,  and  has  paid  for  the  fame,  but  from  the 
want  of  a knowledge  of  the  numbers  of  the  faid  lots  at  the  time  of  fale,  the  faid  agent  could  not 
defignate  them  in  the  certificate  of  fale  given  to  faid  Thomas  Beall,  of  Samuel  : And  whereas  it 
appears  to  thffi  general  aflembly,  that  the  faid  lots,  according  to  the  plot  of  the  lands  weftward  of 
Fort  Cumberland,  are  diftinguithed  by  numbers  3473  and  3403,  and  in  order  that  a legal  title  may 
be  given  the  faid  Beall  or  his  affigns, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland. , That  the  regifter  of  the  land-office  for 
the  weftern  Ihore  be  and  he  is  hereby  authoriled  and  directed,  to  iffue  a patent  for  the  faid  lots  No. 
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3473  and  3483  to  the  faid  Thomas  Beall,  of  Samuel,  or  his  affigns,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  the 
agent  aforefaid  had  returned  them  in  the  certificate  of  his  Tale  to  laid  Thomas  Beall,  of  Samuel, 
faving  to  all  perfons  any  right  or  title  which  they  may  have  acquired  to  the  fame,  or  any  part 
thereof. 

C II  A P.  XXV. 

An  ACT  for  the  deilrudion  of  fquirrels  in  Caroline  county. 

II  E it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  if  any  perfon,  refiding  in  Caroline 
J county,  (hall  carry  to  any  juftice  of  the  peace  of  the  faid  county  the  fcalp  or  fcalps  of  any 
fquirrel  or  fquirrels,  l'uch  perfon  lhall  be  allowed,  in  the  levy  of  the  faid  county,  for  every  fquirrel 
fcalp  the  fum  of  three  cents;  and  the  juftice  ot  the  peace  before  whom  fuch  fcalp  or  fcalps  lhall  be 
brought  is  hereby  required  to  give  the  perfon  bringing  the  fame  a certificate  thereof,  and  caufe  the 
faid  fcalp  or  fcalps  to  be  burnt,  or  otherwife  dellroyed. 

II.  P rovided  nevertheless,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  no  perfon  fliall  be  entitled  to  any  allow- 
ance for  any  fuch  fcalp  or  fcalps,  without  firft  making  oath,  or  affirmation,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  or  other- 
wife  fatisfy  the  faid  juftice,  that  fuch  fquirrel  or  fquirrels  was  or  were  killed  in  the  faid  county,  and 
that  no  certificate  hath  been  obtained  from  any  other  juftice  of  the  peace  for  the  fame;  and  that  it 
lhall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  juftice  of  the  peace  before  whom  fuch  fcalp  or  fcalps  lhall  or  may 
be  brought  in  virtue  of  this  afit,  to  take  and  receive  the  oath,  or  affirmation,  of  the  perfon  bringing 
the  fame,  free  and  clear  from  all  charge  again!!  the  perfon  making  l'uch  oath,  or  affirmation,  any 
thing  to  the  contrary  hereof  in  any  law  notwithftanding. 

III.  This  act  to  continue  and  be  in  force  till  the  twentieth  day  of  Ofitober,  eighteen  hundred  and' 
three. 

CHAP.  XXVI. 

An  ACT  to  open  a road  from  Severn  ferry,  in  Anne-Arundel  coun- 
ty, to  Patapfco  lower  ferry. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  alfembly,  by  the  petition  of  fundry  inhabitants  of 
Anne-Arundel  county,  that  they  experience  great  inconvenience  for  want  of  a direfit  road 
from  Severn  ferry  to  Patapfco  lower  ferry,  and  praying  a law  may  pal’s  appointing  commiffioners  to 
open  a road,  at  the  expence  of  the  county,  on  the  mol!  direfit  courfe  from  Severn  ferry  to  Patapfco 
lower  ferry  ; and  it  appearing  that  the  fame  would  be  of  great  public  convenience  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Afcmbly  of  Maryland. , That  Henry  H.  Dorfey,  Horatio  Ridout, 
George  Aflibaw,  Thomas  Lee  and  Henry  Duvall,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commiffioners 
for  that  purpofe,  and  any  three  of  them  are  hereby  authoriled  to  lay  out  and  open,  at  the  expence 
of  Anne-Arundel  county,  a road,  not  exceeding  thirty  feet  wide,  from  Severn  ferry  to  Patapfco,  in 
faid  county,  in  the  mol!  convenient  direfilion  they  may  think  proper;  and  the  faid  road,  when  fo 
laid  out  and  completed,  fliall  be  recorded  among  the  records  of  faid  county,  and  be  thereafter  deem- 
ed and  taken  to  be  a public  road,  and  lhall  be  kept  in  repair  as  other  public  roads  in  faid  county  are 
directed  to  be  kept. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  aforefaid  {hall  and  they  are  hereby  direfited  to 
apply  to  any  juftice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  aforefaid,  who  lhall  iffiue  his  warrant,  under  hand 
and  feal,  direfiled  to  any  lherifF  of  the  county  aforefaid,  commanding  him  to  fummon  five  freeholders, 
difinterefted  as  to  the  lands,  and  not  connected  with  any  perfon  through  vvhofe  lands  the  faid  road 
may  pal’s,  to  appear  at  a place  and  on  a day  by  him  to  be  appointed,  and  after  taking  the  following 
oath,  or  affirmation,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  to  wit:  “ I,  A.  B.  do  fwear,  or  folemnly,  fincerely  and 
iL  truly  declare  and  affirm,  that  I will  honeltly  and  faithfully  eftimate  and  value  the  damage  and  inju- 
“ ry  fuftained  by  C.  D.  by  opening  a road  through  the  land  of  the  faid  C.  I),  in  purfuance  of  the  di- 
“ refitions  of  this  afit,”  lhall  proceed  to  afcertain  and  value  what  damages  maybe  fuftained  by  any 
perfon  or  perfons  through  whole  land  the  laid  road  may  pals  by  opening  and  clearing  the  fame,  taking 
into  confideration  all  convtniencies  and  inconveniencies,  advantages  and  difadvantages,  arifing  from 
opening  the  faid  road,  and  fliall  return  the  damages  by  him  afl’effed  to  the  clerk  of  the  faid  county, 
and  the  damages  fo  aifelfed  fliall  be  conclufive;  and  after  the  valuation  fo  made,  the  faid  commiffion- 
ers fliall  proceed  to  open  and  clear  the  fame  ; provided,  that  the  faid  road  fliall  not  pal’s  through  any 
houfes,  gardens,  orchards  or  meadows,  unlefs  with  the  confent  of  the  owner  thereof.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  clerk  of  the  laid  county,  at  their  next  levy  court,  (hall  lay 
the  damages  fo  aftefied  before  the  laid  court,  and  the  juftices  of  the  faid  court  (hall  levy  upon  the 
a (Tellable  property  of  the  faid  county  the  damages  fo  adjudged  to  be  fuftuined  by  the  perfons  through 
whole  lands  the  road  as  afcrefaid  (hall  pafs,  and  which  fum,  when  collected,  (hall  be  pffid  to  the  per- 
fon  or  perl'ons  fuftaining  fuch  damages  by  the  collector  of  the  faid  county. 

CHAP.  XXVII. 

An  ACT  to  correct  a miftake  in  the  beginning  of  lot  No.  three 
thoufand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  the  lands  lying  weftward 
of  Fort  Cumberland. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  affembly,  by  the  petition  of  Chriftian  Mufsleman, 
that  a patent  has  been  granted  to  him  for  a lot  of  land  lying  weftward  of  Fort  Cumberland, 
diftinguiflied  on  the  plot  by  lot  No.  three  thoufand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-three,  and  that  the  fur- 
veyor,  in  making  a return  of  the  courfes  of  the  faid  lot,  has  reprefented  the  fame  to  begin  at  the 
beginning  of  lot  No.  three  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  inftead  of  lot  No.  three  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  the  true  beginning  of  the  faid  lot  No.  three  thoufand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three  ; and  the  facls  dated  in  the  faid  petition  appearing  to  be  true, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJJetnbly  of  Maryland , That  the  regifter  of  the  land-office  for 
the  weftern  fhore  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed,  empowered  and  directed,  to  correct  the  miftake 
made  by  the  furvevor  in  his  return  of  the  courfes  of  the  faid  lot  No.  three  thoufand  nine  hundred 
and  eighty-three,  by  altering  the  faid  return,  and  alio  to  corredl  the  patent  for,  and  record  of,  the 
fame,  fo  as  to  make  the  faid  lot  begin  at  the  beginning  of  lot  No.  three  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
fifty-eight,  inftead  of  lot  No.  three  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  as  it  now  ftands  ; pro- 
vided, that  nothing  herein  contained  (hall  affedt  the  right  of  any  other  perfon. 

CHAP.  XXVITI. 

A Supplement  to  an  a £t,  entitled,  An  adt  to  eftablifh  a bank,  and 

incorporate  the  fubfcribers  thereto. 

WHEREAS  as  it  appears  by  the  adl  of  incorporation  of  the  bank,  commonly  called  the  Bank 
of  Baltimore,  that  not  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  diredlors  in  office  (hall  be  eligible  as  di- 
rectors for  the  enfuing  year,  which  is  found  on  pradtice  to  be  very  inconvenient ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland, , That  fo  much  of  the  original  adl  to  which 
this  is  a fupplement  as  requires  that  not  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  diredlors  in  office  (hall  be  eligi- 
ble as  diredlors  for  the  enfuing  year  (hall  be  and  is  hereby  repealed. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  nothing  herein  contained  (hall  have  force  or  effedl  until  the  con- 
tent of  the  ftockholders  in  the  faid  bank  (hall  be  given  at  a general  meeting  of  the  faid  corporation, 
and  tranfmitted,  under  their  corporate  feal,  ftgned  by  the  prefident  of  faid  bank,  to  the  clerk  of  the 
general  court  of  the  weftern  fliore,  and  to  be  by  him  recorded  in  the  records  of  faid  court. 

CHAP.  XXIX. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Thomas  M‘Cutchen,  of  Ccecil  county. 

WHEREAS  Thomas  M‘Cutchen,  of  Csecil  county,  emigrated  to,  and  fettled  in,  this  ftate,  and 
fince  his  emigration  and  fettlement  as  aforefaid  lias  acquired  real  property  therein,  and  his 
title  to  fuch  property,  from  his  not  having  become  naturalized  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  may  be  called  in  queftion,  to  his  great  detriment  and  injury;  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  title  to  the  real  property,  law- 
fully and  faii'ly  acquired  by  the  aforefaid  Thomas  M‘Cutchen,  whether  fuch  title  be  derived  by  gift, 
grant,  purchale  or  devife,  be  and  the  lame  is  hereby  as  amply  and  as  fully  veiled  in  the  perfon  afore- 
faid, to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  agreeably  to  faid  laws  ; provided 
always,  that  nothing  in  this  aft  contained  fliall  in  any  manner  defeat  or  affect  any  right,  title  or 
claim,  to  the  faid  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  profecutecl  by  any  perfon  or  perfons 
whatever  before  the  paflage  of  this  a£l ; and  provided  all'o,  that  uniefs  the  faid  Thomas  M‘Cutchen 
(hall,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  June  next,  proceed  according  to  law  to  make  himfelf  a citizen  of 
the  United  States,  this  a£l  (hall  have  no  effect  to  confirm  his  title  to  the  property  above  mentioned, 
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nor  (lull  lie,  or  any  perfon  claiming  under  him,  derive  any  benefit  under  this  a6l ; but  if  the  faid 
Thomas  MXdutchen  fliall  die  before  the  time  when,  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  he  may  be- 
come a citizen  thereof,  nothing  in  this  provifo  contained  Hull  prevent  him  from  tranfmitting  or 
transferring  his  laid  property  by  defeent  or  devife  to  any  iflue  he  may  leave  redding  within  the 
United  States,  who  is  hereby  declared  capable  in  law  to  held  the  fame,  or  to  any  other  perfon,  being 
a citizen  of  the  United  States  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame. 

CHAP.  XXX. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  George  Rice,  of  Worcefler  county. 

WHEREAS  George  Rice,  of  Worcefter  county,  by  his  petition  to  this  general  aflembly  lias  feir 
forth,  that  he  purchafed  real  property  in  this  Rate,  and  obtained  grants  from  the  Rate  for 
real  property  in  WorceRer  county,  ana  that  his  title  to  the  fame  is  doubtful,  he  the  faid  Rice  having- 
acquired  it  before  being  naturalized  ; therefore, 

II.  Re  it  enacted,  ly  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  title  to  the  aforefaid  property 
be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  as  amp’y  and  fully  veiled  in  the  aforefaid  George  Rice,  to  all  intents  and 
purpofes,  as  if  the  faid  George  Rice  had  been  naturalized  before  his  title  to  the  fame  had  been  ac- 
quired ; provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  abb  contained  fliall  in  any  manner  defeat  or  affebb  any 
right,  title  or  claim,  to  the  faid  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  profecuted  by  any  perfon 
or  perfons  whatever  before  the  pafiage  of  this  abb  ; and  provided  alfo,  that  unlefs  the  faid  George 
Rice  fliall,  on  or  before  the  firfl  day  of  June  next,  proceed  according  to  law  to  make  himfelf  a citi- 
zen of  the  United  States,  (unlefs  already  naturalized,)  this  abb  fliall  have  no  effebb  to  confirm  his 
title  to  the  property  above  mentioned,  nor  fliall  he,  or  any  perfon  claiming  under  him,  derive  any 
benefit  under  this  abb;  but  if  the  faid  George  Rice  fliall  die  before  the  time  when,  by  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  he  may  become  a citizen  thereof,  nothing  in  this  provifo  contained  fliould  prevent  him 
from  tranfmitting  or  transferring  his  faid  property  by  defeent  or  devife  to  any  iflue  he  may  leave  re- 
ading within  the  United  States,  who  is  hereby  declared  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame,  or  to  any 
other  perfon,  being  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame. 

C H A P.  XXXI. 

A Supplement  to  the  a£t,  entitled,  An  adt  to  provide  for  the  admi- 
niftration  of  jufHce  in  cafes  of  crimes  and  mifdemeanors  in  the  city 
and  county  of  Baltimore. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Ajfembly  of  Maryland. , That  any  one  of  the  juflices  mentioned  in 
the  abb  to  which  this  is  a fupplement  Hull  have  full  power  and  authority  to  order  any  perfon 
within  the  city  or  precinbbs  of  Baltimore,  whom  he  fliall  fufpebb  of  being  a vagrant,  vagabond  or 
diforderly  perfon,  or  common  prolbitute,  to  appear  before  any  two  or  more  of  the  faid  juflices,  and 
fuch  order  fliall  be  ferved  by  any  conflable  of  the  faid  county;  and  if,  on  the  appearance  of  fuch 
perfon,  and  examination  by  teftimony,  any  two  or  more  of  the  faid  juflices  fliall  determine  fuch  per- 
fon  to  come  within  any  of  the  faid  deferiptions,  the  faid  juflices  may  adjudge  fuch  perfon  to  ferve 
and  labour  as  a criminal,  if  a male,  as  a male  criminal,  if  a female,  as  a female  criminal,  according 
to  the  abb  to  which  this  is  a fupplement,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  one  year,  unlefs  good  fecuritv 
be  given  to  fuch  juflices,  to  their  fatisfaclion,  for  the  good  behaviour  of  fuch  perfon  for  any  time 
not  exceeding  one  year  thereafter. 

II.  And,  to  afeertain  what  peiTons  fliall  be  deemed  vagrants,  vagabonds  and  diforderly  perfons, 
within  the  intention  of  this  abb,  Be  it  enacted,  That  every  perfon  who  has  no  vifible  means  of 
maintenance,  from  property  or  ptrfonal  labour,  and  lives  idle,  without  employment,  and  every  per- 
fon who  wanders  about,  and  begs  in  the  flreets,  or  from  door  to  door,  and  every  perfon  who  wanders 
abroad,  and  lodges  in  out-houfes,  barns,  market-places,  or  the  open  air,  and  cannot  give  a good  ac-. 
count  of  the  means  by  which  he  procures  a living,  and  every  woman  who  is  generally  reputed  as  a 
common  proflitute,  and  every  juggler  or  fortune-teller,  or  common  gambler,  fliall  be  adjudged  a va- 
grant, vagabond  or  diforderly  perfon,  within  the  meaning  of  this  abb. 

III.  "Whereas  it  is  reprefented,  that  perfons  condemned  in  other  Rates  to  labour,  as  a punifh- 
ment  for  their  crimes,  have  efcaped  and  come  into  Baltimore  county,  and  have  been  taken  up  as 
vagrants,  Be  it  enacted,  That  any  two  or  more  of  the  faid  juflices  may  adjudge  any  perfon,  con- 
demned in  any  of  the  United  States  to  labour,  as  a punifnment  for  any  crime,  to  ferve  and  labour  as 
a criminal,  according  to  this  abb,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  the  refidue  of  the  term  for  which  fuch

perfon  fliall  have  been  condemned,  and  Which  condemnation, flia<l'?tppear  t0  l'ie  faidjuflices  by  the 
record  of  convidtion  ; but  if  fuch  perfon  fliall  be  demanded  by  the  Hate  from  whence  he  efcaped,  lie 
fliall  be  immediately  delivered  agreeably  to  fuch  demand. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  grand  and  petit  juror  attending  the  faid  court  fliall  have  an 
allowance  of  Seventeen  cents  for  every  day’s  attendance,  in  addition  to  the  allowance  preferibed  by 
the  adt  to  which  this  is  a fupplement,  to  be  a He  fled  and  collected  with  the  county  afleiTment. 

C H A P.  XXXII. 

An  ACT  to  authorife  and  empower  the  levy  court  of  Charles  coun- 
ty to  aflefs  and  levy  a fum  of  money  for  the  purpofe  of  repairing 
and  improving  the  public  road  leading  from  Port-Tobacco  through 
the  Zachia  Swamp  at  the  Old  Bridges. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprel’ented  to  this  general  aflembly,  by  fundry  inhabitants  of  Charles  county, 
that  the  road  leading  from  Port-Tobacco  over  the  Zachia  Swamp,  at  a place  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Old  Bridges,  is  frequently  impaflable,  to  the  great  inconvenience  of  thofe  who  travel 
the  faid  road,  and  it  appears  reafonable  that  the  fame  fhould  be  repaired  and  improved, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Ajfembly  of  Maryland , That  the  levy  court  of  Charles  county  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authoril’ed,  empowered  and  direcled,  at  their  next  annual  meeting  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  levying  their  county  tax,  to  levy  and  aflefs  on  the  afleflable  property  of  faid  county  a fum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpofe  of  repairing  and  improving  that  part  of 
the  road  leading  from  Port-Tobacco,  over  the  Zachia  Swamp,  which  runs  through  the  faid  fwamp 
at  a place  called  the  Old  Bridges. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  William  Barton  Smoot,  of  Charles,  Raphael  Boarman,  Samuel 
Chapman,  William  Morris  and  Raphael  Jamefon,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commiflioners, 
and  that  any  two  or  more  of  them  fliall  have  full  power  to  contradl  with  any  perfon  or  perfons  for 
repairing  and  improving  the  faid  road  through  the  faid  fwamp,  in  any  manner  which  to  them  fliall 
feem  belt  calculated  to  render  the  fame  paffable  and  convenient  to  thofe  who  travel  the  fame. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  fum  of  money  fo  as  aforefaid  to  he  aflefled  and  levied, 
fliall  be  colledted  by  the  colledlor  of  the  county  levy,  with  the  allowance  of  fix  per  cent,  to  faid  col- 
lector, and  by  him  paid  over  to  the  faid  commiflioners,  or  to  the  order  of  any  two  or  more  of  them,  to 
be  by  them  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  expences  of  the  repairs  and  improvements  on  the  faid  road. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  commiflioners,  or  any  two  or  more  cf  them,  who  fliall 
have  acted,  fliall,  on  the  completion  of  the  faid  improvements,  account  with  the  levy  court  at  their 
next  meeting  which  fliall  happen  thereafter  for  the  monies  by  them  expended  on  the  faid  road. 

C H A P.  XXXIII. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  William  Ballenger,  Bafll  Dorfey  and  An- 
thony Poultney,  of  Frederick  county. 

WHEREAS  it  hath  been  reprefented  to  this  general  aflembly,  by  the  petitions  of  William  Bal- 
lenger, Bafil  Dorfey  and  Anthony  Poultney,  of  Frederick  county,  that  a certain  Thomas 
Hunter  of  the  faid  county  did,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  December,  in  the  year  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  convey  unto  the  faid  William  Ballenger  part  of  a trad  of  land 
called  Carolina,  and  part  of  the  refurvey  thereon,  lying  and  being  in  the  county  aforelaid;  and  that 
the  faid  Thomas  Hunter  did,  on  the  fifth  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  convey  to  the  above  named  Anthony  Poultney,  all  that  trad  or  parcel  of  land  called  Ca-

ary, one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  convey  to  the  aforefaid  Bafil  Dorfey,  part  of  a 
tradt  or  parcel  of  land  called  Sugar  Tree  Valley,  and  part  of  a tract  or  parcel  of  land  called  the 
Addition  to  Sugar  Tree  Valley,  and  part  of  a trad!  or  parcel  of  land  called  Second  Addition  to  Su- 
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gar  Tree  Valle}’-,  all  lying  and  being  i.n. Frederick-  tounty'aforefaid : And  whereas  the  faid  Thomai 
Hunter  acquired  a title  to  the  property  aforefaid  after  his  emigration  to,  and  l’ettlement  in,  this 
hate,  and  before  he  became  naturalized  agreeably  to  law,  whereby  the  titles  of  the  faid  Thomas 
Hunter  to  the  aforefaid  lands,  at  the  time  of  the  conveyances  aforefaid,  have  become  doubtful  j

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJJembly  of  Maryland , That  the  titles  to  the  aforefaid  lands  be 
and  the  fame  are  hereby  as  amply  and  as  fully  vefted  in  the  aforefaid  William  Ballenger,  Anthony 
Poullney  and  Bal'd  Dorfey,  agreeably  to  the  aforefaid  conveyances  from  the  faid  Thomas  Hunter  to 
them  refpedlively,  as  if  the  laid  Thomas  Hunter  had  been  naturalized  before  his  titles  to  the  pro- 
perty aforefaid  had  been  acquired;  provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  a<5t  contained  ftiall  be  con- 
ftrued  in  any  manner  to  aft'edl  any  right,  title  or  claim,  to  the  aforefaid  lands,  or  any  part  thereof, 
acquired  or  profecuted  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  before  the  paftage  of  this  a<5l.

tained {hall  in  any  manner  defeat  or  affedt  any  right,  title  or  claim,  to  the  faid  property,  or  any  part 
thereof,  acquired  or  profecuted  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatever  before  the  paffage  of  this  act  ; 
and  provided  alfo,  that  unlefs  the  laid  Henry  King  and  Philip  Stover  {hall  relpedtively,  on  or  before

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  title  to  all  the  real  property, 
lawfully  and  fairly  acquired  by  the  aforefaid  Samuel  Couden,  whether  fuch  title  be  derived  by  gift, 
grant,  purchafe  or  devife,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  as  amply  and  as  fully  veiled  in  Samuel  Couden 
aforefaid,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  agreeably  to  faid  laws  ; provided 
always,  that  nothing  in  this  adt  contained  {hall  in  any  manner  defeat  or  afredt  any  right,  title  or 
claim,  to  the  faid  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  profecuted  by  any  perfon  or  perfons 
whatever  before  the  paifage  of  this  adt;  and  provided  alfo,  that  unlefs  the  faid  Samuel  Couden  {hall, 
on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  June  next,  proceed  according  to  law  to  make  himfelf  a citizen  of  the 
United  States,  this  adt  fliall  have  no  effedt  to  confirm  his  title  to  the  property  above  mentioned,  nor 
{hall  he,  or  any  perfon  claiming  under  him,  derive  any  benefit  under  this  adl ; but  if  the  faid  Samuel 
Couden  fliall  die  before  the  time  when,  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  lie  may  become  a citizen 
thereof,  nothing  in  this  provifo  contained  fliall  prevent  him  from  transmitting  or  transferring  his 
faid  property  by  defeent  or  devife  to  any  iffue  he  may  leave  redding  within  the  United  States,  who 
is  hereby  declared  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame,  or  to  any  other  perfon,  being  a citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  capable  in  law  to  hold’ the  fame. 

C H A P.  XXXVII 1. 

An  ACT  to  pay  the  civil  lift,  and  other  expences  of  civii  govern- 
ment. 

WHEREAS  tliofe  who  dedicate  their  time,  abilities  and  labour,  to  the  public,  ought  to  receive 
a reafonable  and  adequate  conipenfation  for  their  fervices, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  following  officers  of  civil  go- 
vernment for  the  time  being  fhall  be  entitled  to  receive  at  the  rate  of  the  following  Salaries,  in  cur- 
rent money,  for  the  enduing  year,  to  wit:  The  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fuore  two  thoufand  dollars, 
the  treafurer  of  the  eaftern  (hore  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the  auditor  eight  hundred  dollars, 
the  clerk  of  the  council,  eight  hundred  dollars,  the  clerk  of  the  fenate  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
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lars,  the  clerk  of  the  houfe  of  delegates  three  hundred  dollars,  the  printer  to  the  (late  one  thoufand 
four  hundred  dollars,  the  meflenger  to  the  council  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

III.  And  be  IT  enacted,  That  all  monies  which  {hall  remain  in  the  treafury,  after  difeharging 
the  journal  of  accounts,  and  all  unappropriated  money  which  may  come  into  the  treafury,  belirft 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  civil  lilt  for  the  enfuing  year. 

C H A P.  XXXIX. 

An  additional  fuppiement  to  an  a&,  entitled,  .An  adt  to  ftreighten 
and  amend  the  public  roads  in  Harford  county,  and  for  other 
purpofes. 

WHEREAS  a public  road  leading  from  Belle-Air,  to  interfedl  the  road  leading  from  Thomas 
Underhill’s  mill  to  Peach  Bottom  Ferry,  at  Glasgow’s  (tore,  will  be  a great  public  conveni- 
ence, and  is  efifentially  neceffarv  ; therefore, 

If.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Jffembly  of  Maryland,  That  John  Forwood,  of  William,  Sedg- 
wick James,  John  Montgomery,  (State  Ridge,)  William  W elfli  and  Bennet  Bufi'ey,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  commiffioners  to  lay  out  a public  road,  beginning  at  Belle-Air,  l'o  as  to  purfue  the 
direction  of  the  Bald  Friar  Road  Hading  from  Belle- Air  as  aforefaid  at  or  near  the  plantation  of 
Henrietta  Wheeler,  and  thence  to  run  in  a direction  fo  as  to  interfedl  a public  road  from  Thomas- 
Underhill’s  mill  to  Peach  Bottom  Ferry  at  Giafgow’s  ilore  ; and  in  laving  out  the  faid  road  the  faid 
commiffioners  are  directed  fo  take  into  view,  as  well  all  the  dii’advantages  which  may  refult  to  indi- 
viduals over  whofe  land  the  faid  road  may  run,  as  the  convenience  of  the  public,  fo  as  to  lay  out. 
the  faid  road  with  as  little  injury  to  private  property  as  will  comport  with  the  public  convenience. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  commiffioners  are  hereby  further  directed  to  return  a 
plot  of  faid  road,  fo  by  them  laid  out,  to  the  clerk’s  office  of  faid  county,  to  be  there,  recorded ; and 
the  levy  court  may,  at  their  diferetion,  after  the  return  of  faid  plot  as  aforefaid,  appoint  a fupervi- 
for  or  fupervifors  to  open  the  fame,  and  (hall  levy  a fum  of  money,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  for  that  purpofe  ; and  the  faid  road,  when  opened  as  aforefaid,  fliall  be  taken  for,  and 
it  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  a public  road  in  faid  county,  and  may  be  repaired  as  other  public  roads 
are  repaired  in  faid  county. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  a6t  fliall  be  entitled 
to  an  allowance  of  two  dollars  for  every  day  they  fliall  feverally  attend  in  difeharge  of  the  duties 
herein  impofed. 

V.  And  re  it  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  herein  before  named  be  and  they  are  hereby 
veiled  with  the  fame  powers  in  afeertaining  the  damages  to  the  land  over  which  the  road  herein  di- 
rected to  he  laid  out  may  run,  as  the  commiffioners  in  the  original  aft  named  have  been  veiled  with 
and  the  faid  damages,  when  afeertained,  fliall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid,  as  damages  heretofore 
afiefTed  under  the  faid  original  adl  have  been  levied,  colledted  and  paid. 

C FI  A P.  XL. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  William  Works,  of  Caecil  county. 

WHF.REAS  William  Works,  of  Ctecil  county,  havirtg  emigrated  to,  and  fettled  in,  this  flate, 
and  fince  his  emigration  and  fettlernent  in  this  date  has  acquired  real  property  therein,  and 
his  title  to  fuch  property,  from  his  not  having  become  naturalized  before  fuch  property  was  acquired 
by  him,  may  be  called  in  queflion,  to  his  great  injury  and  detriment;  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Jlffembly  of  Maryland , That  the  title  to  all  the  real  property, 
lawfully  and  fairly  acquired  by  the  aforefaid  William  Works,  whether  fuch  title  be  derived  by  grant, 
gift,  purchafe  or  devife,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  as  amply  and  as  fully  vetted  in  him,  the  faid 
William  Works,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  before  bis  title  to  fuch 
real  property  had  been  acquired;  provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  acl  contained  fliall  be  con- 
flrued  in  anv  manner  to  affedl  any  right  or  claim  to  the  faid  property  acquired  by  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons  before  the  paffing  of  this  a<5t ; and  provided  alfo,  that  unlefs  the  faid  William  Works  fliall,  on  or 
before  the  firfl  day  of  June  next,  proceed  according  to  law  to  make  himfelf  a citizen  of  the  United 
States,  this  adl  fhuil  have  no  effeCt  to  confirm  his  title  to  the  property  above  mentioned,  nor  fliall  he,

declared  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame,  or  to  any  other  perfon,  being  a citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame. 

CHAP.  XLI. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Frederick  Saler,  of  Frederick  county. 

WHEREAS  Frederick  Saler,  of  Frederick  county,  has  emigrated  to,  and  fettled  in,  this  ltate, 
and  fince  his  emigration  and  fettlement  in  this  Rate  hath  acquired  real  property  therein,  and 
Iris  title  to  fuch  property,  from  his  not  having  been  naturalized  before  fuclr  property  was  acquired 
by  him,  may  be  called  in  queftion,  to  his  great  injury  and  detriment  ; therefore, 

IE  Re  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland. , That  the  title  to  all  the  real  property, 
lawfully  and  fairly  acquired  by  the  faid  Frederick  Saler,  whether  fuch  title  be  derived  by  grant,  gift, 
purchafe  or  devife,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  as  amply  and  as  fully  vefted  in  the  faid  Frederick  Saler, 
to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  before  his  title  to  fuch  real  property  had 
been  acquired  ; provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  a6l  contained  (hall  in  any  manner  defeat  or 
affedl  any  right,  title  or  claim,  to  the  faid  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  proi'ecute'd  by  any 
perfon  or  perfons  whatever  before  the  p adage  of  this  aft;  and  provided  alfo,  that  unlel's  the  faid  Fre- 
derick Saler  (hall,  on  or  before  the  drib  day  of  June  next,  proceed  according  to  law  to  make  himfelf  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  this  a£t  fliall  have  no  effect  to  confirm  his  title  to  the  property  above 
mentioned,  nor  diall  he,  or  any  perfon  claiming  under  him,  derive  any  benefit  under  this  a 61 ; but  if 
the  faid  Frederick  Saler  fliall  die  before  the  time  when,  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  he  mav 
become  a citizen  thereof,  nothing  in  this  provifo  contained  lhall  prevent  him  from  tranfmitting  or 
transferring  his  faid  property  by  defeent  or  devife  to  any  iffue  he  may  leave  refiding  within  the 
United  States,  who  is  hereby  declared  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame,  or  to  any  other  perfon,  being 
a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame. 

C FI  A P.  XLH. 

A Further  fupplement  to  an  a<ft,  entitled,  An  a to  itreighten  and 
amend  the  public  roads  in  Harford  county,  and  for  other  purpofes. 

WHEREAS  the  public  road  leading  from  Belle-Air  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  appointed  to  be 
laid  out  by  the  original  a£l  to  which  this  is  a further  fupplement,  has  been  laid  out,  opened 
and  cleared,  at  a very  confiderable  expence,  from  Belle- Air  to  the  line  of  Baltimore  county,  and 
from  the  interfedlion  with  a road  leading  to  the  houfe  of  Harry  Dorfey  Gough  to  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, and  the  intermediate  part  of  faid  road  lying  between  the  faid  line  of  Baltimore  county  and 
the  faid  point  of  interfeclion  remains  ftill  to  be  opened,  cleared  and  completed,  whereby  that  part 
of  the  faicl  road  which  has  been  completed  in  Harford  county  is  rendered  totally  ufelefs:  And  where- 
as doubts  are  entertained  that  the  faid  intermediate  part  of  faid  road  cannot  be  opened  agreeably  to 
the  plot  thereof  filed  in  the  clerk’s  office  in  Baltimore  county,  unlefs  at  a very  heavy  expence,  and 
over  very  bad  ground,  and  it  is  alleged  that  the  faid  intermediate  part  of  faid  road  may  be  laid  out 
on  better  ground,  and  opened:  at  a lefs  expence,  than  opening  the  fame  agreeably  to  the  plot  filed  as 
aforefaid  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland,  That  Daniel  Bowley,  William  Dimmett, 
fenior,  William  Mackubin,  John  Patridge  and  Solomon  Helm,  or  any  three  of  them,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  commiffioners  of  review,  to  lay  out,  furvey,  mark  and  bound,  the  faid  inter- 
mediate road  lying  between  the  line  of  Baltimore  county  and  a branch  called  the  White  Marfli 
Branch,  in  fuch  diredfion  and  over  fuch  ground  as  they,  or  any  three  of  them,  fliall  in  their  difere- 
tion  judge  beft  calculated  and  moft  proper  for  faid  road,  and  fliall  return  a plot  thereof  to  the  clerk’s 
office  of  Baltimore  count}7,  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  levy  court  thereafter,  to  be  there  filed. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county  be  and  they  are  hereby  em- 
powered and  directed,  at  their  meeting  next  after  the  return  of  faid  plot,  by  warrant  under  their 
hands  and  feals,  to  appoint  and  empower  an  overfeer  or  overfeers  to  open  and  clear  the  faid  road, 
agreeably  to  faid  plot,  in  the  fame  manner  as  other  roads  are  by  law  diredled  to  be  opened  and  clear- 
ed, and  the  faid  overfeers  fhall  have  the  fame  allowance  as  other  overfeers. 
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IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  of  review  hereby  appointed  fliall  have  the 
fame  allowance  as  the  commiffioners  appointed  under  die  original  aft,  for  their  acdual  fervices. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county  fliall,  at  their  meeting 
next  after  the  return  of  faid  plot,  afl'efs  and  levy  upon  the  afleflable  property  of  Baltimore  county, 
and  at  the  meeting  of  the  faid  court  annually  thereafter,  a fum  not  lefs  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  in  any  one  year,  to  be  applied  to  the  opening  of  the  laid  intermediate  road  lying  between- 
the  line  of  Baltimore  county  and  the  White  Marfh  Branch,  agreeably  to  laid  plot  to  be  filed  as 
aforefaid,  until  the  faid  road  fliall  be  finilhed  and  completed,  which  laid  fum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
pounds  fliall  be  collected  and  paid  over  as  other  county  levies. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county  may,  at  their  annual 
meetings,  afl'efs  and  levy  upon  the  afleflable  property  of  Baltimore  county  any  fum  which  they  may 
judge  neceffary  to  amend  and  keep  in  repair  the  faid  road  already  cleared,  and  lying  between  the  faid 
White  Marfh  Branch  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  bolides  the  money  herein  before  directed  to  be  levied 
and  applied  as  aforefaid. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  road  leading  from  Belle-Air  to  Baltimore,  after  the 
fame  fliall  have  been  opened  and  cleared,  fliall  he  amended  and  kept  in  repair  in  the  fame  manner  as 
other  public  roads  in  Harford  and  Baltimore  counties  refpeftively. 

C H A P.  XL  1 1 1. 

An  ACT  relating  to  the  public  wharf  and  ferry  at  Chefter-town,  in 

Kent  county. 

WHEREAS  it  frequently  happens  that  veffels  lie  in  fuch  manner  as  to  obftruct  the  pafl'age  of 
the  ferry  boats  to  and  from  the  public  wharf  in  Chefter-town,  in  Kent  county, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affetnlly  of  Maryland , That  from  and  after  the  fil'd  day  of  Ja- 
nuary, eighteen  hundred  and  one,  if  any  perfon  having  the  charge  or  command  of  any  veffiel  fliall 
lay  or  place  faid  veffiel  in  fuch  fituation  as  to  obftruft  the  ferry  boats  at  the  aforefaid  ferry  from, 
coming  to  and  landing  their  paffiengers,  horfes,  carriages,  or  other  articles  by  them  carried,  at  the 
ferry  flairs  of  faid  ferry,  fuch  perfon  fliall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  market  in  Chefter-town, 
on  demand,  the  fum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  juftice  of  the  peace  as  other  fmall 
debts  are. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  veffiel  fliall  lie  more  than  thirty-fix  hours  at  the  public 
wharf  at  Chefter-town  aforefaid,  for  the  purpofe  of  unloading  her  cargo,  or  fliall  come  to  the  faid 
wharf  empty,  that  in  either  cafe  the  perfon  having  charge  or  command  of  faid  veffiel  fliall  forfeit  and 
pay  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  cents  per  tun  for  every  tun’s  burthen  the  faid  veffiel  may  be  of,  for  every 
twenty-four  hours  flie  fliall  lie  at  faid  wharf  thereafter,  to  be  recovered  as  before  direfted. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  commander,  or  perfon  having  charge  of  any  veffiel  which 
fliall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  of  this  a6t,  be  a Have,  in  that  cafe  it  fliall  be  lawful  for  the  clerk  of 
the  market  aforefaid,  and  he  is  hereby  direfted,  to  proceed  againft  the  mafter,  miftrefs  or  the  em- 
ployer, of  faid  Have,  for  the  recovery  thereof,  as  is  before  directed. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  monies  received  in  virtue  of  this  aft  by  the  clerk  of  the  mar- 
ket aforefaid,  be  paid  to  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court  for  Kent  county,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  de- 
fraying the  county  charges  ; and  that  the  faid  wharf  and  ferry  Hairs  he  kept  in  repair  in  the  lame 
manner  as  public  roads  and  bridges  are  in  Kent  county  aforefaid.

applying,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  as  far  as  he  can  afcertain  them,  fir  all  be  annexed  to  fuch  petition, 
the  chancellor  fliall  diredl  perfonal  notice  of  fuch  application  to  be  given  to  the  creditors,  or 
to  as  many  of  them  as  he  may  think  proper,  or  their  agents  or  attornies,  and  direct  notice  of  fuch 
application  to  be  inferted  in  forne  one  of  the  public  news-papers  of  the  cities  of  Wafliington,  Balti- 
more and  Philadelphia,  for  fuch  time  as  he  may  think  proper,  which,  in  cafe  of  there  being  a credi- 
tor or  creditors  beyond  fea,  fliall  not  be  lefs  than  fix  months,  and  in  cafe  of  there  being  a creditor 
or  creditors  out  of  this  ftate,  but  within  the  United  States,  fliall  not  be  lefs  than  fixty  days,  and  on 
their  appearance,  or  neglect  to  appear  on  notice,  at  the  time  or  times  and  place  appointed,  the 
chancellor  fliall  adminifter  to  the  petitioning  debtor  the  following  oath,  or  affirmation,  as  the 
cafe  may  require:  “ I,  A.  B.  do  fwe.ar,  or  folemnly,  fincerely  and  truly  declare  and  affirm, 

u that  I will  deliver  up,  convey  and  transfer,  to  my  creditors,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  chancellor 
“ fliall  diredt,  all  my  property  that  I have,  or  claim  any  title  to  or  intereft  in,  at  this  time,  and  all 
44  debts,  rights  and  claims,  which  I have,  or  am  any  way  entitled  to,  in  poffeffion,  remainder  or 
44  reverfion,  and  that  I have  not,  diredlly  or  indireClly,  at  any  time,  fold,  conveyed,  leflened  or 
44  difpofed  of,  for  the  ufe  or  benefit  of  any  perfon  or  perl'ons,  or  intruded,  any  part  of  my  money,  or 
44  other  property,  debts,  rights  or  claims,  with  intent  to  defraud  my  creditors,  or  any  of  them,  or  to 
44  fecure  the  fame  to  receive  or  expect  any  profit,  benefit  or  advantage,  thereby  and  the  chancel- 
lor fliall  thereupon  name  fuch  perfon  as  a majority  of  the  creditors  in  value,  their  agents  or 
attornies,  then  prefent,  fliall  recommend,  to  be  a truftee  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  of  the 
petitioning  debtor,  or  in  cafe  of  the  non-attendance  of  the  creditors,  or  of  their  not  making  a re- 
commendation, the  chancellor  fliall  name  fuch  perfon  as  he  fliall  think  proper,  to  be  a truftee  as 
aforefaid.

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  perfon  herein  before  mentioned  {hall  be  entitled  to  the  bene- 
fit of  any  of  the  provilions  of  this  a 61,  unlefs  the  chancellor  fhall  be  fatisfied,  by  competent  teftimo- 
ny,  that  he  is,  and  at  the  time  of  pafiing  this  a61  was,  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  date,  or  has  been  actually  refiding  within  this  ftate  two  years,  ufing  the  trade  of  merchandife, 
by  buying  and  felling  in  grofs  or  by  retail,  and  unlefs,  at  the  time  of  prefenting  his  petition  as 

aforefaid,  he  fliall  produce  to  the  chancellor  the  affiant,  in  writing,  of  fo  many  of  his  creditors  as 

have  due  to  them  the  amount  of  two  thirds  of  the  debts  due  by  him  at  the  time  of  the  palling  of 
this  a6\ ; provided,  that  foreign  creditors,  not  refiding  in  the  United  States,  and  not  having  agents 
or  attornies  refiding  therein  duly  empowered  to  a£t  in  their  behalf,  and  the  executors  and  admi- 
niftrators  of  deceafed  creditors,  (hall  not  be  confidered  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  claufe  ; 
and  provided  alfo,  that  the  chancellor  may,  without  the  afl'ent  of  the  creditors  as  aforefaid,  from 
time  to  time  order  to  be  difcharged  from  cuftody  any  of  the  faid  petitioners  who  may  be  in  adlual 

confinement  in  virtue  of  any  procefs  iffued,  or  that  may  be  iffued,  ia  purfuance  of  any  debt  at  this 

time  due  and  owing  by  him,  which  difcharge  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a releafe  only  of  the  perfon  of 
fuch  debtor,  but  not  of  his  property,  unlefs  the  afient  in  writing  of  two  thirds  in  value  of  the 
creditors  as  aforefaid  be  obtained.

either  without  confideration  or  on  improper  confideration,  or  lod  more  than  one  hundred  pounds 
current  money  by  gaming  at  any  one  time,  or  hath  ailigned  or  conveyed  any  of  his  property  with 
fraudulent  intent  to  give  an  undue  and  improper  preference  to  any  creditor  or  creditors,  or  fecuri- 
ty,  within  two  years  before  the  palfage  of  this  add,  the  faid  chancellor,  or  court,  may  thereupon,  at 
the  eledlion  of  the  creditor  making  fuch  allegation,  either  examine  the  faid  debtor,  and  any  perfon 
or  perfons  to  whom  he  may  have  made  any  conveyance  or  conveyances  of  his  property,  or  palled 
bonds  or  evidences  of  debts  as  aforefaid,  on  interrogatories,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  touching  the 
fubjedt  of  the  faid  allegations,  or  diredl  an  ilfue  or  iffues,  in  a fummary  way,  without  the  form  of  an 
adlion,  to  determine  the  truth  of  the  fame  ; and  if,  upon  the  anfwer  of  the  faid  interrogatories,  or 
the  trials  of  the  faid  ilfue  or  ilfues  by  a jury,  fuch  debtor  llrall  be  found  guilty  of  any  intentional 
fraud  or  deceit  of  his  creditors,  or  lofs  by  gaming  as  aforefaid,  or  of  having  given  preference  as 
aforefaid,  he  lhall  for  ever  be  precluded' from  any  benefit  of  this  adt ; and  in  cafe  fuch  debtor,  or

time  as  he  thinks  proper,  and  on  his  taking  the  oath  herein  before  mentioned,  may  diredl  that 
the  body  of  fuch  debtor  {hall  be  difebarged  from  imprifonment,  and  appoint  a time  when  fuch  debtor 
fhall  appear  before  him  to  anfwer  any  interrogatories  which  his  creditors  may  propofe  to  him, 
on  not  lefs  than  fix  months  notice  as  aforefaid,  any  thing  in  this  adl  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding  ;

tors, it  lh all  be  lawful  for  the  faid  judge  or  juftice  to  order  that  the  faid  perfon  be  difcharged  from 
imprifonment,  and  appear  before  the  chancellor  within  three  months  from  the  time  of  fuch  difcharge;

a certificate  from  the  regifter  in  chancery,  that  fuch  perfon  hath  not  appeared  before  the  chancellor 
agreeably  to  the  faid  order,  to  remand  the  faid  perfon  to  the  prifon  from  which  he  was  difcharged, 
there  to  remain  until  difcharged  by  a due  courfe  of  law  ; and  provided  always,  that  if  any  creditor  of 
any  petitioning  debtor  in  any  of  the  gaols  on  the  eaftern  fliore,  or  in  Allegany  county,  {hall  require 
fecurity  of  the  petitioner,  that  the  judge  or  juftice  aforefaid  fliall  not  releafe  any  petitioner,  until  he 
or  they  fliall  give  fuch  fecurity  as  the  judge  or  juftice  {hall  require  for  his  appearance  before  the  chan- 
cellor within  three  months  from  the  date  of  his  difcharge  as  aforefaid;  provided  neverthelefs,  that

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  chancellor  may,  by  order,  limit  and  appoint  the  time  for 
limit  the  time,  . creditors  to  bring  in  and  declare  their  claims,  and  may  examine  fuch  creditors,  and  alfo  the  debtor, 
on  oath  or  affirmation,  concerning  the  fame,  and,  on  any  contefted  claim,  may,  if  he  thinks  proper, 
order  the  fame,  or  any  fadt  concerning  the  fame,  to  be  tried  on  an  iflue  framed  for  that  purpofe,  and 
may  order  any  part  of  the  petitioning  debtor’s  eflate  to  be  fet  apart  and  retained  for  the  eventual

&c-  for  any  debt,  damages  or  cofls,  contraded,  owing  or  growing  due,  before  the  palling  of  this  ad,  the 

court,’  out  of  which  fuch  procefs  iffued,  or  any  one  judge  of  the  general  court,  or  the  chief  juftice  of 
the  diftrid  court,  or  the  two  aftociate  juftices  of  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  the  faid

VV  county,  fome  years  pait  came  into  this  ftate,  with  a bond  fide  intention  of  redding  therein, 
and  he  has  fmce  bargained  and  contracted  for  confiderable  real  property  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  ef  Maryland^  That  all  conveyances,  touching  or  con- 
cerning fuch  real  eflates,  that  fliall  be  made  or  executed  to  the  faid  Henry  Jofeph  Stier,  fliall  have 
the  fame  effeit,  operation  and  validity,  as  if  the  faid  Henry  Jofeph  Stier  had  been  naturalized 
at  the  time  the  fame  fh all  be  executed,  or  entered  into  ; provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  acl 
contained  fliall  be  conftrued  in  any  manner  to  affect  any  right  or  claim  to  the  faid  property  ac- 
quired by  any  perfon  or  perfons  before  the  paffage  of  this  a6t  ; and  provided  alfo,  that  unlefs  the

pofe  of  railing  a fund  for  the  building  of  a market-houfe  in  faid  town;  and  the  fame  being  confidered. 
reafonable,  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  commifiioners  of  the  town  of 
Ha  vre-de-Grace,  or  a major  part  of  them,  fliall  and  they  hereby  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
eftablifli  and  regulate  infpecuons  of  plank,  ftaves,  heading  and  fliingles,  offered  for  fale  within  the 
faid  town  of  Plavre-de-Grace,  fubjecl  neverthelefs  to  the  future  adls  of  the  general  affembly;  and 
alfo  to  regulate  the  fees  of  infpedtors  under  this  a 61. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  commifiioners,  or  a major  part  of  them,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  empowered  and  authorifed,  from  time  to  time,  to  leafe  and  demife  for  a term  of  years, 
not  exceeding  two  years,  any  public  ground  lying  within  faid  town,  and  other  ground  which  has 
been  heretofore  laid  out  for  ftreets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  not  yet  ufed  as  fuch,  and  now  lying  vacant 
and  ufelefs,  and  the  money  and  rents  thence  arifing  to  apply  to  the  repairing  the  ftreets,  lanes  and 
alleys,  ufed  as  fuch,  and  to  the  building  a market-houfe  in  faid  town.

CHAP.  XL  VII. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  or  John  Woodall,  of  Kent  county. 

WHEREAS  a certain  Thomas  Barry,  late  of  Kent  county,  deceafed,  did  heretofore,  to  wit, 
on  the  eighth  day  of  April,  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  convey  to  Bodean  Warner 
part  of  three  trails  of  land,  called  Smother’s  Part  of  Addition,  Rumford  Reiurveyed,  and  Vyanna, 
lying  and  being  in  Kent  county,  containing  one  acre  of  land:  And  whereas  the  faid  Thomas  Barry 
acquired  a title  to  the  aforefaid  land  after  his  emigration  to,  and  fettlement  in,  this  Rate,  and  be- 
fore his  naturalization  agreeably  to  lav/,  whereby  the  title  of  the  faid  Thomas  Barry  to  the  aforefaid 
lands,  at  the  time  of  the  conveyance  aforefaid,  has  become  doubtful:  And  whereas  the  faid  Bodean 
Warner  did,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  Auguft,  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  convey  the  afore- 
faid lands  to  John  Woodall,  of  Kent  county;  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Af'cmbly  of  Maryland , That  the  title  to  the  aforefaid  lands  be 
and  the  fame  is  hereby  as  amply  and  fully  veiled  in  the  aforefaid  John  Woodall,  as  if  the  faid 
Thomas  Barry  had  been  naturalized  before  his  title  to  the  laid  lands  had  been  acquired;  provided 
always,  that  nothing  in  this  a6l  contained  lhall  be  conftrued  in  any  manner  to  afredt  any  right,  title 
or  claim,  to  the  aforefaid  lands,  or  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  profeeuted  by  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons  before  the  palfage  of  this  adt. 

CHAP.  XL  VIII. 

An  ACT  to  prevent  fwine  from  going  at  large  in  the  town  of  Queen- 

Anne,  in  Prince-George’s  county. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJembly  of  Maryland , That  from  and  after  the  firft  day  of  April 
next,  no  fwine  belonging  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Queen- Anne,  or  the  inhabitants  of 
Prince-George’s  county  living  within  one  quarter  of  a mile  of  faid  town,  {hall  be  buffered  to  go  and 
remain  at  large  in  faid  town,  or  within  a quarter  of  a mile  of  the  faid  town,  in  the  faid  county  as 
aforefaid  ; and  if  any  fwine  belonging  to  the  imhabitants  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  found  going  and  re- 
maining at  large  within  the  faid  town,  or  within  one  quarter  of  a mile  of  faid  town,  in  faid  county, 
it  Hi  all  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  perfon  or  perfons  to  kill  or  impound  the  fame,  and  if  impounded, 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  immediately  give  notice,  by  advertifements  fet  up  at  the  moll  public 
places  in  the  faid  town,  deferibing  the  fwine  fo  impounded,  and  if  the  owner  or  owners  lhall  not, 
within  five  days  after  the  fetting  up  faid  advertifements,  prove  his  or  her  property  therein,  and 
make  compenfation  for  the  injury,  (if  any,)  which  may  have  been  fullained  by  any  inhabitant  of 
laid  town  or  county  as  aforefaid,  to  be  afeertained  by  any  two  difinterefted  perfons,  inhabitants  as 
aforefaid,  and  fhall  not  pay  for  every  fuch  fwine  the  fum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  every  day  it  lhall 
have  been  impounded,  it  lhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  impounding  as  afore- 
faid to  fell,  or  kill  the  fame  lor  his  or  her  benefit. 

II.  And  ee  it  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fiiall  be  fued  and  impleaded  for  killing, 
(lellroying  or  felling,  any  fuch  fwine  as  aforefaid,  the  defendant  or  defendants  may  plead  the  general 
iffue,  and  give  this  a el  and  the  fpecial  matter  in  evidence  ; provided  that  nothing  in  this  acl  con- 
tained lhall  be  conftrued  to  extend  to  Anne-Arundel  county. 

CHAP.  XLIX. 

An  ACT  to  prevent  the  going  at  large  of  geefe  and  fwine  in  Crea- 

gerVtown,  Frederick  county. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland , That  from  and  after  the  firll  day  of  April, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  one,  no  geefe  or  fwine  belonging  to 
the  inhabitants  of  faid  town  fliali  be  fullered  to  go  at  large  in  Creager’s-town,  in  Frederick  county  ; 
and  if  any  perfon  Ha  all  find  any  geefe  or  fwine  going  at  large  in  Creager’s-town  aforefaid,  it  lhall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  fuch  perfon  to  kill,  or  caufe  to  be  killed,  fuch  geefe  or  fwine. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  Ha  all  be  fued  for  killing  any  fwine  or  geefe  going  at 
large  in  Creager’s-town  aforefaid,  fuch  perfon  may  plead  the  general  iffue,  and  give  this  adl  and  the 
fpecial  matter  in  evidence.

Mary’s  county,  being  part  of  two  trails  of  land,  the  one  called  Brick  Kills,  the  other  Park’s 
Addition  with  Addition,  and  being  fo  feized,  flie  afterwards  married  George  Aifquith,  by  whom 
file  had  two  children,  and  after  the  death  of  laid  George,  Ihe  intermarried  with  a certain  Richard 
Watts,  by  whom  lbe  had  three  children,  all  of  which  five  children  are  now  living,  and  infants  : 
And,  whereas  the  laid  Elizabeth,  and  her  hufband,  fold  faid  land  to  a certain  Barton  Tabbs,  of 
Saint-Mary’s  county,  and  palled  their  bond,  under  each  of  their  hands  and  feals,  conditioned  for  a 
valuable  confideration  to  convey  faid  land. in  fee-fimple,  and  the  faid  Elizabeth  is  fince  dead,  not 
having  executed  a conveyance  for  the  fame  : Ancl  whereas  it  is  reprefented,  that  the  faid  land  is 

wholly  deftitute  of  wood  and  improvements,  and  that  it  would  tend  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the  faid 
five  infants  to  have  the  faid  contract  completed  ; 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland , T.  hat  the  chancellor  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorifed  and  empowered,  on  petition  filed,  to  examine  into  all  the  circumftances  relating  to  faid 
land,  and  the  fale  thereof  made  to  Barton  Tabbs,  and  if  upon  examination,  and  fuch  proof  as  he 
may  require  to  be  taken,  it  fliall  appear  to  him  reafonable  and  beneficial  to  the  infant  children  of 
the  faid  Elizabeth  to  have  the  faid  fale  and  contrail  carried  into  effeil,  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and 
empowered  fully  and  effebbually,  by  decree  of  his  court,  upon  fuch  terms  and  coniiderations  as  he 
thinks  proper,  to  perfect  and  carry  faid  agreement  into  effedt. 

C Ii  A P.  LV. 

An  ACT  authoring  and  empowering  the  regifter  of  wills  of  Anne- 
Arundel  county  to  tranfmit  to  the  office  of  regifter  of  wills  of 
Worcefter  county  the  will  of  Thomas  Powell,  of  Worcefter,  de- 
ceafed. 

WHEREAS  there  is  in  the  office  of  the  regifter  of  wills  of  Anne-Arundel  county  the  will  of 
Thomas  Powell,  of  Worcefter,  deceafed,  which  has  not  been  proved,  and  which,  if  not  tranf- 
mitted  to  the  regifter  of  wills  office  of  Worcefter,  cannot  conveniently  be  proved; 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Ajfembly  of  Alaryland , That  the  regifter  of  wills  of  Anne- 
Arundel  county  tranfmit,  or  caule  to  be  tranfmitted,  to  the  office  of  the  regifter  of  wills  of  Wor- 
cefter county,  the  will  of  the  faid  Thomas  Powell,  deceafed. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  regifter  of  wills  of  Worcefter  county  fhall  receive  the  fame, 
and  fliall  admit  it  to  probat,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  faid  will  had  been  originally  filed  in  his  office. 

C H A P.  LVI. 

An  additional  fupplement  to  the  act,  entitled,  An  aft  for  the  open- 
ing of  Second-ftreet,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

WHEREAS  the  provifions  of  the  act  of  afl'embly,  entitled,  A fupplement  to  the  a£t,  entitled, 
An  abb  for  the  opening  of  Second-ftreet,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  have  not  been  carried  into 
effedl:  And  whereas  three  of  the  jurors  fummoned  in  virtue  of  the  abb  to  which  this  is  a fupplement 
are  holders  of  lots  on  South-ftreet,  and  thereby  may  be  interefted  in  the  operation  of  this  abb; 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Ajfembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  Iheriff  of  Baltimore  county, 
having  given  at  lead  ten  days  notice  in  one  of  the  news-papers  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  fliall,  at 
any  time  before  the  firft  Monday  of  February  next,  fumrnon  twelve  freeholders,  inhabitants  of  the 
laid  city,  not  interefted  in  the  premifes,  who  being  firft  fworn  to  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  im- 
pofed  upon  them  by  this  adb  to  the  beft  of  their  A ill  and  knowledge,  fliall  proceed  to  alfefs  and  im- 
pole  the  amount  of  the  damages  fuftained  by  each  and  every  perfon  from  the  opening  of  faid  Second- 
ftreet,  as  afcertained  by  the  proceedings  of  the  jury  had  and  done  under  the  abb  to  which  this  is  a 
fupplement,  and  recorded  in  the  regifter’s  office  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  upon  all  and  every  perfon 
or  perfons  holding  houles  or  lots  in  and  upon  Second-ftreet,  between  South-ftreet  and  Frederick- 
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ftreet,  and  upon  all  and  every  other  perfon  or  perfons  holding  houfes  or  lots  on  South-ftreet,  who  in 
their  judgment  and  confcicnce  will  or  may  derive  any  particular  benefit  by  the  opening  of  laid  Se- 
cond-ftreet,  and  the  fa i d jury  are  hereby  authorifed  and  diredled  to  afcertain  ar.d  determine  the  i’urn 
of  money  which  each  and  every  fuch  perfon  iliall  pay,  and  to  whom  the  lame  lhall  be  paid. 

Iff-  And  ee  rr  enacted,  i hat  the  jury  afovcfuid  lhall  make  a return  of  their  proceedings  had 
in  virtue  of  this  act,  under  their  hands  and  feals,  into  the  regifter’s  office  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
and  the  fame,  or  a copy  thereof  duly  attefted  under  the  hand  of  the  faid  regifter  and  the  corporate 
feal  of  the  city,  Iliall  be  received  as  evidence  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity. 

IV.  And  be  ir  enacted,  That  the  fum  or  funis  of  money  impofed  and  affefled  in  virtue  of  this 
a£l  lhall  be  a lien  upon  and  bind  the  property  of  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  which  Iliall  by  the  jury  afore- 
faid  be  deemed  and  declared  to  be  benefitted  by  the  opening  of  l'aid  Second-ftreet. 

\ . And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  perfon  or  perfons  whofe  property  the  jury  under  the  a£t  to 
which  this  is  a fupplement  have  declared  will  fuftain  an  injury  by  the  opening  of  Second-ltreet 
lhall  have  refpecliveiy  all  the  rights,  remedies  and  means  of  recovery,  in  relation  to  the  perfon  or 
perfons  upon  whom  the  price  of  fuch  injury  Iliall  be  impofed  and  aflelfed  in  virtue  of  this  ad,  and 
be  fubjeeled  to  all  the  inconveniencies  and  obligations  to  which  they  were  refpe&ively  entitled  and 
f’ubjeded  in  virtue  of  the  ad  to  which  this  is  a fupplement. 

C H A P.  LVII. 

An  ACT  for  incorporating  the  methodift  epifcopal  churches,  known 
by  the  name  of  the  Light-ftreet  and  Old-town  Methodift  Churches, 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 

WHEREAS  application  hath  been  made  to  this  general  aflembly  for  an  ad  of  incorporation,  in 
behalf  of  the  congregations  of  the  methodift  epifcopal  churches  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
which  may  enable  them  to  manage  with  convenience  their  temporal  concerns  ; 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland. , That  James  M‘Cannon,  William  Elaw- 
kins,  Ifaac  Burnefton,  Samuel  Owings,  John  Hagerty,  job  Smith,  Philip  Rogers,  Walter  Simplon 
and  Caleb  Elewitt,  and  their  fucceftors,  to  be  elected  as  herein  after  mentioned,  with  their  minifter 
for  the  time  being,  Iliall  be,  and  hereby  are  created  and  declared  to  be,  a body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name,  ftyle  and  title,  of  The  Truftees  of  the  Methodift  Epifcopal  Churches  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  by  the  fame  name  lhall  have  perpetual  fuccellion,  and  Iliall  be  able  to  fue  and  be  fued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  ftate  or  elfewhere,  and  to  make  and 
have  a common  feal,  and  the  fame  to  break,  alter  or  renew,  at  their  pleafure,  and  alfo  to  ordain 
and  eftablifh  fuch  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  lhall  appear  neceffary  for  regulating  the  temporal  con- 
cerns of  the  faid  church,  and  for  promoting  literature  within  the  fame,  not  being  repugnant  to  this 
a£l  or  the  laws  of  this  ftate. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  corporation  Iliall,  at  all  times  hereafter,  confift  of  the 
minifter  of  the  faid  congregations,  and  nine  other  truftees,  duly  qualified,  chofen  and  appointed,  as 
is  herein  after  mentioned,  delcribed  and  directed,  who  lhall  be  and  continue  members  of  the  faid 
corporation  until  they  be  removed  in  manner  and  form  following;  that  is  to  fay,  one  third  part  in 
number  of  the  truftees  aforefaid,  being  the  third  part  of  the  faid  nine  truftees  herein  firft  named, 
{hall  ceafe  and  be  difeontinued,  and  their  appointment  determine,  on  the  firft  Monday  in  January,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  two,  upon  which  a new  election  lhall  be  had 
and  held  of  fo  many  others  in  their  place  and  ftead,  by  a majority  of  the  male  members  of  the  faid 
congregations  met,  and  qualified  to  vote  and  eledt  as  is  herein  after  mentioned,  deferibed  and  diredft- 
ed,  and  that  fuch  eleddion  Hull  and  may  be  held  in  fuch  manner,  and  at  fuch  place,  as  the  faid  cor- 
poration Iliall  from  time  to  time  appoint  and  diredd  ; and  on  the  firft  Monday  in  January,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  three,  the  fecond  third  part  in  number  of  the  faid  nine 
truftees  aforefaid  lhall  in  like  manner  ceafe  and  be  difeontinued,  and  their  appointment  determine, 
and  a new  eieddion  fhall  be  held  in  like  manner  of  an  equal  number  in  their  place  or  ftead;  and  on 
the  firft  Monday  in  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  four,  the  laft 
third  part  in  number  of  the  faid  nine  truftees  Iliall  ceafe  and  be  difeontinued,  and  their  appointment 
determine,  and  a new  election  fhall  be  had  and  held  in  the  fame  manner  ; and  by  the  like  mode  of 
rotation,  one  third  part  in  number  of  the  elected  trullces  Iliall  ceafe  and  be  difeontinued,  and  their 
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appointment  determine,  and  a new  election  of  the  faid  third  part  be  had  and  held,  in  manner  and 
form  aforefaid,  on  the  firft  Monday  in  the  month  of  January  in  every  year  for  ever,  to  the  intent 
that  no  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  continue  to  be  a truftee  or  truftees  for  any  longer  time  than  three 
years,  without  being  re-eledled,  except  the  minifter  for  the  time  being  as  aforefaid,  but  that  the 
debtors,  qualified  to  vote  as  herein  after  is  mentioned,  defcribed  and  directed,  fhall  and  may  be  at 
liberty  to  re-elebt  the  fame  truftees,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  whole  times  fhall  expire  on  the 
dav  of  the  faid  annual  eleblion,  whenever  and  fo  often  as  they  {hall  think  expedient  ; prov  ided 
always,  that  whenever  any  circumftances,  or  concurrence  of  circumftances,  fhall  prevent  the  hold- 
ing of  an  election  for  truftees  at  the  period  above  mentioned,  then  and  in  fuch  cafe  an  election  ihall 
be  held  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be  done  in  manner  and  form  aforefaid,  and  that  the  remaining 
members  of  the  faid  corporation,  (whofe  time  of  fervice  is  unexpired,)  iliali  have  power  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  debtors  of  the  faid  congregations  for  fuch  purpofe. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  any  vacancy  fhall  happen  by  death,  refufal  to  ferve, 
or  expulfion  from  memberlhip,  according  to  the  difcipline  and  rules  of  the  faid  church,  of  any  one 
or  more  of  the  faid  truftees,  the  faid  corporation  fhall  have  full  power,  at  their  difcrelion,  to  ap- 
point the  time  and  place  for  the  purpofe  of  electing  a truftee  or  truftees,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  in  their 
Itead,  and  that  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  elebted  fhall  be  and  continue  in  office  fo  long  as  the  perfon 
or  perfons  would  or  might  have  continued,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  number  of  nine  elebted  truftees 
for  ever;  but  before  any  of  the  aforefaid  elebtions  are  held,  public  notice  fhall  be  given  to  the  faid 
congregations  the  preceding  Sunday  after  divine  fervice,  and  before  the  congregations  are  difmilied, 
or  in  any  other  convenient  manner  which  the  faid  corporation  fhall  think  expedient. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  an  election  for 
truftees  who  is  or  are  not  a regular  male  member  or  members,  according  to  the  rules  and  difcipline 
of  the  faid  church,  of  at  leaft  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  of  one  year’s  ftanding  as  a member; 
and  that  no  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever  may  or  fhall  be  eligible  as  a member  of  the  faid  corpora- 
tion who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  elebtion,  a regular  male  member,  according  to  the  rules  ex- 
preffed  in  the  form  of  difcipline  of  the  methodift  epifcopal  church  in  America,  of  twenty-one  years 
of  age  at  leaft,  and  of  two  years  ftanding  as  a member. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  the  lands  and  tenements,  with  their  appertenances,  now 
vefted  in  truftees  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  churches,  and  all  other  property  of  the  faid  church,  fhall  be 
and  are  hereby  abfolutely  and  unconditionally  vefted  in  the  faid  body  corporate,  and  their  fucceffors, 
for  ever;  and  the  faid  corporation  fhall  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  capable  of  bargaining 
and  felling,  leafing  and  conveying,  any  part  of  the  faid  property,  or  any  other  property  which  may 
hereafter  be  acquired  by  the  faid  corporation,  in  as  full  and  effectual  a manner  as  any  perfon  or  body 
corporate  may  or  can  do. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  corporation  fhall  be  capable  of  purchafing  hereafter 
real  and  perfonal  property,  not  exceeding  in  value  the  fum  of  fix  thoufand  dollars  current  money  of 
the  United  States. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  at  all  meetings  of  the  faid  corporation  the  minifter  for  the 
time  being  fhall  be  the  prefident,  and  in  cafe  of  the  abfence,  removal  or  death,  of  the  minifter,  the 
lay  members  of  the  corporation  may  appoint  one  of  their  own  body  prefident  pro  tempore,  who,  during 
fuch  abfence,  or  in  the  cafe  of  removal  or  death  until  the  appointment  of  another  minifter,  {hall 
have  all  the  authority  and  privileges  of  a prefident. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  abls  or  deeds  of  the  faid  corporation  fhall  be  figned  by  the 
prefident,  in  behalf  of  the  corporation,  and  healed  with  their  corporate  leal;  and  all  deeds  by  them 
for  the  conveyance  of  any  lands  and  tenements  of  the  corporation,  which  by  the  law  of  the  land 
ought  to  be  acknowledged  and  recorded,  fhall  be  figned  and  lealed  as  aforefaid,  and  (hall  alfo  be  ac- 
knowledged in  due  form  by  the  prefident,  as  fuch,  in  behalf  of  the  corporation;  and  all  adls  or  deeds 
of  the  faid  body  corporate,  fo  authenticated,  fhall  be  valid  and  effectual  in  law. 

CHAP.  LVIII. 

An  ACT  for  the  improvement  of  the  public  roads  in  Kent  county. 

WHEREAS  the  prefent  law  relating  to  the  public  roads  in  Kent  county  has  been  found  to  bear 
very  unequally  on  the  citizens  thereof,  and  inadequate  to  the  purpofes  for  which  it  was 
intended ; therefore, 
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II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AjJembly  of  Maryland , That  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court  for 
Kent  county,  or  a majority  of  them,  at  their  annual  meeting  at  the  time  for  holding  their  levy  court 
at  the  court-houfe  in  Chefter-town,  ftiall  levy  by  equal  allefiment  on  the  afteftable  property  within 
the  faid  county,  a fum  of  money,  not  exceeding  forty  cents  on  every  hundred  pounds  of  afteftable 
property,  to  be  colledbed  as  other  county  taxes,  and  paid  to  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court,  or  to 
their  order,  and  ftiall  be  applied  towards  ftreightening,  amending  and  keeping  in  repair,  the  public 
roads  in  the  faid  county  ; and  the  faid  juftices,  or  a majority  of  them,  ftiall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  appropriate  the  funds  arifing  from  the  faid  tax  to  the  public  roads  in  the  faid  county, 
and  ftiall  apportion  the  fame  in  juft  proportions  among  all  the  public  roads  in  the  faid  county, 
regarding  the  fituation  and  quantity  of  labour  necell'ary  for  the  improvement  of  luch  roads. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court  for  the  county  aforefaid,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  when  fo  met  together  as  aforefaid,  ftiall  be  and  the)’  are  hereby  authorifed  and 
required  to  defcribe,  aicertain,  and  diftindlly  record  in  a well  bound  book  to  be  provided  by  them 
for  that  purpofe,  the  l'everal  and  refpedlive  public  roads  in  the  faid  county,  and  to  nominate  and 
appoint,  by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  and  feal  of  his  office,  capable  and  proper  perfons 
as  fupervifors  of  the  feveral  and  reipedtive  roads  alorelaid,  according  to  the  number  and  divifions  of 
the  faid  roads,  as  the  fame  ftiall  be  afcertained  upon  their  records  ; and  that  the  faid  juftices,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  the  faid  roads  ftiall  be  duly  afcertained,  and 
fupervifors  appointed  as  aforefaid  ; and  every  l'upervifor  fo  appointed  ftiall  give  bond  to  the  ftate  of 
Maryland,  with  fuch  fecurity  as  ftiall  be  approved  of  by  the  laid  juftices,  in  fuch  fum  or  penalty  as 
the  laid  juftices  (hall  require,  for  the  performance  of  his  duty. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  fupervifor,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  a 61,  ftiall 
refufe  to  adt,  or  remove  out  of  the  diftricl,  become  difquaiified,  or  die,  it  ftiall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
any  two  of  the  neighbouring  juftices  of  the  peace  to  fupply  every  vacancy  fo  happening,  by  the 
appointment  of  another  perfon,  who  ftiall  give  bond  as  aforefaid,  with  fuch  fecurity,  and  in  fuch 
penalty,  as  ftiall  be  approved  of  by  the  aforefaid  juftices  of  the  peace,  and  they  ftiall  certify  every 
fuch  appointment,  under  their  hands,  to  the  clerk  of  the  county,  who  ftiall  record  the  fame,  and 
within  ten  days  thereafter  ftiall  iftue  a warrant  to  the  perfon  fo  appointed,  and  deliver  the  fame  to 
the  ftieriffi,  to  be  ferved  upon  the  party  in  the  fame  manner,  and  under  the  fame  penalty,  as  diredbed 
in  fuch  cafe  by  this  adt. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court  ftiall,  at  their  annual  meeting  under 
this  adt,  for  the  regulation  of  the  condudt  of  the  fupervifors,  fix  and  eftablifti  reafonable  rates  for  the 
hire  of  labourers,  hori’es,  carts  or  other  carriages,  to  be  worked  or  ufed  on  the  public  roads  of  the 
faid  county,  and  (hall  publifh  the  fame  in  every  hundred  of  the  faid  county  ; and  each  of  the  fuper- 
vifors are  hereby  authorifed  and  empowered  to  hire  and  employ,  if  neceilary,  at  reafonable  wages, 
not  exceeding  fuch  wages  as  ftiall  be  eftablifiied  under  the  regulation  before  recited,  a fufficient  num- 
ber of  labourers  to  work  on  the  public  roads,  and  to  hire  and  employ  horfes,  carts  or  other  conve- 
nient carriages,  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  earth,  gravel,  ftones,  timber,  or  other  heavy  articles 
neceffary  for  making,  amending  and  keeping  in  repair,  the  faid  roads,  bridges  and  caufeways. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  juftices  of  the  levy  court  ftiall,  at  every  fuch  meeting,  make 
out  diftindl  lifts  of  all  the  taxable  inhabitants  within  the  faid  county,  together  with  the  amount  of 
their  road  taxes,  and  furnifti  the  collector  of  the  county  with  copies  thereof  within  ten  days  after 
their  meeting;  and  the  faid  colledlor  ftiall  leave  with  every  fuch  taxable  an  account  of  his  faid  road 
tax,  within  fixty  days  thereafter,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  every  fuch  omiffion. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  faid  juftices  ftiall  meet  in  feffion  at  their  levy  court, 
they,  or  a majority  of  them,  ftiall,  on  application  in  writing,  figned  by  two  thirds  of  the  inhabitants 
of  any  hundred  through  which  any  roads  pafs,  to  widen  and  ftreighten  any  old  road  laid  out  as  a 
public  road,  appoint  three  difcreet  perfons,  freeholders  in  the  faid  county,  as  commiffioners,  not 
holding  any  part  of  the  lands  through  which  the  faid  road  or  roads  may  pafs,  nor  related  to  the  per- 
fon or  perfons  holding  the  land  that  may  be  affedled  by  the  running  of  the  faid  roads,  to  view,  fur- 
vey  and  plot,  the  faid  road  fo  applied  for,  and  make  return  thereof  to  the  faid  court  at  their  next 
meeting,  who.  on  receiving  fuch  plot  or  plots,  ftiall  examine  the  fame,  and  all  the  evidence  that  ftiall 
or  rnay  be  offered  for  or  againfc  the  faid  road  or  roads,  as  returned,  and  may  rejedt  or  confirm  the 
fame  as  a public  road,  or  may  cliredt  the  faid  commiffioners  to  alter  and  amend  the  faid  plot,  and  when 
fo  amended,  may  rejedt  or  confirm  the  fame,  and  when  confirmed,  ftiall  accordingly  cliredt  the  com- 
miffioners to  mark  and  bound  the  faid  road  or  roads,  not  exceeding  thirty  feet  in  width,  clear  of

ditches,  and  direct  a fupervifor  or  fupervifors  to  clear  and  improve  the  fame,  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  on  the  fame  terms,  as  other  roads,  and  upon  completing  the  fame,  it  fit  all  be  deemed  a public 
road,  and  be  kept  in  repair  as  all  other  public  roads  in  faid  county  are  by  this  law  diredled ; pro- 
vided, that  notice  be  fet  up  in  writing,  by  advertifement,  at  lead  three  weeks,  in  the  moil  public 
places  in  fuch  hundred  or  hundreds,  by  fome  one  inhabitant  or  inhabitants  thereof,  (previous  to 
their  ofFering  a petition  or  petitioners,)  declaring  their  intention  to  apply  to  the  jufiices  of  the  levy 
court  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  any  old  road  (hall  be  altered  in  its  breadth  or  direc- 
tion as  aforefaid,  the  juilices  aforefaid  may  agree  with  the  perfons  over  whofe  land  fuch  road  or 
roads  may  pafs  for  the  amount  of  damages  fuftained,  but  if  no  agreement  be  made  they  (hall  iffue 
their  warrant,  diredled  to  the  lheriff  of  the  faid  county,  commanding  him  to  fummon  and  return  a 
jury  of  twelve  good  and  lawful  men  of  the  faid  county,  not  interefted  or  related  to  the  party  or  par- 
ties, to  be  and  appear  before  one  of  the  faid  juilices  on  the  premifes,  at  a certain  day  in  the  faid 
warrant  to  be  exprelFed,  which  jury,  on  their  oath  or  affirmation,  fhall  inquire  who  is  or  are  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land  over  which  any  road  or  roads  fo  widened  or  laid  out  ih all  pafs,  and 
what  damages  fuch  owner  or  owners  will  adlually  fuffer  from  the  paffage  of  fuch  road  or  roads  over 
the  faid  land,  the  faid  jury  taking  into  confideration  all  conveniencies  and  inconveniencies,  advan- 
tages and  difadvantages,  if  any,  arifing  thereby  or  therefrom,  by  the  improvement  of  faid  road,  and 
the  (lieriff  lhall  return  the  inquifition  of  the  jury  aforefaid,  under  his  hand  and  teal,  to  the  next  le- 
vy court,  and  the  amount  of  damages  therein  expreffed,  if  any,  fhall  be  paid  by  order  of  the  laid 
court  out  of  the  monies  to  be  levied  as  aforefaid,  but  no  road  fir  all  be  made  to  run  through  any  build- 
ing, enclofed  yard,  garden,  meadow  or  orchard,  without  the  confent  of  the  owner,  nor  fhall  any 
field  in  which  grain,  hemp,  flax,  tobacco,  or  other  cultivated  articles,  are  growing,  be  laid  open  un- 
til after  the  feafon  for  colledlingjind  fecuring  the  crop  growing  in  fuch  field. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  warrants  fhall  be  made  out  for  the  fupervifors  by  the  clerk 
of  the  faid  county,  and  by  him  delivered  to  the  fheriff  of  the  county  within  fifteen  days  after  they 
lha  11  be  ordered  by  the  faid  court,  under  the  penalty  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  warrant  fo  ordered 
and  not  delivered  by  the  clerk,  and  the  like  penalty  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  warrant  received  by 
the  lheriff,  and  not  delivered  by  him  within  ten  days  to  the  fupervifor,  to  be  recovered  before  a 
fingle  magiftrate,  as  in  the  cafe  of  fmall  debts  out  of  court,  and  applied  towards  clearing  and  amend- 
ing the  public  roads. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  of  the  faid  fupervifors  fhall  not  fufficiently  clear  and  amend 
the  faid  public  roads  within  his  dillricl,  within  a reafonabie  time  after  it  fhall  be  out  of  repair,  or 
fhall  not  ftreighten  the  faid  public  roads,  as  marked  and  bounded  by  the  commiffioners,  or  lhall  fuffer 
any  fallen  trees,  or  other  obftruclion,  to  remain  in  or  acrofs  any  of  the  faid  public  roads,  whereby 
any  cart  or  other  carriage  may  be  obflrubled  for  two  days  together,  he  having  notice  thereof,  or 
fhall  negledl  to  fall  all  dead  trees  on  either  fide  of  the  faid  public  roads,  whofe  limbs  hang  over,  and 
may,  by  their  falling,  injure  travellers,  or  lop  or  cut  off  all  limbs  or  branches  of  trees  hanging  or 
projedling  over  the  road  within  fifteen  feet  above  the  furface  thereof,  or  lhall  fuffer  any  of  the 
bridges  or  caufeways  to  be  out  of  good  repair,  or  otherwife  fail  to  perform  the  duties  of  a fupervifor, 
he  {hall  forfeit  and  pay  a fum  not  exceeding  twelve  dollars  for  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  and  ap- 
plied as  aforefaid. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  of  the  juflices  of  the  peace  of  the  faid  county,  who  upon 
his  own  view,  or  on  the  information,  oath  or  affirmation,  of  one  or  more  credible  witneffes,  {hall 
difcover  or  be  fatisfiecl  that  any  bridge,  road  or  caufeway,  is  out  of  repair  from  negledl  of  duty  of 
the  fupervifor  within  whofe  limits  the  fame  fiiall  be,  except  in  time  of  wheat  harveft,  {1 1 a 1 1 be  au- 
thorifed  to  iffue  his  warrant,  in  the  name  of  the  (late,  againft  fuch  fupervifor,  directed  to  the  con- 
liable  of  the  hundred,  and  returnable  before  himfelf,  or  fome  other  jullice  of  the  peace  for  faid 
County,  who  fiiall  proceed  to  give  judgment  according  to  the  merits  of  the  cafe,  and  if  judgment  be 
rendered  againft  him  for  any  fine  or  forfeiture  not  exceeding  twelve  dollars,  and  if  he  fiiall  not  pay 
the  fame,  the  faid  jullice  of  the  peace  may  thereupon  iffue  procefs  of  execution  for  the  recovery 
thereof,  and  the  fame  fiiall  be  accounted  for  and  paid  to  the  order  of  the  levy  court  of  faid  county, 
and  applied  as  aforefaid;  provided  neverthelefs,  that  nothing  herein  contained  lhall  prevent  any  of 
the  faid  fupervifors  offending  againft  the  provifrons  of  this  a 61  from  being  prefented  by  the  grand 
jury  for  any  negledl  of  duty,  not  before  punilhed  by  any  one  of  the  juilices  of  the  peace  as 
aforefaid. 
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XII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  jufiices  of  the  peace  refpe&iveiy  fliall  be  authorifed  and 
empowered  to  receive  any  fine  or  fines  for  which  they  raav  refpedlively  render  judgment  againft  anv 
fuper  vifor  of  the  road  in  faid  county,  and  fiiall  account  with,  and  pay  over  to  the  levy  court  an- 
nually, all  monies  which  they  may  have  refpedlively  received  in  virtue  of  this  aft,  under  the  penalty 
of  paying  treble  the  amount  thereof  in  cafe  of  failure  or  negledl,  to  be  recovered  in  the  county 
court  in  an  adlion  for  money  had  and  received,  in  the  name  of  the  julbices  of  the  levy  court  of  faid 
county,  to  be  applied  as  other  fines  are  heretofore  directed  by  this  a6l. 

XIII.  And  ee  it  enacted,  That  no  fupervifor  fliall  be  anfwerable  for  the  fine  or  fines  impofed, 
where  it  can  be  made  appear  that  the  aeglecl  of  fuch  fupervifor  happened  after  the  fum  appropriated 
to  the  road  or  roads  of  which  he  is  fupervifor  had  been  applied  and  expended  under  the  diredlion  of 
the  court  aforefaid. 
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XIV.  And  ee  it  enacted,  That  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  feveral  and  refpeflive  fuper- 
vifors  of  the  faid  roads,  and  they  are  hereby  authorifed  and  empowered,  as  often  as  need  fliall 
require,  to  dig,  take  and  remove,  any  Hones,  gravel,  or  earth  of  a firm  quality,  which  may  be  found 
on  any  land  adjoining  the  roads  for  which  the  fame  may  be  neceffary,  and  to  employ  the  fame  in  the 
repairing  of  the  faid  reads  ; and  for  the  making  or  repairing  of  bridges  over  the  heads  of  rivers, 
creeks,  branches,  fwamps,  or  other  low  and  miry  places,  through  and  over  which  the  faid  roads  may 
pal's,  to  cut  down,  or  caufe  to  be  cut  down,  any  tree  or  trees  growing  on  any  of  the  next  adjacent 
lands  to  fuch  places  where  bridges  may  be  neceffary  as  aforefaid,  and  the  fame  trees  to  maul  and 
carry  away  off  fuch  lands,  and  to  apply  the  fame  to  the  making  or  repairing  of  the  faid  bridges  ; 
provided  always,  that  before  any  tree  or  trees  fliall  be  cut  down  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  notice 
thereof  fliall  be  given  to  the  owner,  tenant  or  overfeer,  and  due  compenfation  made,  or  fecured  to 
him  or  them  by  the  county,  according  to  the  full  value  t hereof,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  juftices  of  the 
levy  court  fliall  diredt. 

XV.  And  ee  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  fupervifors  refpedtively  fliall,  before  they  begin  to 
flreighten,  amend  or  repair,  any  road,  or  to  make  or  repair  any  bridge  or  caufeway,  give  notice,  by 
advertisement  at  the  mofl  convenient  public  places  in  fuch  diftricl,  that  the  inhabitants  may  have  an 
opportunity  of  hiring  labourers,  or  labour  themfelves  in  and  upon  the  faid  roads,  bridges  or  caufe- 
ways  ; and  each  fupervifor  fliall  be  allowed  fuch  fum  and  expence  as  fliall  be  deemed  reafonable  by 
the  jufiices  of  the  levy  court. 

XVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  jufiices  of  the  levy  court  fliall  call  upon  the  colledlor  for 
all  monies  levied  and  a file  fled  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  roads,  as  foon  as  payable  by  law,  and  in  cafe  of 
neglect  or  refufal,  they  fliall,  within  two  months  thereafter,  iflue  an  execution  againft  the  faid  col- 
ledlor,  out  of  the  county  court,  for  the  money  fo  due,  and  fliall  have  all  the  legal  benefits  and 
privileges  ufually  attending  executions  iffued  in  behalf  of  the  Hate  of  Maryland  ; and  the  faid 
jufiices  fliall  all'o  liquidate  and  fettle  the  accounts  of  all  fupervifors  within  the  faid  county  annually, 
at  their  levy  court,  and  keep  a fair  record  of  all  their  proceedings  relative  to  the  public  roads. 

XVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fliall  alter,  change,  obftrudl  or 
encroach  upon,  any  of  the  faid  roads,  or  cut  down,  deflroy  or  injure,  any  of  the  bridges,  caufeways, 
boundaries,  marks  or  directions,  therein  or  thereon,  fuch  perfon,  on  being  thereof  convifled  in  the 
county  court,  fliall  be  fined,  at  the  diferetion  of  the  court,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  all  fines 
impofed  in  fuch  cafes  fliall  be  appropriated  to  repairing  fuch  damages,  and  improving  the  roads  in 
the  county  aforefaid,  and  be  paid  to  and  accounted  for  by  the  fupervifors  of  the  diftricl. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  fupervifors  of  faid  county  fliall,  when  neceffary,  require 
of  the  owners  of  flaves  as  many  male  flaves  as  they  may  deem  neceffary,  not  exceeding  one  half  of 
the  number  of  labouring  flaves  belonging  to  fuch  perfons  on  any  one  day;  provided  that  fuch  owner 
fliall  not  he  compelled  to  render  more  fervice  in  any  one  year  by  the  labour  of  his  or  her  flaves  than 
his  or  her  road  taxes  may  amount  to  ; and  provided,  that  the  labour  of  faid  flaves  fliall  not  he  re- 
quired as  aforefaid  during  the  feafon  of  harveft. 

XI  X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  for  every  Have  fo  required  by  the  fupervifor,  and  not  furniflied, 
the  owner  fliall  forfeit  lixty  cents  for  each  day,  to  be  recovered  by  the  fupervifors  as  in  cafe  of  fmall 
debts,  to  be  accounted  for  on  oath,  and  paid  to  the  levy  court  annually,  to  be  applied  to  the  repair- 
ing of  the  public  roads. 
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XX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  ail  cafes  where  the  levy  court  of  fa  Id  county  Hull  ilTue  an 
order  to  the  colle6lor  to  pay  any  fupervifor  any  money  under  this  act,  the  laid  levy  court  lliall  fpecify 
in  fuch  order  the  day  or  days  for  the  payment,  and  in  cafe  of  his  neglect  or  refufal,  the  faid  l'uper- 
vifor  (hall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  give  notice  thereof  to 
the  clerk  of  the  county,  who  {hall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  give  notice  to  the  jufiices  of  the 
levy  court  of  faid  county  to  meet,  which  court  {hall  iifue  an  execution  againfi  the  faid  colledtor,  out 
of  faid  county  court,  for  the  fum  fo  due  from  the  faid  collector,  in  the  manner  herein  before  pre- 
fcribed. 


XXL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  colledfion  cf  the  aforefaid  taxes  may  be  anticipated,  by 
permitting  the  fupervifor  or  fupervifors,  if  expedient,  to  accept  of  labour  in  lieu  thereof  at  the  cut- 
tomary rate  of  labour  for  the  time,  which  fupervifor  or  fupervifors  {hall  ifl'ue  certificates  to  thofc  by 
whom  fuch  labour  may  be  rendered,  expreiiing  therein,  in  writing,  the  duration  or  time  of  fuch 
labour,  the  rate  thereof  by  the  day,  by  whom  and  for  whofe  account  the  fame  was  rendered,  and  the 
whole  account  or  value  thereof,  to  be  received  in  taxes  by  the  collector  of  laid  county,  in  difcharge 
of  monies  due  or  owing  for  this  particular  tax. 

XXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  where  any  perfon  or  perfons  have  erected,  or  fliall  ere£l,  in 
the  county  aforefaid,  any  mill  or  mills  on  any  branch  or  run  where  any  public  road  croffes,  or  {hall 
crofs,  and  have  eredted,  or  {hall  erebt,  any  dam  for  fuch  mill  or  mills,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  or 
the  owner,  poffeiTor  or  occupier,  of  fuch  mill  or  mills,  {hall  be  and  they  are  hereby  obliged  to  make 
the  top  of  the  faid  dam  twelve  feet  wide  at  the  leaft,  and  make  good  and  fubflantial  bridges  over  the 
wafte  and  race  of  the  faid  mills  and  dams  twelve  feet  wide,  and  the  fame  keep  in  good  repair;  and 
if  the  owner  or  owners,  pofieffor  or  occupier,  of  any  fuch  mill  or  mills,  fliall  refufe  or  neglect  to  do 
what  is  by  this  a<5l  required,  and  {hall  be  thereof  legally  convidled,  he,  file  or  they,  fiiall  forfeit  and 
pay  a fum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  neglect,  or  offence,  to  be  recovered  and  applied  as 
aforefaid. 


XXIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  where  any  damages  fiiall  be  allowed  to  any  perfon  or  perfons 
for  opening  any  public  road  through  his,  her  or  their  land,  the  payment  fiiall  not  be  made  until  the 
road  be  adtually  laid  out  and  opened. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  fupervifor  fiiall  proceed  to  work  on  any  public  road  with 
a lefs  number  of  able  bodied  labourers  than  eight,  unlefs  it  be  for  removing  fome  fallen  trees,  or 
other  obftrudlion,  on  forfeiture  of  his  wages  for  the  time  that  a lefs  number  fiiall  be  employed,  to  be 
deducted  out  of  his  allowance  by  the  levy  court. 

XXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  jufiices  of  the  levy  court  aforefaid  fiiall  have  full  power 
to  contradl  with  any  perfon  or  perfons  for  the  opening  or  clearing  any  road  hereafter  laid  out  in 
Kent  county,  and  for  the  improving  and  keeping  in  repair  any  road,  or  fuch  part  thereof  as,  in  their 
judgment,  fiiall  feem  mod  advifeable  and  for  the  intereft  of  the  county,  and  where  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons fliall  contradl  for  the  keeping  in  repair  of  any  public  road  in  virtue  of  this  a6l,  and  fliall  negledl 
to  keep  the  fame  in  fuch  repair  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  fupervifors  by  law  to  do,  then  fuch  perfon  or 
perfons,  fo  contrafting,  fiiall  be  fubjedl  to  the  fame  penalties  as  fupervifors  of  public  roads  in  Kent 
county  in  like  cafes  are,  to  be  recovered  and  applied  in  the  fame  manner  ; and  every  perfon  or  perfons 
fo  contradling  with  the  jufiices  of  the  levy  court  for  Kent  county  {hall  give  bond  to  the  ftate  of  Ma- 
ryland, with  fuch  fecurity  as  the  jufiices  of  the  levy  court  fliall  approve  of,  and  in  fuch  fum  or 
penalty  as  they  fliall  require,  for  the  performance  of  fuch  contract,  and  fuch  contradlors  fiiall  have 
and  exercife  all  the  powers  which  fupervifors  of  public  roads  in  Kent  county  may  have  by  virtue  of 
this  aft,  except  the  powers  given  to  fupervifors  by  the  eighteenth  fe6tion  of  this  a6t. 

XXVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  a6t  paffed  at  November  fefiion,  feventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  entitled,  An  a 61  relating  to  the  public  roads  in  Kent  county,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby 
repealed. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  a 61  fiiall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  two  years,  and 
to  the  end  of  the  next  fefiion  of  affembly  which  fiiall  happen  thereafter. 
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CHAP.  L1X. 

An  ACT,  entitled,  A fupplement  to  an  a£,  entitled,  An  adl  to 

regulate  eledions. 

T TtjTPIEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  affembly,  that  the  commiffioners  appointed  for 
YV  Walhington  county,  under  the  act  of  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  entitled,  An  a6t 
to  regulate  elections,  have  not  fufficiently  defignated  the  line  of  divifion  between  diftridt  number 
four  and  diftruft  number  five7  for  remedy  whereof, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  divifion  line  between  dif- 
trict  number  four  and  five,  in  Wafbington  county,  (hall  be  doled  and  completed  by  a line  drawn 
due  north  from  the  head  of  the  Green  Spring  furnace  run,  to  interfebt  the  Pennfylvania  line,  and 
that  the  divifion  hereby  afcertained  fhall  be  of  the  fame  avail,  and  have  in  all  refpedts  the  fame 
effect,  as  if  the  fame  had  been  particularly  defignated  in  the  return  of  the  commiffioners  appointed 
under  the  a (SI  to  which  this  is  a fupplement. 

CHAP.  LX. 

All  ACT  for  opening  a road  leading  from  the  town  of  Bladenf- 
burgh,  in  Prince-George’s  county,  to  the  city  of  Wafhington, 
until  it  interfe&s  the  preient  road  at  or  near  the  diftrid:  line  of 
Columbia. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  affembly,  by  the  petition  of  fun  dry  inhabitants  of 
Prince-George’s  county,  that  the  great  mail  road  leading  from  Bladenfburgh  to  the  city  of 
Walhington  is  very  circuitous,  and  palfes  over  bad  ground;  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  Benjamin  Lowndes,  Richard  T. 
Lowndes,  Thomas  Dick,  Patrick  Daugherty  and  joleph  Queen,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commiffioners  to  lay  out  a public  road  from  the  town  of  Bladenfburgh  aforefaid,  in  the  neareft  and 
bed  direction  that  the  fituation  of  the  county  will  admit,  to  the  city  of  Walhington,  until  it  inter- 
fe<5ls  the  prefent  road  at  or  near  the  diftridl  line  of  Columbia;  and  the  faid  commiffioners,  or  any 
three  or  more  of  them,  are  hereby  direcled  to  lay  out  the  faid  road  with  as  little  injury  to  private 
property  as  v/iil  comport  with  the  public  convenience. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  faid  commiffioners  are  hereby  dire&ed  to  return  a plot  of 
faid  road,  when  by  them  laid  out,  to  the  clerk’s  office  of  Prince-George’s  county,  to  be  there  re- 
corded ; and  the  levy  court  fhall,  after  the  return  of  faid  plot  as  aforefaid,  appoint  a fupervifor  or 
fupervifors  to  open  the  fame,  and  fhall  levy  on  the  affeffable  property  of  faid  county  a fum  of  money, 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  that  purpofe  ; and  the  faid  road,  when  opened  as 
aforefaid,  fhall  be  taken  for,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  a public  road  in  faid  county,  and  fliall  be 
repaired  as  other  public  roads  are  repaired  in  faid  county;  provided  neverthelefs,  that  nothing  here- 
in contained  (hall  authorife  the  laid  commiffioners  to  lay  out  the  faid  road  through  the  yard,  garden, 
orchard  or  meadow,  of  any  perfon  without  the  confent  of  the  owner  thereof ; and  provided  alfo, 
that  the  faid  road  fhall  not  be  opened  through  the  lands  of  any  minor  or  minors  without  the  confent 
of  his,  her  or  their  guardian  or  guardians. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  aforefaid,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  fhall 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  apply  to  anyjuftice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  aforefaid,  who  ffiall 
iffue  his  warrant,  under  hand  and  leal,  directed  to  the  flieriff  of  laid  county,  commanding  him  to  fum- 
mon  five  freeholders,  difinterefted  as  to  the  lands,  and  not  connected  with  any  perfon  through  whofe 
lands  the  faid  road  may  pal's,  to  appear  at  a place  and  on  a day  by  him  to  be  appointed,  and  after  taking 
the  following  oath,  or  affirmation,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  to  wit:  u I,  A.  B.  do  fwear,  or  folemnly, 
“ fincerely  and  truly  declare  and  affirm,  that  I will  honeftly  and  faithfully  eftimate  and  value  the  da- 
“ mage  and  injury  fuftained  by  C.  D.  by  opening  a road  through  the  land  of  the  faid  C.  D.  in  purfu- 
“ ance  of  the  directions  of  this  act,”  fliall  proceed  to  afcertain  and  value  what  damages  may  be 
fuftained  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  through  whofe  land  the  faid  road  may  pafs  by  opening  and  clearing 
the  fame,  and  fliall  return  the  damages  by  them  affelTed  to  the  clerk  of  the  faid  county,  and  the  da- 
mages fo  afl'effed  fliall  be  conclufive. 
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CHAP.  LXI. 

An  ACT  to  authorife  the  laying  out  a public  road  from  the  ford  on 
the  Little  Falls  of  Gunpowder,  near  a mill  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Dutch  Mill,  to  interfedl  the  York  road  near  foiiah  Hitch- 
cock’s old  blackfmith’s  fhop,  in  Harford  county. 

W HEREAS  a public  road,  leading  from  the  ford  on  the  Little  Falls  of  Gunpowder,  near  a mill 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Dutch  Mill,  to  interfecSt  the  York  road  near  Jofiah  Hitchcock’s  old 
blacki'mith’s  fhop,  will  be  a great  public  convenience,  and  is  eflentially  necefiary;  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJjembly  of  Maryland. , That  Jacob  Rutledge,  Isard  Hope  and 
Jofiah  Carter,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commiffioners  to  lay  out  a pub- 
lic road,  beginning  at  a ford  on  the  Little  Falls  of  Gunpowder,  near  the  mill  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Dutch  Mill,  and  to  run  in  a direction  fo  as  to  interfeft  the  York  road  near  Jofiah  Hitchcock’s 
blackfmith’s  fhop;  and  in  laying  out  the  faid  road,  the  faid  commiffioners  are  diredted  to  take  into 
view  as  well  the  difad-vantages  which  may  refult  to  individuals  over  whofe  land  the  faid  road  may 
run,  as  the  convenience  of  the  public,  fo  as  to  lay  out  the  faid  road  with  as  little  injury  to  private 
property  as  will  comport  with  the  public  convenience. 

III.  And  ee  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  cornmidjoners,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  ana  are  hereby 
further  direcled  to  return  a plot  of  faid  road,  fo  by  them  laid  out,  to  the  clerk’s  office  of  faid  coun- 
ty, to  be  there  recorded;  and  the  levy  court  may,  at  their  discretion,  after  the  return  of  faid  plot 
as  aforefaid,  appoint  a fupervifor  or  fupervifors  to  open  the  fame,  and  fhall  levy  a fum  of  money, 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  that  purpofe;  and  the  faid  road,  when  opened  as 
aforefaid,  fhall  be  taken  for,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  a public  road  in  faid  county,  and  may  be 
repaired  as  other  public  roads  are  repaired  in  faid  county;  provided  neverthelefs,  that  nothing  here- 
in contained  fhall  authorife  the  faid  commiffioners  to  open  the  faid  road,  or  the  levy  court  to  levy 
any  fum  of  money  for  that  purpofe,  until  the  aflent  of  every  perfon  through  whole  land  the  faid 
road  may  pafs  be  firft  had  and  obtained,  under  the  hand  of  every  fuch  perfon,  and  returned  to  the 
levy  court  aforefaid;  and  provided  alfo,  that  nothing  herein  contained  fhall  in  any  manner  authorife 
the  faid  commiffioners  to  lay  out  the  faid  road  through  the  lands  of  any  infant,  or  perfon  non  compos 
mentis. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  a 61  fhall  he  entitled 
to  an  allowance  of  two  dollars  for  every  day  they  fhall  feverally  attend  in  difeharge  of  the  duties 
herein  impofed. 

CHAP.  LXII. 

An  ACT  to  appoint  an  agent  for  the  year  one  thoufand  eight  hun- 
dred and  one. 

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland , That  Henry  Hall  Harwood  be  agent  of  this 
date,  to  execute  the  truft  and  power  repefed  in  him  by  virtue  of  this  a 61  from  the  firft  day  of 
January,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  one,  until  the  firft  day  of  January,  one  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  two. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  fuperintend  the  collection  of  all  arrearages  and 
balances  due  from  the  feveral  collectors  of  the  refpeclive  counties  within  this  date,  and  the  faid 
agent  is  hereby  authorifed  and  required  to  call  upon  the  treafurers  of  the  refpeClive  fhores  for  an 
accurate  ftatement  of  ail  arrearages  and  balances  due  from  fuch  collectors,  and  fuch  account  fhall 
be  furnifhed  by  the  faid  treafurers  accordingly. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  be  authorifed  to  fuperintend  the  collection  of 
balances  due  to  the  ftate  on  the  auditor’s  bocks  or  on  open  account;  and  the  faid  agent  fhall  have 
power  to  require  payment  of,  and,  if  necefiary,  to  fue  for  and  recover  the  fame;  and  the  faid  agent, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  make  compoution  with  any  fuch  debtors, 
and  take  bonds  to  the  ftate,  with  fufficient  fecurity,  and  give  time  for  payment,  not  exceeding  two 
years  from  the  firft  day  of  January,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  one. 
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IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  be  authorifed  to  fuperintend  the  colleflion  of  all 
monies  due  to  the  date  for  naval  duties,  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and  amerciaments,  and  forfeited 
recognizances,  and  for  ordinary,  retailers  and  marriage  licences,  and  to  require  payment,  and  (if 
lieceffary)  fue  for  and  recover  the  fame  ; and  the  faid  agent  may  allow  for  infolvencies,  and  credit 
any  money  that  the  party  is  not  chargeable  with  by  law,  and,'  for  his  information  of  the  law,  he 
may  take  the  advice  of  the  attorney-general  in  writing. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  there  (hall  be  occafion  to  expofe  to  public  fale  the  pro- 
perty of  any  collector,  or  his  fecurities,  by  virtue  of  any  execution  already  iffued,  or  to  be  iffued  for 
this  purpofe,  the  faid  agent  fhall  caufe  at  leaft  thirty  days  public  notice  to  be  given  of  fuch  fale,  and 
fhall  attend  the  fame,  and  if  it  fhall  appear  that  there  is  danger  of  lofing  any  part  of  the  debt  due  to 
the  date,  and  not  otherwife,  fhall  purchafe  any  property  fo  expofed  to  fale  for  the  ufe  of  the  date,  in 
payment,  or  part  payment,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  of  the  arrearages  clue  by  the  colledlors  whofe  prooerty 
may  be  fo  purchaled,  and  that  no  purchafe  authorifed  by  this  a6l  {hall  be  confidered  as  made  on  the 
part  of  the  date,  unlefs  a public  declaration  to  that  effeA  be  made  by  the  agent  or  his  deputv  imme- 
diately after  fuch  fale  and  purchafe  ; and  any  property  fo  purchafed  for  the  ufe  of  the  date,  "the  faid 
agent  may  again  expofe  to  public  auftion,  on  the  mod  advantageous  terms  for  the  ufe  of  the  date,  and, 
if  the  fame  be  fold  on  credit,  which  {hall  in  no  cafe  exceed  the  term  of  two  years,  the  faid  agent  fhall 
take  bond,  with  good  and  fufficient  fecurity,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fhore, 
from  the  purchafers  of  fuch  property,  and  all  bonds  by  him  fo  taken  {hall  be  depofited,  with  an  ac- 
curate lid  thereof  fu-bferibed  by  him,  in  the  treafury  of  the  weftern  fhore,  and  fhall  be  a lien  upon 
the  real  property  of  fuch  purchafers,  and  their  fecurities,  from  the  refpedVive  dates,  or  fo  much 
thereof  as  is  mentioned  in  the  fchedule  thereto  annexed. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  is  hereby  directed  to  difpofe  of  all  confifcated  Britifh 
property  that  remains  unfold,  and  take  bonds  to  the  ftate,  with  fufficient  fecurity,  and  give  time  for 
the  payment  thereof,  not  exceeding  two  years  from  the  firft  day  of  January,  one  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  one ; and  that  when  the  quantity  of  land  in  any  one  body  fubjedt  to  fuch  fale  exceeds 
the  quantity  of  fifty  acres,  fuch  land  fhall  be  difpofed  of  at  public  fale,  of  the  time  and  place  of  which 
fale  at  leaft  thirty  days  previous  notice  fhall  be  given  by  public  advertifement ; and  that  at  the  time 
of  any  fale  by  virtue  of  this  a<ft,  the  faid  agent  lhall  make  known  that  he  only  fells  the  right  of  this 
ftate  thereto,  and  that  the  ftate  doth  not  guaranty  the  title  to  the  fame,  or  any  part  thereof,  but  that 
the  purchafe  muft  be  in  all  refpedds  at  the  rifk  of  the  purchafer. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  payment  in  future  by  any  officer  or  perfon  indebted  to  the 
ftate  {hall  be  valid  and  effectual,  unlefs  made  to  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  or  eaftern  fhore,  or  to 
the  agent,  or  unlefs  made  to  the  clerks  and  fheriffs  of  the  feveral  counties,  in  the  cafes  where  the 
faid  clerks  and  fheriffs  are  by  law  authorifed  to  receive  the  fame. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  agent  fhall  have  full  power  and  authority,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  governor  and  council,  in  all  cafes  of  uninftalled  debts,  to  take  back  any  property 
heretofore  purchafed  by  any  perfon  and  not  yet  paid  for,  in  cafes  where  the  perfon  fo  having  pur- 
chafed, and  his  fecurities,  are  not  capable  of  paying  for  the  fame,  and  to  compromife  the  fame  upon 
terms  and  principles  of  equity  and  juftice,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  aforefaid  ; and  the 
agent  is  hereby  required  to  lay  a particular  ftatement  of  his  proceedings  under  this  fe6tion  before 
the  next  feffion  of  affembly. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  agent,  with  the  approbation  and  confent  of  the  governor 
and  council,  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  empowered  to  compromife  any  fuit  depending  in 
chancery  with  any  ftate  debtor,  upon  any  terms  in  their  judgment  calculated  to  promote  the  intereft 
of  the  ftate,  and  to  obtain  the  fpeedy  receipt  of  the  fums  due. 

X.  And  be  tt  enacted,  That  if,  under  the  terms  of  any  compromife  made  as  aforefaid,  the 
property  heretofore  purchafed  fhall  be  taken  back  and  reveftecl  in  the  ftate,  the  fame  may  be  fold 
by  the  agent,  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  empowered  to  fell  the  fame  at  public  fale,  giving  thirty 
days  notice,  on  a credit  of  two  years,  payable,  one  half  of  the  principal,  and  the  whole  intereft  an- 
nually, on  the  firft  day  of  December  in  each  year  ; and  the  bonds,  when  taken,  fhall  be  returned  to 
the  treafury  of  the  weftern  fhore,  and  reported  to  the  general  affembly  at  their  feffion  next  enfuing 
the  taking  of  fuch  bonds. 


XI.  And 
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XIr  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  cafes  in  chancery,  where  no  comproinife  under  this  a£l  is  C H A P. 
effedled,  (hall  be  placed  under  the  dire&ion  of  the  agent,  who  is  hereby  authorifed  and  required  to  ^ 
call  on  the  attorney-general  to  profecute  or  defend  the  fame  to  immediate  final  decifion  ; and  the  cru'-'Vt-' nL  • 
governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorifed  and  empowered,  at  the  requeft  of  the  agent,  in  cafes  of  general,  £<c.  ' 
difficulty,  to  aid  the  attorney-general,  by  employing  any  perfon  to  attend  to  furveys  where  neceffary, 
or  otherwife  to  affifl  in  the  profecution  or  defence  of  faid  fuits,  which  perfon  or  perfons  are  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  five  hundred  pounds  ; and  the  names  of  the  perfons  fo  employed, 
together  with  the  fum  allowed  for  their  fervices,  to  be  laid  before  the  general  affembly  at  their  next 
feffion. 

XII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  bond  debtor  to  the  ftate  for  confifcated  property  pur-  Debtors  may  b« 
chafed,  or  otherwife,  fhall  negledl  to  make  payment,  agreeably  to  the  condition  of  his  bond,  and  fundry  &c. 
refolves  of  the  general  affembly,  the  faid  agent  fhall  caule  procefs  to  iffue  for  the  whole  principal  and 

intereft  then  due,  or  fhall  proceed  on  any  execution  already  iffued,  and  ferved  and  fufpended,  as  oc- 
cafion  may  require,  or,  under  the  directions  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil, he  is  hereby  authorifed  to  delay  any  execution  as  long  as  they  may  think  expedient  and  neceffary. 

XIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  be  authorifed  to  fuperintend  the  collection  of  all  Agent  tofuper. 
balances  due  on  bond  taken  for  taxes  due  before  the  firft  day  of  January,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  ,nte.nd  Icel- 
and eighty-three  ; and  the  faid  agent  fhall  alfo  fuperintend  the  collection  of  all  balances  due  on  bonds  ltfa‘on’  &c- 
inftalled,  or  otherwife,  for  the  emiffions  of  paper  money  of  feventeen  hundred  and  fixty- nine,  and 
feventeen  hundred  and  feventy-three. 

XIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  procefs  fhall  iffue  againft  any  of  the  public  debtors,  unlefs  No  procefs  to 

by  the  direction  of  the  faid  agent.  liTue*  &c- 

XV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  fhall  have  power  to  fix  fuch  days  of  fale  of  pro-  Agent  to  fix 
perty  taken  by  fieri  facias , at  the  fuit  of  the  ftate,  as  he  may  think  proper,  always  taking  care  to  da>s»  &c- 
give  at  leaft  thirty  days  public  notice  thereof,  and  the  faid  agent  fhall  alfo  have  power  to  fufpend 

the  fales,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  think  molt  to  the  advantage  of  the  ftate. 

XVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  fhall  pay  into  the  treafury,  in  fpecie,  the  amount  And  pay  in 

of  all  fpecie  by  him  received  in  the  difeharge  of  the  duties  of  this  a£t.  fpecie. 

XVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  cafes  where  bonds  {hall  be  taken  in  virtue  of  this  Bonds  to  be  a 

a6l,  the  bonds  fhall  be  a lien  on  the  real  property  of  the  obligors  from  the  date  thereof,  or  on  lien. 

fo  much  of  the  faid  real  property  as  the  governor  and  council  fhall  think  fufficient,  to  be  par- 
ticularly mentioned  in  a fchedule  to  be  annexed  to  the  faid  bond,  in  which  cafe  it  {hall  be. a lien  on 
the  property  contained  in  fuch  fchedule,  and  no  more,  fuch  bond  and  fchedule  to  be  lodged  with  the 
treafurer  of  the  weflern  fliore. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  bonds  taken  in  virtue  of  this  a6t  fhall  exprefs  the  county  Andtoexprefs 
in  which  the  obligors  refpedlively  refide,  and  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fliore  fhall,  within  one  the  c unty,  Ac. 
month  after  he  receives  them  refpedlively,  caufe  them,  with  the  fchedule  annexed  to  them,  to  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  general  court  of  the  weftern  fliore  at  the  expence  of  the 
obligors;  and  a copy  of  the  faid  record,  certified  under  the  hand  and  official  feal  of  the  faid  clerk, 
fhall  be  as  good  evidence  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  ftate  as  the  original  bond  would  be  if 
it  was  produced;  and  if  any  of  the  obligors  in  any  fuch  bonds  refide  on  the  eaftern  fhore,  the  faid 
treafurer  fhall,  within  fix  months  from  the  time  he  receives  the  fame  refpedlively,  tranfmit  to  the 
clerk  of  the  general  court  of  the  eaftern  fliore,  in  the  fame  manner  as  papers  on  public  fervice  are 
tranfmitted,  a copy  of  fuch  bonds  and  fchedules,  certified  as  aforefaid  by  the  clerk  of  the  general 
court  of  the  weftern  fliore,  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  general  court  of  the  eaftern 
fliore,  at  the  expence  of  the  obligors,  and,  in  fuch  cafe,  a copy  of  the  faid  record,  certified  as  afore- 
faid by  the  clerk  of  the  general  court  of  the  eaftern  fliore,  {hall  be  good  evidence  as  aforefaid. 

XIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  fhall  render  to  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fhore  Accounts  to  be 
diftindl  quarterly  accounts  of  his  receipts  of  all  money,  certificates  and  bonds,  in  virtue  of  this  a<5t,  rendered  quar- 
and  fhall  immediately  thereupon  pay  and  deliver  the  fame  to  the  faid  treafurer,  who  fhall,  in  his  an-  ter  y>  ^c’ 
nual  report  to  the  general  affembly,  ftate  fully  and  particularly  the  money,  certificates  and  bonds, 
by  him  received  from  the  faid  agent,  and  the  times  when  the  fame  were  received  and  accounted 
for. 
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XX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  {hall  render  a fair  and  full  account  of  his  feve- 
ral  proceedings,  under  the  authority  of  this  a cl,  to  the  general  affemblv  at  their  next  feffion,  and 
within  the  nr  ft  ten  days  after  its  commencement,  in  which  account  {hall  be  fpecified,  under  di  ft  in  cl 
heads,  his  own  receipts,  and  thofe  of  the  treafurer,  and  of  ail  transfers  of  ftock  upon  which  he  may 
be  entitled  to  commiftion,  and  in  which  ihall  alfo  be  contained  a particular  eftimate  of  his  commifli- 
ons,  flie wing  how  and  upon  what  the  fame  arofe  due. 

XXI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  fhall,  within  twenty  days  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  next  feffion  of  the  general  afierpbly,  render  to  each  branch  of  the  legillature  a fair  and 
diftindt  account  of  the  debts  or  fums  of  money  due  to  the  irate,  arranging  the. names  of  the  debtors  in 
alphabetical  order,  and  give  full  and  complete  information  of  the  manner  in  which,  and  the  time 
when,  each  debt  arofe,  and  alfo  the  different  fteps  and  proceedings  which  have  been  taken  by  him- 
felf,  or  others,  for  the  recovery  thereof. 

XXII.  And  ee  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  {hall  be  allowed  for  his  fervices  the  following 
commiflions,  to  wit : For  all  payments  actually  made  to  either  of  the  treafurers  in  virtue  of  this  add, 
three  per  cent,  and  for  all  bonds  taken  by  the  faid  agent  in  virtue  of  this  add,  three  per  cent . 

XXIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent,  before  he  enters  upon  the  execution  of  the 
duties  of  this  add,  fliall  give  bond  to  the  flute,  before  the  governor  and  council,  in  the  penalty 
of  ftxty  thoufand  dollars,  with  fuch  fecurity  as  the  governor  and  council  fliall  approve, for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  faid  duties,  which  bond  fnall  be  lodged  with  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fliore, 
and  fhall  alfo  take  an  oath,  before  the  chancellor,  that  he  will  well  and  faithfully  difeharge  the 
duties  as  agent,  under  the  add,  entitled,  An  add  to  appoint  an  agent  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  one,  to  the  beft  of  his  {kill  and  judgment ; the  certificate  of  which  oath  fliall  be  annexed  to,  or 
endorfed  on,  the  faid  bond. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  agent  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  diredded  to  col- 
ledd  any  fum  or  fums  of  money  due  from  perfons  refidents  without  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  and,  if 
neceffary,  fue  therefor,  and  he  is  alfo  authorifed  to  employ  counfel  for  the  recovery  of  the  fame,  and 
give  fuch  fee  as  he  may  think  reafonable,  and  draw  on  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fhore  therefor, 
who  is  hereby  authorifed  to  pay  the  amount  of  fuch  order. 

XXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  faid  agent  fliall  not  accept  his  appointment,  or  if  after 
his  acceptance  he  f!  1 all  not  give  bond,  and  take  the  oath  aforefaid.  before  the  firft  day  of  February 
next,  or  fhall  die,  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorifed  and  requefted  to  appoint  a fit  and 
proper  perfon  in  his  place,  who  fliall  have  and  execute  all  the  authorities  and  powers  veiled  in  the 
faid  agent  by  this  a£l,  fuch  perfon  firft  giving  fecurity  and  taking  the  oath  aforefaid. 

XXVI.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  agent  fliall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  commiftion  upon  any  monies  arifing  from  fines,  forfeitures,  amerciaments,  ordinary,  retailers, 
marriage,  hawkers  and  pedlers  licences,  unlefs  in  cafes  where  the  fame  fliall  not  be  paid  by  the  fhe- 
riffs  and  clerks  refpedlively  to  the  treafurer  within  one  month  after  the  time  prel'cribed  by  law,  and 
uni  jfs  the  faid  agent  fliall  thereafter  receive  the  fame  from  the  faid  officers  refpedlively,  and  the  fame 
pay  to  the  faid  treafurer. 

C Ii  A P.  LXIII. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Henry  Cafey,  of  the  cicy  of  Baltimore. 

WHEREAS  Henry  Cafey,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  emigrated  to,  and  fettled  in,  this  ftate,  and 
lince  his  emigration  and  fettlement  as  aforefaid  has  acquired  real  property  therein,  and  his 
title  to  fuch  property,  from  his  not  having  become  naturalized  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
Stages,  may  be  called  in  queftion,  to  his  great  detriment  and  injury;  therefore, 

II.  Bs  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland. , That  the  title  to  the  real  property,  law- 
fully and  fairly  acquired  by  the  aforefaid  Henry  Cafey,  whether  fuch  title  be  derived  bv  gift,  grant, 
purchafe  or  devife,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  as  amply  and  as  fully  veiled  in  the  perfon  aforefaid,  to 
all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  agreeably  to  faid  laws  ; provided  always,  that 
nothing  in  this  a 61  contained  fhall  in  any  manner  defeat  or  affecl  any  right,  title  or  claim,  to  the  faid 
property,  or  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  profecuted  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatever  before  the 
paffage  of  this  act ; and  provided  alfo,  that  unlefs  the  faid  He  my  Cafey  fliall,  on  or  before  the  firft 
day  of  June  next,  proceed  according  to  law  to  make  himfelf  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  this  acl 
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fhall  have  no  effedl  to  confirm  his  title  to  the  property  above  mentioned,  nor  flial!  he,  or  any  perf.rn 
claiming  under  him,  derive  any  benefit  under  this  act;  but  if  the  laid  lienry  CaLy  {had  die  be:ore 
the  time  when,  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  he  may  become  a citizen  thereof,  nothing  in  this 
provifo  contained  lhall  prevent  him  from  tranfrnitting  cr  transferring  his  fuid  property  by  defcent  or 
devife  to  any  iflue  he  may  leave  reliding  within  the  United  States,  who  is  hereby  declared  capable  in 
law  to  hold  the  fame,  or  to  any  other  perfon,  being  a citizen  of  the  United  States  capable  in  law 
to  hold  the  fame. 

C H A P.  LX  IV. 

An  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Michael  Fenwick,  of  Saint-Mary’s 

county. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  aifembly,  by  the  petition  of  Michael  Fenwick,  of 
Saint-Mary’s  count}',  that  a warehoufe  in  the  faid  county,  known  by  the  name  of  Cole’s 
Warehoufe,  was  built  on  the  land  of  the  faid  Fenwick  at  the  joint  expence  of  hirnfeif  and  the  county 
aforefaid,  for  which  he  has  received  no  compenfation  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland , That  the  levy  court  of  Saint-Mary’s 
county  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorifed  and  required  to  allow  to  Michael  Fenwick,  of  the  county 
aforefaid,  out  of  the  rents  due  upon  tobacco  received  by  the  infpedtor  of  Cole’s  warehoufe,  foch 
annual  compenfation  as  they  may  think  proper,  (not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  per  annum ,)  taking  into 
confideration  the  land  on  which  the  warehoufe  Bands,  the  monies  expended  by  him  in  building  the 
fame,  and  the  roads  leading  thereto. 

CHAP.  LXV. 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Hugh  Fergufon,  of  Kent  county. 

AT"  here  AS  Hugh  Fergufon,  of  Kent  county,  emigrated  to,  and  fettled  in,  this  Bate,  and  fince 
V V his  emigration  and  fettlement  as  aforefaid  has  acquired  real  property  therein,  and  his  title  to 
fuch  property,  from  his  not  having  become  naturalized  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
may  be  called  in  queBion,  to  his  great  detriment  and  injury  5 therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland, , That  the  title  to  the  real  property,  law- 
fully and  fairly  acquired  by  the  aforefaid  Hugh  Fergufon,  whether  fuch  title  be  derived  by  gift,  grant, 
purchafe  or  devife,  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  as  amply  and  as  fully  veBed  in  the  perfon  aforefaid, 
to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  agreeably  to  faid  laws  ; provided  always, 
that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  (hall  in  any  manner  defeat  or  affedl  any  right,  title  or  claim,  to 
the  faid  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  profecuted  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatever  be- 
fore the  paffage  of  this  a 61 ; and  provided  alfo,  that  unlefs  the  faid  Hugh  Fergufon  (hall,  on  or  before 
the  firB  day  of  June  next,  proceed  according  to  law  to  make  hirnfeif  a citizen  of  the  United  States, 
this  a6l  (hall  have  no  effect  to  confirm  his  title  to  the  property  above  mentioned,  nor  Biall  he,  or  any 
perfon  claiming  under  him,  derive  any  benefit  under  this  aft ; but  if  the  faid  Hugh  Fergufon  {hall 
die  before  the  time  when,  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  he  may  become  a citizen  thereof, 
nothing  in  this  provifo  contained  fhall  prevent  him  from  tranfmitting  or  transferring  his  faid  pro- 
perty by  defcent  or  devife  to  any  iflue  he  may  leave  redding  within  the  United  States,  who  is 
hereby  declared  capable  in  law  to  hold  the  fame,  or  to  any  other  perfon,  being  a citizen  of  the  United 
States  capable  in  lav/  to  hold  the  lame. 

C H A P.  LX  VI. 

A Further  fup  piemen  t to  an  ad’,  entitled,  An  ad  to  eirablifh  and 
regulate  a market  at  Bridge-town,  in  Kent  county,  and  for  other 
purpofes. 

WHEREAS  by  the  aft,  entitled,  An  aft  to  efiablifh  and  regulate  a market  at  Bridge-town,  in 
Kent  county,  and  for  other  purpofes,  paffed  at  November  fefiion,  feventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-feven,  the  conimifiaoners  of  faid  town  are  required  annually,  or.  the  firB  Monday  of  March, 
to  call  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  faid  town,  by  giving  at  leaB  ten  days  notice,  for  the  purpofe 
of  choofmg  commiffioners  for  the  enfuirtg  year : And  whereas  commifiioners  were  not  elecled  agree- 
ably to  law  on  the  firB  Monday  of  March  laff ; therefore, 
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II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Jffembly  of  Maryland , That  it  fh all  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
inhabitants  of  Bridge-town,  and  of  Sand-town  in  Clueen- Anne’s  county,  entitled  to  vote  for  com- 
miffioners,  to  meet  at  the  houfe  now  occupied  by  William  Mann,  in  Bridge-town,  on  the  firft  Mon- 
day in  March  next,  and  then  and  there  eledl  five  difereet  reputable  perfons  to  a<5l  as  commiffioners 
of  faid  town  for  one  year  from  and  after  the  firft:  day  of  April  next;  and  the  commiffioners,  fo  eledt- 
ed,  fhall  have  and  exercii'e  all  the  powers  vefted  in  commiffioners  of  laid  town  by  the  a 61  to  which 
this  is  a fupplement. 

CHAP.  LX  VII. 

An  ACT  refpecting  idiots,  lunatics  and  perfons  non  compos  mentis . 

WHEREAS  by  law  the  chancellor  is  confined  in  making  provifion  for  the  fupport  of  idiots, 
lunatics  and  perfons  non  compos  mentis , to  the  annual  proceeds  of  the  eftate  : And  whereas  it 
appears  reafonable  to  this  general  affembly  that  the  power  fliould  be  increafed, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  from  and  after  the  paffage  of  this 
a 61,  the  chancellor  fliall  have  full  power  and  authority,  in  all  cafes  where  trullees  fhall  or  may  be 
appointed  under  the  authority  of  the  chancery  court  for  the  management  of  the  eftates  and  perfons 
of  idiots,  lunatics  and  perfons  non  compos  mentis , to  order  and  diredl  the  property  of  fuch  idiot, 
lunatic  or  perfon  non  compos  mentis , or  lo  much  thereof  as  he  may  judge  neceffary  for  the  fupport  of 
fuch  idiot,  lunatic  or  perfon  non  compos  mentis , or  for  the  payment  of  all  reafonable  and  juft  expences 
which  fuch  truftee  or  truftees  may  or  have  incurred,  to  be  fold,  upon  fuch  terms  as  he  may  think 
proper,  and  to  appoint  a truftee  or  truftees  for  the  purpofe  of  effedting  fuch  fale  or  fales,  and  the 
money  arifing  therefrom  to  be  applied  to  the  difeharge  of  fuch  expences. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  cafes  where  a fale  of  the  property  of  any  idiot,  lunatic  or 
perfon  non  compos  mentis , (hall  be  neceffary  for  the  fupport  of  fuch  perfon,  and  fuch  property  will  not 
admit  of  divihon  without  prejudice  thereto,  or  fhall  be  fo  fituated,  or  of  fuch  a nature,  as  to  render 
it  advifeable  and  beneficial  to  fuch  perfon,  in  the  opinion  of  the  chancellor,  to  fell  the  whole,  or  any 
greater  part  thereof  than  may  be  neceffary  for  the  immediate  fupport  of  fuch  perfon,  the  faid  chan- 
cellor fliall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  order  a fale  or  fales  to  be  made  of  the  whole,  or  fo 
much  of  the  property  of  fuch  idiot,  lunatic  or  perfon  non  compos  mentis , as  he  fhall  think  proper,  and 
to  direct  the  application  of  the  money  arifing  from  fuch  fale  or  fales,  and  the  intereft  thereof,  for 
the  purpofes  aforefaid,  and  to  direct  from  time  to  time  in  what  funds  the  money  arifing  from  faid 
fales  fliall  be  vefted,  and  in  all  things  to  order  in  the  premifes  as  he  may  deem  for  the  benefit  and 
advantage  of  faid  lunatic. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  fales  made  by  the  authority  of  the  chancellor,  under  this  add,, 
fliall  be  notified  to,  and  confirmed  by,  the  chancellor,  before  any  conveyance  of  the  property  fliall  be 
made,  and  bond,  with  good  and  fufficient  fecurity,  to  be  approved  by  the  chancellor,  fliall  be  given 
by  the  perfon  or  perfons  empowered  to  fell  the  property  as  aforefaid,  for  the  due  execution  of  the 
trail  committed  to  him  or  them,  which  . bond  fliall  be  lodged  with  the  regiller  in  chancery. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  principal  fum  arifing  from  the  fale  of  the  faid  property,  or 
fo  much  thereof  as  may  remain  unapplied  to  the  ufe  and  maintenance  of  laid  lunatic,  during  the 
life-time  of  faid  lunatic,  fliall,  on  the  death  of  the  faid  lunatic,  belong  to  fuch  perfon  or  perfons, 
his,  her  or  their  heirs  or  legal  reprefentatives,  as  would  have  been  entitled  to  the  faid  property  in 
cafe  the  fame  had  not  been  fold. 

CHAP.  LXVIIL 

An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  John  Charles  Francois  Chirac. 

VT  THERE  AS  the  faid  John  Charles  Francois  Chirac  and  Henry  Peters,  both  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
V V timore,  have,  by  their  petition  to  this  prefent  general  affembly,  fet  forth,  that  John  Baptift 
Chirac,  late  of  the  faid  city,  deceafed,  was,  in  his  life-time,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  feized  in 
fee  and  pofl'effed  of,  a certain  lot  of  land  in  laid  city,  with  three  clwelling-houfes  thereon,  and  other 
the  appertenances,  which  lot  is  fituated  in  that  part  of  the  faid  city  called  Howard’s  Late  Addition, 
and  is  contained  within  the  following  courfes  and  diftances,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  interfedtion  of 
Barre-ftreet  and  Sharpe-ilreet,  and  running  thence,  bounding  on  Sharpe-flreet,  north,  one  hundred 
and  fixty-fix  feet  and  fix  inches,  thence  eaft,  parallel  with  Conawago-llreet,  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-lix  feet,  thence  weft,  binding  on  Barre-ftreet,  to  the  beginning ; that  the  faid  John  Baptift  Chi- 
rac died  iateftate,  and  without  heirs,  by  reafon  whereof  the  faid  lot,  mefl'uages  and  appertenances,

became  efcheat  to  the  Rate;  that  the  faid  Henry  Peters  hath  taken  out  an  efcheat  warrant  thereon, 
which  is  yet  in  force  ; that  the  faid  John  Charles  Francois  Chirac  is  the  l'on  of  the  faid  John  Baptift 
Chirac,  was  always  fo  called  and  acknowledged  by  him,  and  that  it  was  always  the  intention  of  the 
faid  John  Baptift  Chirac  that  his  faid  fon  fliould  inherit  and  poffefs,  after  his  death,  the  aforefaid  lot, 
meffuages  and  appertenances,  but  omitted  to  make  and  execute  a will  for  carrying  his  faid  intentions 
into  effedt;  that  the  faid  John  Charles  Francois  Chirac,  being  a foreigner  by  birth,  and  having 
omitted  to  become  naturalized  in  the  United  States,  could  not  inherit  and  hold  the  faid  property  ; 
and  that  the  faid  Henry  Peters  is  willing  and  defirous  to  relinquifh  in  favour  of  the  laid  John  Charles 
Francois  Chirac  his  the  faid  Plenry’s  right  and  claim  in  and  to  the  laid  lot,  me  flu  ages  and  apperte- 
nances,  under  the  faid  warrant  of  efcheat,  provided,  the  Rate  will  alfo  relinquiih  to  the  laid  John 
Charles  Francois  Chirac  its  right  in  and  to  the  premifes  by  virtue  of  the  efcheat  aforefaid,  which 
the  faid  petitioners,  by  the  petition  aforefaid,  have  prayed  that  the  general  aifembly  will  do,  and 
will  pafs  an  adt  for  that  purpofe : And  whereas  it  appears  that  the  matters  let  forth  in  the  faid  peti- 
tion are  true,  and  that  the  prayer  of  the  faid  petitioners  is  reafonable  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  Maryland,  That  all  and  lingular  the  right,  intereft 
and  claim,  of  the  Hate  of  Maryland,  in  and  to  the  above  deferibed  lot,  mefluages  and  appertenances, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  efcheat  aforefaid,  and  all  the  right,  intereft  and  claim,  of  the  faid  Hen- 
ry Peters,  in  and  to  the  faid  lot,  meffuages  and  appertenances,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  efcheat 
warrant  aforefaid,  fliall  be,  and  the  fame  hereby  are,  veiled  in  the  faid  John  Charles  Francois  Chi- 
rac, and  his  heirs  and  affigns,  and  that  the  faid  John  Charles  Francois  Chirac,  his  heirs  and  affigns, 
fliall  and  may  take,  hold,  alien,  transfer  and  convey,  the  faid  lot,  meffuages  and  appertenances,  and 
every  part  and  parcel  thereof,  in  fee-fimple  or  otherwife,  in  as  full  and  ample  manner,  and  by  like 
conveyances,  and  fh all  and  may  have  and  maintain  all,  any  and  every  adbion  or  actions  of  ejedlment 
or  trefpafs  for  the  recovery  of  the  faid  lot,  meffuages  and  appertenances,  and  of  every  part  and  par- 
cel thereof,  as  may  be  done,  made,  had,  maintained  or  ufed,  by  citizens  of  this  ftate  with  refpedb 
to  lands  by  them  feverally  claimed  or  held  in  fee-ftmple  or  otherwife,  any  thing  in  any  law,  ufage  or 
cuftom,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding ; provided  neverthelefs,  that  nothing  in  this  a6l  contained 
fhall  extend,  or  be  conftrued  to  extend,  to  defeat,  bar,  or  in  any  manner  affedl,  the  right,  title  or 
claim,  of  any  perfon  or  perfons  to  the  faid  lot,  meffuages  or  appertenances,  or  to  any  part  or  parcel 
thereof,  by  virtue  of  any  will  of  the  faid  John  Baptift  Chirac,  or  of  any  defeent  from  him,  or  by 
virtue  of  any  other  matter  or  thing,  except  the  aforefaid  efcheat  and  efcheat  warrant,  but  that  all 
and  every  fuch  right,  title  and  claim,  fliall  remain  and  be  of  the  like  force,  effedt  and  validity,  as  if 
this  adt  had  not  paffed. 

III.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  John  Charles  Francois  Chirac  dial! 
and  he  is  hereby  diredbed  to  fell  and  convey  the  aforefaid  lot  of  ground  and  premifes  to  fome  one  ci- 
tizen or  citizens  of  the  United  States  within  the  term  of  ten  years  from  this  date,  otherwife  this 
adt  to  be  null  and  void. 

CHAP.  LXIX. 

An  ACT  relative  to  the  jurifdi&ion  of  the  court  of  appeals. 

WHEREAS  the  authority  and  jurifdidtion  of  the  court  of  appeals  has  never  been  defined  or  af- 
certained,  and  doubts  have  been  entertained  refpedting  its  authority  to  pafs  fuch  judgment 
on  a writ  of  error  or  appeal  as  ought  to  have  been  given  in  the  court  below,  and  to  enforce  fuch 
judgment  by  execution, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  court  of  appeals  have,  and  fhall 
hereafter  have,  full  power  and  authority,  on  reverfmg  any  judgment,  or  part  of  a judgment,  at  law, 
on  a writ  of  error  or  appeal  brought  by  a plaintiff,  to  give  fuch  judgment  as  ought  to  have  been  given 
by  the  court  which  gave  the  erroneous  judgment ; and  in  any  cafe  where  the  faid  court  of  appeals, 
on  a v/rit  of  error  or  appeal  as  aforefaid,  hath  given  or  fliall  give  fuch  judgment  as  in  their  opinion 
the  faid  court  of  lav/  ought  to  have  given,  the  faid  court  of  appeals  fliall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  enforce  their  judgment  by  execution,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  faid  court  of  law  may 
enforce  a judgment  there  given. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  hereafter  any  execution  which  fliall  iffue  from  the 
court  of  appeals  fliall  exprefs  that  it  be  returnable  to  the  general  court  of  the  weftern  or  eaflern 
fhore,  as  the  cafe  may  require;  and  the  judges  of  the  faid  general  court  fliall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorifed  and  empowered  to  add  upon  the  faid  return  as  if  the  execution  had  iffued  from  the  faid 
general  court. 
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CHAP.  LXX. 

An  ACT  for  the  direclion  of  furveyors  in  executing  warrants  of 

efeheat  in  certain  cafes. 

HE REAS  under  the  exifting  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  furveyors  difficulties 
have  occutred  in  executing  warrants  of  efeheat  ; for  remedy  whereof, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Ajfiembly  of  Maryland,  That  in  cafes  where  warrants  of  efeheat 
(hail  be  hereafter  delivered  to  the  furveyor  of  any  county  to  execute,  in  order  to  furvey  lands  held 
in  tenancy  in  common,  and  the  part  only  of  one  or  more  of  the  laid  tenants  in  common  hath  become 
liable  to  efeheat,  it  fliall  be  the  duty  of  the  fa  id  furveyor,  and  he  is  hereby  di  reeled  and  required,  to 
caufe  the  whole  of  the  faid  land  fo  held  in  tenancy  in  common  to  be  furveyed,  and  a certificate  there- 
of returned  into  the  land-office,  fpecifying  the  value  of  the  whole  tra6l  of  land,  and  improvements 
thereon,  and  after  examination  of  the  faid  certificate,  and  payment  to  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern 
or  eaftern  fhore,  (as  the  cafe  may  be,)  of  two  thirds  of  the  valuation  of  the  efcheatable  part  of  the 
land  therein  exp  relied,  a patent  fhall  iffue  in  due  time  to  the  party  in  whofe  name  the  faid  certificate 
may  be  returned,  or  his  heirs  or  affigns,  for  the  undivided  portion  of  the  land  that  may  be  liable  to 
efeheat  as  aforefaid. 
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An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  John  Jarvis. 

TT THERE A'S  it  has  been  represented  to  this  general  allembly,  by  the  petition  of  John  Jarvis, 
VV  that  in  the  month  of  June,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety,  he  purchafed  from  Ben- 
iamin Howard,  then  fiieriff  of  Anne- Arundel  county,  one  part  of  two  lots  of  ground,  number  one 
hundred,  and  one  hundred  and  one,  for  the  l'um  of  forty  pounds,  with  the  improvements  thereon,  in 
the  city  of  Annapolis,  fituated  on  Eaft-ftreet,  and  paid  the  purchafe  money,  which  faid  lots,  or  part 
of  faid  lots,  was  then  fold  by  virtue  of  a writ  of  fieri  facias , ifl’ued  at  the  inftance  of  the  Hate  of 
Maryland  againft,  and  taken  as,  the  property  of  Thomas  Rutland,  and  that  Benjamin  Howard  de- 
parted this  life  without  having  executed  any  deed  for  the  conveyance  of  the  faid  lot  to  the  faid  John 
Jarvis  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Afifembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  title  of  John  Jarvis  to  the 
aforefaid  lots,  or  part  of  faid  lots,  11 1 a 1 1 be  as  complete  and  valid  in  law  as  if  the  faid  Benjamin 
Howard,  as  fherifF  aforefaid,  had,  in  his  life-time,  executed  to  the  faid  John  Jarvis,  his  heirs  and 
affigns  for  ever,  a deed  of  bargain  and  file  for  the  fame. 

C H A P.  LXXII. 

An  ACT  to  open  a road  from  the  Pennfylvania  line,  through  Em- 
mitfburgh  and  Creager’s-town,  to  interfedt  the  main  road  from 
Lancafter  to  the  city  of  Wafhington  at  or  near  Frederick-tovvn,  in 
Frederick  county. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  allembly,  by  the  petition  of  fundry  inhabitants 
of  Frederick  county,  that  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  themfelves,  and  the  public  in 
general,  to  have  a road  opened  from  the  Pennfylvania  line,  near  the  end  of  the  widow  Caldwell’s 
lane,  through  Emmitlburgh  and  Creager’s-town,  to  interfedl  the  main  road  leading  from  Lancafter 
to  the  city  of  Wafhington  at  or  near  Frederick-town,  in  Frederick  county;  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Ajfiembly  of  Maryland,  That  Patrick  Read,  Thomas  Beatty, 
fenior,  and  Henry  Kuhn,  of  Frederick  county,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed commiffioners  to  furvey,  lay  out  and  open,  at  the  expence  of  the  petitioners,  or  any  part  of  them, 
■particularly  interefted  therein,  a road,  not  exceeding  forty  feet  in  width,  in  the  bell  and  flreightefl 
direclion,  from  the  aforefaid  Pennfylvania  line,  near  the  end  of  the  widow  Caldwell’s  lane,  through 
Emmitlburgh  and  Creager’s-town,  to  interfedl  the  main  road  leading  from  Lancafter  to  the  city  of 
Wafhington  at  or  near  Frederick-town,  in  Frederick  county;  and  the  faid  road,  when  fo  opened  at 
the  expence  of  the  petitioners  as  aforefaid,  and  the  valuation  herein  after  diredled  to  be  made  fliall 
be  paid,  or  fecured  to  be  paid,  to  the  individuals  concerned,  fliall  be  recorded  among  the  records  of 


:rick  county  court,  and  be  thereafter  deemed  to  be  a public  road  for  ever.

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  fa  Id  commidioners  may  appoint  one  of  their  number  as 
treafurer,  and  give  him  a certificate,  under  their  ha  no  s,  ol  his  appointment,  who  is  hereby  enjoined 
and  empowered  to  colleft  and  receive  all  monies  lubfcribed,  or  that  may  be  iubfcnbetl,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  opening  the  fa i cl  road,  and  fuch  (ubferibers  are  hereby  d.refted  to  p;y  their  ieveral  lub- 
i'eriptions  to  the  treafurer  appointed  as  aforefaid;  and  if  any  perfon  lhall  neglect  or  relule,  wnen 
applied  to  by  the  aforefaid  treafurer,  to  pay  his  fubfeription  money,  the  fa  id  treafurer  may,  and  be  is 
hereby  authorifed  to  fue  for,  recover  and  receive,  the  lame  ; and  the  laid  monies,  when  received, 
{hall  be  applied  by  the  commidioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  the  purpoie  of  this  act. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commidioners  aforefaid  lhall  afeertain  and  value  what 
damages  may  be  fuftained  by  any  perlon  or  perlons  through  whole  land  the  laid  road  may  pals,  by 
opening  the  fame,  and  the  laid  valuation  lhall  be  made  betore  the  faid  commidioners  fliall  proceed  1 1 
open  the  fame  ; provided  always,  that  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  through  whole  land  the  faid  road 
fliall  pafs,  or  his,  her  or  their  guardian  or  truftee,  lhall  conceive  themfelves  aggrieved  by  fuch  valua- 
tion and  alfelfment  of  damages  by  the  faid  commidioners,  it  diall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  judice 
of  the  peace  of  the  faid  county  of  Frederick,  on  application  of  the  party  intereded,  to  iii'ue  ids  war- 
rant, under  hand  and  feal,  direfted  to  any  condable  of  the  county,  commanding  him  to  fummon  five 
freeholders,  difinterefted  as  to  the  faid  road,  to  appear,  on  a day  by  him  to  be  appointed,  on  the  land 
of  the  perfon  making  application  as  aforefaid,  and  the  faid  freeholders,  having  firft  made  oath  before 
fome  judice  of  the  peace,  that  they  will,  without  favour,  affeftion,  prejudice  or  partiality,  adefs  the 
damages  fuftained  by  the  perfon  or  perfons  at  whofe  requeft  fuch  inquilition  fliall  be  taken,  by  reafon 
of  opening  the  aforefaid  road  through  his,  her  or  their  land,  fliall  thereupon  proceed  to  aflefs  and 
value  the  damages  accordingly,  of  which  the  faid  commidioners  diall  have  had  at  leaft  live  days  pre- 
vious notice,  and  diall  return  the  damages  fo  aifeded  to  the  faid  juftice  of  the  peace,  and  fuch  inqui- 
fition  and  valuation  diall  be  dnal  and  conclufive  ; and  the  party  or  parties  in  whofe  favour  the  valua- 
tion afeertained  by  the  faid  commidioners,  or  the  damages  alfefled  by  the  faid  freeholders,  fliall  be 
made,  fliall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  fame  from  the  faid  commidioners  ; and  the  faid  commidioners 
fliall  pay,  or  l'ecure  to  be  paid,  the  amount  of  the  faid  valuation  or  damages  to  the  refpeftive  parties 
entitled  to  the  fame,  out  of  the  monies  to  be  raifed  and  collefted  from  the  fubferiptions  to  the  faid 
road,  within  the  fpace  of  flx  months  after  the  afleflment  of  fuch  valuation  or  damages,  and  before 
they  (hall  proceed  to  affeft  the  lands  and  tenements  of  the  perfon  or  perfons  concerned  ; provided, 
that  the  faid  road  fliall  not  go  through  any  houfes,  gardens,  yards,  meadows  or  orchards,  unlefs  with 
the  content  of  the  owner  thereof. 

CHAP.  LXXIir. 

An  ACT  to  extend  the  powers  ot  the  truftees  of  the  poor  of  Mont- 

gomery  county. 

WHEREAS  Elizabeth  Gates,  by  her  petition  to  this  general  aflembly  hath  fet  forth,  that  die 
is  now  in  the  ninetieth  year  of  her  age;  that  from  her  advanced  age  and  bodily  infirmities 
die  has  for  a number  of  years  been  unable  to  fupport  herfelf,  and  hath  no  means  whereby  to  fubfifl, 
but  on  the  benevolence  of  her  daughter,  who  is  very  poor,  and  prays  that  an  aft  may  pafs  to  provide 
for  her  future  maintenance  out  of  the  poor’s  houfe  ; therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  AJfembly  of  AJaryland , That  it  diall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
truflees  of  the  poor  of  the  faid  county  of  Montgomery,  if  they  fliall  be  of  opinion  that  the  peculiar 
circumftances  of  the  faid  Elizabeth  Gates  are  fuch  as  to  render  a fituation  in  the  poor-houfe  particu- 
larly unfuitable  for  her,  to  fupport  her  as  an  out-penfioner,  in  addition  to  the  number  now  allowed 
by  the  aft,  entitled,  An  aft  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  truftees  of  the  poor  in  the  feveral  counties 
therein  defignated,  and  to  allow  to  the  faid  Elizabeth  Gates  an  annual  penfion,  not  exceeding  thirty 
dollars,  to  be  paid  at  fuch  time  or  times  as  the  faid  truftees  fliall  direft,  the  amount  of  which  faid 
penfion  lhall  be  levied  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  other  expences  of  the  poor-houfe  in  the  faid  county. 

C II  A P.  LXXIV. 

An  ACT  to  levy  on  the  afteftable  property  of  Anne-Arundel  county 
a fum  ol  money  for  the  purpofe  herein  after  mentioned. 

WHEREAS  by  an  aft  of  aflembly,  pafl'ed  at  November  feflion,  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  entitled,  An  aft  to  lay  out  certain  reads  in  Anne-Arundel  and  Montgomery  counties, 
it  was  enafted,  that  one  road  through  Anne-Arundel  county,  from  the  turnpike  road  in  Baltimore 
county,  until  it  interfefts  the  road  from  Frederick-town  at  the  line  of  Frederick  county,  near  Wil- 
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liam  Hobbs’s,  fhould  be  laid  cut,  furveved,  marked,  bounded  and  cleared,  and  Michael  Pue,  John 
Snowden  and  Caleb  Dorfey,  of  Thomas  Beale,  were  appointed  commiffioners  for  laying  out  faid 
road;  and  the  jullices  of  Anne-Arundel  county  were  authorifed  and  dire&ed,  at  their  levy  court  to 
be  held  after  the  firft  day  of  January  then  following,  and  thereafter  in  the  laft  court  of  the  year  an- 
nually, to  levy  a fum  of  money,  not  exceeding  two  (hillings  and  lix-pen'ce  on  every  hundred  pounds 
worth  of  affeffable  property  in  the  faid  county,  to  be  paid  to  the  faid  commiffioners  quarter  yearly 
until  the  faid  road  fhould  be  completed:  And  whereas  the  faid  commiffioners,  in  virtue  of  the  au- 
thority repofed  in  them,  did,  in  purfuance  of  faid  act,  contradt  with  Jonathan,  Elias,  George  and 
John  Ellicot,  to  clear  and  make  the  faid  road,  which  road  was  made  by  faid  Ellicots,  and  the 
coft  and  charge  thereof  was  fubmitted  to,  and  allowed  by,  the  county  court  of  Anne-Arundel: 
And  whereas  by  a miftake  of  the  juftices  of  faid  county,  the  affeffment  was  not  legally  made  in  and 
torthe  years  1792  and  1 7 9 3 •>  and  William  Goldfmith,  the  collector  for  faid  years,  hath  died  infol- 
vent,  without  paying  the  fame,  and  the  fecurities  of  faid  Goldfmith  have  been  exonerated  from  all 
refponfibility  for  the  lame  by  decilion  of  the  high  court  of  appeals:  And  whereas  it  is  juft  and  rea- 
lonable  that  thofe,  who  under  faith  of  the  laws  advance  money  to  promote  national  and  important 
objecls,  fhould  be  reimburled  for  their  advances, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  levy  court  of  Anne-Arundel 
county,  at  their  firft  meeting  after  the  paflage  of  this  law,  (hall  fettle  and  adjuft  the  fum  of  money 
due  to  Jonathan,  Elias,  George  and  John  Ellicot,  of  Baltimore  county,  being  the  fum  of  money  by 
them  advanced  and  expended  on  the  road  aforefaid,  and  which  William  Goldfmith  was  appointed  to 
colleA  in  the  years  leventeen  hundred  and  ninety-two  and  three,  under  an  affeffment  illegally  im- 
pofed,  calculating  intereft  on  the  faid  fums  from  the  times  the  faid  fums  were  expended  and  advanced 
by  the  faid  Ellicots  until  the  fame  fliall  be  made  payable  by  the  collector  as  hereafter  diredled,  and 
cofts  expended. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  levy  court  of  Anne-Arundel  county  fliall,  and  they  are 
hereby  directed,  authorifed  and  empowered,  at  their  firft  meeting  after  the  paffage  of  this  adt,  to  le- 
vy in  three  annual  payments,  without  intereft,  upon  the  affeffable  property  of  faid  county,  a fum  of 
money  adequate  to  difeharge  the  principal  lum,  and  cofts,  due  and  payable  to  the  faid  Ellicots,  to 
be  collected  in  the  fame  manner,  and  at  the  fame  time,  and  by  the  fame  perfons,  as  other  county 
taxes  are  colledled,  and,  when  collected,  fliall  be  paid  to  the  faid  Ellicots,  the  furvivors  or  furvivor 
of  them. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  levy  court  fliall  take  bond,  with  adequate  fecurity,  from  the 
collector,  for  the  faithful  difeharge  of  his  duty  as  required  by  this  law,  and  the  collector  (hall  be  en- 
titled to  the  fame  fees  as  are  allowed  on  the  colledtion  of  the  county  taxes. 

C H A P.  LXXV. 

A Supplementary  ad  to  an  ad  to  lay  out  and  eftablifh  a road  from 
the  city  of  Annapolis  to  the  city  of  Wafhington,  and  to  repeal 
the  ad  therein  mentioned. 

WHEREAS  by  a refolve  of  this  general  affembly,  paffed  at  November  feffion,  one  thoufand  fe- 
ven  hundred  and  ninety-fix,  commiffioners  were  authorifed  and  empowered  to  examine  the 
fituation  of  the  country  between  the  city  of  Wafhington  and  the  city  of  Annapolis,  and  afeertain 
and  determine  the  direftion  and  poiition  of  the  neareft,  mod  convenient  and  practicable  road  that 
could  be  laid  off  between  the  faid  two  places:  And  whereas  the  faid  commiffioners  have  undertaken 
and  completed  the  fame,  and  have  returned  a plot  of  the  faid  road  to  the  general  affembly : And 
whereas  by  a law  paffed  at  November  feffion,  one  thoufand  (even  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  Thomas 
Duckett,  Levi  Gantt  and  Jacob  Duckett,  of  Prince-George’s  county,  William  Harwood,  Leonard 
Sellman,  Edward  Hall  and  James  Williams,  of  Anne-Arundel  county,  were  appointed  commiffioners, 
and  they,  or  any  four  of  them,  were  authorifed  and  empowered  to  open,  clear  and  grub,  the  laid 
road  : And  whereas  the  faid  commiffioners  have  made  and  finifhed  the  faid  road  through  the  county 
of  Anne-Arundel,  and  that  part  of  the  road  that  paffes  through  Prince-George’s  county  remains  ua- 
finifficd  and  incomplete,  to  the  great  injury  and  obftrublion  of  paffengers  and  carriages;  therefore, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  faid  commiffioners,  as  foon  as 
the  weather  will  permit,  proceed  to  the  execution  of  the  truft  repofed  in  them,  and  complete  the 
faid  road  through  Prince-George’s  county,  agreeably  to  the  adt  to  which  this  is  a fupplement.

BE  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland,  That  all  letters  teftamentary,  all  letters  of  Letters,  kc.  to 
adminiftration,  all  teftamentary  bonds,  all  adminiftration  bonds,  all  inventories,  and  all  guardians 
bonds,  and  all  accounts  of  fperate  and  defperate  debts,  and  accounts  of  fales,  not  heretofore  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  regifter  of  wills  in  Harford  county,  and  which  fliall  be  hereafter  filed  in 
faid  office,  fliall  be  fairly  recorded  by  the  regifter  of  wills  of  laid  county  in  folio  books,  well  bound, 
with  a correct  and  fair  index  to  the  fame. 
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II.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  wills,  heretofore  recorded  and  certified  by  the  late  regifter  of  Wills  to  be 
wills  of  faid  county  to  have  been  nroved  according  to  law,  although  fuch  probat  and  certificate  are  s°oc1’  &c' 
not  in  due  form  of  law,  and  have  not  been  endorfed  on  faid  will  in  words  at  length,  or  recorded  in 

words  at  length,  or  figned  by  the  late  regifter,  fhall  be  as  good,  valid,  and  of  the  fame  avail  in  law, 
to  every  intent,  as  if  the  faid  probat  and  certificate  had  been  endorfed  on  faid  will,  and  figned  by 
the  late  regifter,  and  recorded  in  due  form  of  law. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  inventories,  accounts  of  fperate  and  defperate  debts,  and  Inventories, 
accounts  of  fales,  heretofore  returned  to  and  filed  in  faid  office,  upon  which  the  oath  prefcribed  by  &c-  to  be  good, 
law  has  not  been  endorfed  and  certified,  and  figned  by  faid  regifter  according  to  law,  and  which  have  ‘iC- 

not  been  duly  recorded,  fhall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  as  good  and  available  in  law  as  if  the 
faid  oath  endorfed  and  certified  thereon  had  been  in  due  form  fo  recorded. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  errors  in  calling  up  figures  in  any  account  heretofore  render-  Errors  may  be 
ed,  and  in  any  inventory  heretofore  filed,  fhall  and  may  be  corrected  by  the  regifter  of  wills,  under  corre&ed,  &c. 
the  diredtions  of  the  orphans  court  of  faid  county. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  cafes  where  inventories,  accounts  of  fperate  and  defperate  Court,  incev- 
debts,  and  accounts  of  fales,  have  been  filed,  and  no  fort  of  probat  and  certificate  endorfed  on  the  tain  cafes,  to 
fame,  that  the  orphans  court  aforefaid  fliall  and  may  iffue  a citation  for  the  executors  or  adminiftra-  a C1,’'iuta^ 
tors,  or  their  furvivors,  perfonally  to  appear  before  faid  court,  and  make  oath  agreeably  to  the  form 
prefcribed  by  law. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  cafes  where  an  account  of  fales  has  not  been  returned  to  And  alfo  iflue 
faid  office,  and  the  executors  and  adminiftrators  are  not  deceafed,  and  where  there  are  furvivors,  the  procefs,  kc. 
faid  orphans  court  fliall  and  may  ilfue  procefs  to  compel  the  faid  executors  and  adminiftrators,  or 

their  furvivors,  to  return  in  due  form  of  law  a regular  account  of  fales.

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  teftamentary  bonds,  all  adminiftration  bonds,  and  all  Bonds,  fkc.  to 
guardians  bonds,  filed  in  faid  regifter’s  office,  being  in  the  hand  writing  of  the  faid  late  regifter,  but 
not  figned  by  him,  or  any  other  perfon  as  a witnefs,  fliall  be  as  good,  and  of  the  like  avail  in  law, 
as  if  the  fame  had  been  figned  by  the  faid  late  regifter  as  a witnefs.

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  regifter  of  wills  of  Harford  county  fliall  be  entitled  to  charge  Regifler’s  fees, 
and  receive  the  fame  fees  for  doing  the  duties  herein  prefcribed  as  he  is  entitled  to  receive  for  like  &c. 
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purchafe  money  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  faid  laft  will,  and  this  general  affembly  have

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Gene)  o.l  Affembly  of  Maryland , That  the  faid  James  Colquhoun  be  ancl 
he  is  hereby  admitted  to  all  the  benefits,  and  l’ubjedled  to  all  the  provifions,  of  the  add  for  the  relief 
of  fundry  infolvent  debtors,  pafl’cJ  this  feffion,  except  fuch  as  are  thereby  reflridled  to  merchants 
and  traders;  provided,  that  he  fliall  make  it  appear  to  the  chancellor,  that  he  hath  furrendered  up,

44  faithfully,  legally  and  truly  made  up  and  entered,  during  the  time  he  hath  officiated  in  the  faid 
44  clerk’s  office,  without  favour  or  affedlion,  but  according  to  the  truth  and  the  nature  of  the  thing, 

44  and  fliall  well  and  faithfully  pay  over  to  the  treafurer  of  the fhore  all  fums  of  money  received 

44  by  him  for  the  ufe  of  the  ftate  under  the  provifions  of  any  law  now  exifting,  or  which  may  here- 
44  after  be  paffed,  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  limitted  by  fuch  adls,  without  fraud  or  further  de- 
44  lay,  and  fliall  well  and  truly  account  for  the  fame  with  the  officer  or  perfon  or  perfons  autborifed 
44  to  receive  the  fame,  and  the  duty  of  his  office,  and  all  the  other  duties  of  his  faid  office,  by  law

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  judges  of  the  high  court  of 
appeals  may  and  they  are  hereby  authoriled  and  empowered,  on  motion,  at  their  next  feffion,  to  re- 
inftate  the  caufe  of  Job  Garretfon  againft  Richard  Cole,  if  in  their  judgment  and  opinion,  under  all 
the  circumftances  of  the  cafe,  the  fame  would  tend  to  do  juftice  between  the  parties.

of  the  debt,  intereR  and  coRs,  endorfed  on  a writ  of  fieri  facias  ifliied  upon  a judgment  obtained  in  the  general 
court  of  the  weRern  (liore  againR  faid  Thomas  Ren  (haw,  upon  his  bond  at  the  fuit  of  the  Rate  of  Maryland,  and 
(hail  produce  the  receipt  or  receipts  of  the  faid  (heriff  or  his  deputies  for  the  fame. 

Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  weRern  fnore  of  the  Rate  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  a/ul  directed 
to  negotiate  with  the  bank  of  Baltimore,  for  the  ufe  and  in  behalf  of  the  Rate  cf  Maryland,  a loan  of  a fum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  thirty  thoufand  dollars,  at  an  intereR  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  fix  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
that  the  fame  be  repaid  to  the  faid  bank  of  Baltimore  by  the  faid  treafurer  out  of  the  unappropriated  monies  that 
rnay  from  time  to  time  be  received  into  the  treafury. 


Resolved,  That  the  chancellor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  to  inquire  into  all  the  circumRances,  touching 
the  execution  of  a fpscial  warrant  of  refurvey  granted  to  a certain  Talbot  Shipley,  late  of  Anne-Arundel  coun- 
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tv,  deceafed,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  January,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  as  ftated  in  the 
petition  of  Rachel  Shipley,  his  widow  and  adminiftratrix,  and  if,  upon  faid  examination  of  all  the  circumftances, 
the  chancellor  ihall  be  of  opinion,  that  the  faid  warrant  has  not  been  duly  executed,  and  the  certificate  thereon 
duly  received  in  the  land-office,  owing  to  a collufion  between  the  counter  petitioner,  William  Alexander,  or 
John  Guyer,  in  w ho  fa  name  the  warrants,  (the  benefit  of  which  is  claimed  by  the  faid  Alexander,)  were  taken 
out,  or  any  other  perfon  or  perfons  whatever  who  are  now  or  have  been  interefted  in  both  or  either  of  the  faid 
warrants,  or  the  furveys  made  thereon,  or  of  any  perfon  on  behalf  of  them,  or  any  of  them,  and  of  the  principal 
furveyor  of  Anne-Arundel  county,  that  in  fuch  cafe  he  Ihall  direct  the  regifter  of  the  land-office  to  receive  into 
his  faid  office  the  certificate  afore  laid,  which  lias  been  hitherto  prefented  to  the  faid  regifter  on  the  feventh  day 
of  February  1 aft,  and,  (if  the  fame  ihall  be  received,)  the  chancellor  {hall  then  give  to  faid  certificate  all  the 
force,  validity  and  effedl,  which  it  would  have  been  entitled  to,  if  the  furveyor  of  Anne-Arundel  countv  had  re- 
gularly difcharged  his  duty,  touching  the  warrant  lo  as  aforei'aid  iffued  to  the  laid  Talbot  Shipley,  and  the  cer- 
tificate for  the  lame. 


Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  iliore  be  and  he  Is  hereby  diredted  to  take  the  bond  of  Martha 
Howard,  with  approved  fecurity,  for  the  amount  of  the  debt  due  to  the  ftate  of  Maryland  from  the  late  Benja- 
min Howard,  to  be  afcertained  by  the  auditor,  payable  in  five  annual  payments,  with  intereft. 

Whereas  it  Is  reprefented  to  this  general  aflembly,  that  negro  Simon,  the  (lave  of  a certain  James  Hodges,  of 
Kent  county,  was  convicted  of  murder  at  a court  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  gaol  delivery  held  for  Baltimore 
count)',  at  the  court-houfe  in  faid  county,  in  July,  eighteen  hundred,  and  was  fentenced  to  be  hanged,  which 
faid  fentence  was  commuted  to  banifnment  out  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  faid  Have  was  valued  by  the 
faid  court  to  the  fum  of  ninety  pounds  current  money;  therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern 
{bore  pay  to  the  faid  James  Hodges,  or  order,  the  fum  of  ninety  pounds  current  money,  the  valuation  of  the 
faid  negro  Have  Simon. 

Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fhore  be  authorifed  and  diredled  to  pay  unto  William  Kilty, 
out  of  any  unappropriated  monies  that  may  be  in  the  treafury,  four  thoufand  dollars,  after  the  firft  day  of  Janu- 
ary next,  in  full  for  his  i'ervices  in  compiling  his  edition  of  the  law's  of  Maryland. 

PiEsolved,  That  Tuefday,  the  ninth  inftant,  be  appointed  to  choofe  a fenator  to  reprefent  this  ftate  in  the 
fenate  of  the  United  States,  who  {hall  be  a refident  of  the  eaftern  ftiore,  and  that  the  perfon  having  the  greateft 
number  of  votes  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected  to  reprefent  this  ftate  in  the  fenate  of  the  United  States  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  for  which  James  Lloyd,  Efquire,  was  elected,  and  that  a commiffion  iffue  to  the  faid 
fenator  appointed  as  aforefaid,  figned  by  the  governor  for  the  time  being,  or  in  his  abfence  by  the  prefiding 

member  of  the  council,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit  : To . The  legiflature  of  Maryland,  repofing 

efpecial  confidence  in  your  integrity  and  abilities,  hath  appointed  you  fenator  to  reprefent  this  ftate  in  the  fenate 
of  the  United  States  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  James  Lloyd,  Efquire,  was  eledled,  agreeably  to 
the  conftitution  of  the  United  States.  Given  under  my  hand,  and  the  feal  of  this  ftate,  anno  domini . 

Resolved,  That  Frederick  Green,  printer  to  the  ftate,  be  diredlcd  to  print,  with  the  law's  of  this  feffion,  the 
acl  of  congrefs,  entitled,  An  acl  to  eftablifh  an  uniform  fyftem  of  bankruptcy  throughout  the  United  States. 

R.esoLved,  That  the  governor  and  council  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorifed  and  requefted  to  diredl  the  fur- 
veyor of  Caecil  county  to  furvey,  at  the  expence  of  George  Gale,  of  faid  county,  all  that  tradl  or  parcel  of  land, 
being  part  of  new  Connaught  manor,  lying  in  Csecil  county  aforefaid,  w'hich  was  purchafed  by  a certain  John 
Ryan,  of  faid  county,  of  Daniel  of  Saint  Thomas  Jenifer,  then  intendant  of  the  revenue  of  the  ftate  of  Mary- 
land, and  by  the  faid  John  Ryan  conveyed  to  the  faid  George  Gale,  by  a deed  executed  on  the  firft  day  of 
December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-five  ; and  that  the  chancellor  of  the  ftate  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  requefted,  on  certificate  of  furvey  being  returned  to  the  land-office  of  the  weftern 
{bore  by  the  faid  George  Gale,  and  the  fum  of  eight  [hillings  and  nine-pence  per  acre,  with  intereft  thereon  from 
the  time  it  was  fold  by  the  laid  intendant,  being  paid  into  the  treafury  for  the  tradl  aforefaid,  to  iflue  patent  to 
the  faid  George  Gale  for  the  fame. 

Whereas  it  hath  been  reprefented  to  this  prefent  general  aflembly,  that  Francis  Ware,  (who  heretofore  com- 
manded the  troops  of  this  ftate,  then  the  colony  of  Maryland,  with  diftinguiftied  bravery  and  fidelity,  and  who, 
during  the  late  revolutionary  war,  w'as  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  firft  regiment  raifed  by  this  ftate,  from  which 
fervice  he  w'as  compelled  to  retire  by  the  infirmities  peculiarly  incident  to  a military  life  in  thefe  climates,)  has, 
by  reafon  of  his  faid  infirm  health,  and  misfortunes  arifing  from  thofe  a£ls  of  benevolence  which  the  duties  of 
fociety  often  render  indifpenfable,  and  not  by  imprudence  or  want  of  due  economy,  become  reduced  to  extreme 
indigence  in  his  advanced  age  ; and  it  being  unworthy,  (both  in  example  and  principle,)  of  the  citizens  of  a free 

republic, 
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republic,  to  defert,  in  their  diftrefs,  thofe  of  their  fellow-citizens  who  have  rendered  important  fervices  in  diftin- 
vuilhed  Rations,  whilft  high  honours  and  great  rewards  attend  public  fervices  in  other  forms  of  government  ; 
Resolved  unanimously.  That  there  be  granted  to  the  laid  Francis  Ware  half  pay  as  lieutenant-colonel,  (rated 
according  to  the  eftabli (lament  when  he  retired  from  fervice,)  from  the  date  of  this  refolution,  and  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life  ; and  that  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  ihore  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  directed  to 
pay  the  fame  to  the  laid  Francis  Ware  in  quarterly  payments. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  and  council  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorifed  to  employ  fome  perfon  or  per- 
fons  to  Hop  the  leak  in  the  roof  of  the  fladt-houfe,  and  to  paint  the  external  part,  the  cxpences  attending  the 
fame  to  be  paid  out  of  the  five  hundred  pounds  fubjedt  to  the  appropriation  of  the  governor  and  council. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  and  council  caufe  the  laws  compiled  by  William  Kilty  to  be  diftributed  and  for- 
warded as  follows:  To  the  chancery  court  one  copy,  to  the  chancellor  one  copy,  to  the  court  of  appeals  one 
copy,  to  each  judge  thereof  one  copy,  to  the  general  courts  each  one  copy,  to  each  judge  thereof  one  copy, 
to  the  judge  of  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  one  copy,  to  the  governor  and  council,  and  each  member  thereof, 
one  copy,  to  the  fenate  two  copies,  to  the  houfe  of  delegates  two  copies',  to  each  county  court  one  copy,  to 
each  judge  thereof  one  copy,  to  each  orphans  court  one  copy,  to  the  land-office  weftern  Ihore  one  copy,  to  the 
land-office  eaftern  Ihore  one  copy,  to  the  treafury  of  weftern  fliore  one  copy,  to  the  treafury  of  the  ealtern  Ihore 
one  copy,  to  the  executive  of  each  ftate  one  copy,  to  the  houfe  of  reprefentatives  of  the  United  States  one  copy, 
to  the  fenate  of  the  United  States  one  copy,  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  one  copy,  to  the  editor  one  copy,  to  each 
member  of  the  general  aflembly  one  copy,  to  Saint- John’s  college  one  copy,  to  Walhington  college  one  copy, 
to  each  of  the  incorporated  fchools  one  copy,  to  the  mayor’s  court  in  the  city  of  Annapolis  one  copy,  to  the 
mayor’s  court  in  George-town  one  copy,  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore  one  copy,  to  the  library 
company  of  Baltimore  one  copy,  to  the  attorney-general  one  copy,  to  the  clerk  of  the  fenate  one  copy,  to  afftft- 
ant  clerk  of  fenate  one  copy,  to  the  clerk  oi  the  houfe  of  delegates  one  copy,  to  alhftant  clerk  of  houfe  of 
delegates  one  copy. 

Resolved,  That  the  chancellor,  upon  bill  or  petition  being  filed  by  Robert  Courtenay,  in  relation  to  his  pur- 
chafe  of  the  ftate  of  Maryland  of  a tradl  of  land  called  Part  of  Carroll’s  Scrutiny,  lying  in  Baltimore  county, 
be  authorifed  to  proceed  upon  faid  bill  or  petition,  and  to  afcertain  the  deduction,  if  any,  that  ought  to  have 
been  made  from  the  purchafe  money  of  laid  land,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  faid  Courtenay  had,  at  any  time 
heretofore,  filed  faid  bill  againft  the  ftate  of  Maryland;  and  that  on  faid  dedudlion,  if  any,  being  decreed,  and 
the  decree  being  prefented  to  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fliore,  he  pay  the  amount  thereof  to  the  faid  Robert 
Courtenay  out  of  any  unappropriated  money  which  may  be  in  the  treafury. 

Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fliore  do  pay,  out  of  any  unappropriated  money,  to  the  mayor 
and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  the  fum  of  two  thoufand  dollars,  to  be  applied  by  the  faid  corporation  to  the  re- 
lief of  fuch  perlons  as  are  or  may  be  in  a fuffering  condition  from  the  effects  of  the  yellow  fever  which  has 
lately  prevailed  in  faid  city. 

Whereas  the  compenfation  allowed  to  the  truftee  under  the  adt  refpedting  the  creditors  and  debtors  of  this 
ftate,  palled  at  November  feflion,  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety,  after  the  lirft  year,  is  inadequate  to  the  fervices 
required  of  him,  Resolved,  That  the  faid  truftee  fnall  be  entitled  to  receive,  as  an  additional  compenfation  for 
his  iervices  for  the  prefent  year,  the  fum  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fliore  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  required  to  pay  to  the 
adjutant-general  of  this  ftate  for  the  time  being,  the  fum  of  live  hundred  dollars,  and  no  more,  in  quarterly  pay- 
ments, as  his  fa  1 ary  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  one,  provided  the  adjutant-general  refide  or  keep  an  office 
at  the  feat  of  government. 

Whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  this  general  aflembly,  that  negro  Ben,  the  Have  of  Thomas  Wing,  of  Caroline 
count}7,  was  tried  and  convidted  of  murder  at  the  eaftern  fliore  general  court,  held  at  the  court-houfe  in  the 
town  of  Eafton,  in  September,  eighteen  hundred,  which  faid  fentence  was  commuted,  and  that  the  faid  Have  was 
valued  by  the  court  to  the  fum  of  eighty  pounds  current  money ; therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of 
the  weftern  Ihore  pay  to  the  faid  Thomas  Wing,  or  order,  the  fum  of  eighty  pounds  current  money,  the  valua- 
tion of  the  faid  negro  Have  Ben. 

Resolved,  That  the  chancellor,  upon  bill  or  petition  being  filed  by  James  Lytle,  in  relation  to  a purchafe 
made  by  Nathaniel  R.amfey  from  the  commiffioners  of  confifcated  property,  part  of  a tract  of  land  called  Jones’s 
Inheritance,  being  part  of  the  property  of  the  Principio  company,  lying  in  Harford  county,  heretofore  alligned 
by  faid  Ram  fay  to  James  Lytle,  and  by  the  chancellor,  in  behalf  of  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  conveyed  to  faid 
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Lytic,  be  and  is  hereby  authorifed  to  proceed  upon  faid  bill  or  petition,  and  to  afcertain  the  dedublion,  if  any, 
that  ought  to  have  been  made  from  the  purchafe  money  of  laid  land,  in  the  lame  manner  as  if  faid  Lytle  had  at 
any  time  heretofore  filed  faid  bill  againft  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  and  that  on  faid  deduction,  if  any,  being  de- 
creed, and  the  decree  being  preferrted  to  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  iliore,  he  pay  the  amount  thereof  to  the 
faid  James  Lytle  out  of  any  unappropriated  money  which  may  be  in  the  treafury. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  legifiature,  the  following  amendments  to  the  conftitution  of  the 
United  States  would  conduce  to  the  happinefs  of  the  citizens  thereof,  by  the  eftablifbment  of  an  uniform 
mode  for  the  choice  of  debtors  of  prefident  and  vice-prefident  of  the  United  States,  and  of  reprefentatives  to 
congrefs.  , 

Fir/1.  That  after  the  third  day  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  one,  the  choice  of 
debtors  of  prefident  and  vice-preiident  fhall  be  made,  by  the  legifiature  of  each  ftate  dividing  the  ftate  into  a 
number  of  diftiibts  equal  to  the  number  of  electors  to  be  chol’en  in  Inch  ftate,  and  by  the  perfons  in  each  of 
thofe  diftribts,  who  (hall  have  the  qualifications  requifite  for  debtors  of  the  molt  numerous  branch  of  the  legifla- 
ture  of  fuch  ftate,  choofing  one  debtor  in  the  manner  which  the  legifiature  thereof  fhall  prefcribe,  which  diftribts, 
when  fo  divided,  fhall  remain  unalterable  until  a new  cenfus  of  the  United  States  fhall  be  obtained. 

Second.  That  the  eleblion  of  reprefentatives  to  ferve  after  the  third  day  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thoufand 
eight  hundred  and  three,  fhall  be,  by  dividing  each  ftate  by  the  legifiature  thereof  into  a number  of  diftribts 
equal  to  the  number  of  reprefentatives  to  which  fuch  ftate  fhall  be  entitled,  and  by  the  peop'e  within  ea-ch  of 
thofe  diftribts,  who  fhall  have  the  qualifications  requifite  for  debtors  of  the  moft  numerous  branch  of  the  legifia- 
ture ot  fuch  ftate,  choofing  one  reprefentative  in  the  manner  which  the  legifiature  thereof  thall  prefcribe,  which 
diftribts,  when  fo  divided,  fhall  remain  unalterable  until  a new  cenfus  of  the  United  States  fhall  be  obtained. 

Resolved,  That  the  prefident  of  the  fenate,  and  the  fpeaker  of  the  houl’e  of  delegates,  be  requefted  forth- 
with to  tranfmit  the  foregoing  refolve  to  the  fenators,  and  alfo  to  the  reprefentatives,  of  this  ftate  in  congrefs  ; 
and  that  the  governor  and  council  be  and  they  are  hereby  requefted  to  communicate  the  fame  to  the  fupreme  ex- 
ecutives of  the  feveral  flates,  with  a requeft,  that  the}  may  be  fubmitted  to  the  confideration  of  their  refpeblive 
legifiatures. 

Resolved,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  weftern  fliore  pay  to  the  examiner-general  of  the  weftern  fhore  fuch 
fum,  in  addition  to  his  fees  for  the  prefent  year,  as  fhall,  in  the  whole,  amount  to  the  fum  of  £.  300,  and  the 
examiner-general  fhall  lay  before  the  next  feffion  of  alfembly  the  amount  of  fees  by  him  received  in  this  year, 
on  oath. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  claims  be  direbled  to  allow  to  Robert  Long,  on  the  journal  of  accounts, 
the  fum  of  fixty  dollars,  as  a compenfation  for  the  fupport  and  maintenance  of  negro  Daniel  for  the  year-eigh- 
teen hundred. 

Resolved,  That  the  fhcriff  of  Baltimore  county  be  and  he  is  hereby  direbled  to  contrabl  with  the  truftees  of 
the  poor-houfe  of  faid  county  for  the  cloathing,  maintenance  and  fupport,  of  negro  Daniel,  during  his  natural 
life,  the  faid  negro  being  the  property  of  this  ftate,  and  now  under  the  care  of  Robert  Long,  of  faid  county. 

Resolved,  That  the  fherifF,  after  making  the  contrabl  as  aforefaid,  make  a return  thereof  to  the  treafurer  of 
the  weftern  fliore,  who  is  hereby  direbled  to  pay,  in  half  yearly  payments,  the  amount  fo  contrabled  for,  not 
exceeding  fixty  dollars  per  annum,  to  the  faid  truftees,  or  their  order;  thefe  refolutions  to  be  of  no  eftebl,  unlefs 
the  faid  Robert  Long  fiiall  notify  to  the  faid  fheriff  that  he  will  no  longer  fupport  and  maintain  the  faid  negro  at 
the  price  heretofore  allowed  to  laid  Long  for  that  purpofe. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  general  affembly,  that  a divedl  and  convenient  communication,  by  a road  or 
roads  leading  from  the  town  of  Cumberland,  in  Allegany  county,  to  the  weftern  counties  of  Pennfylvania,  Vir- 
ginia, and  the  North  Weftern  Territory,  would  be  of  great  public  utility  ; therefore,  Resolved,  That  Henry 
Kemn,  of  Frederick  county,  David  Lynn,  jofeph  Crefap  and  Benjamin  Beckworth,  of  Allegany  county,  and 
Robert  Long,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  any  three  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commiffioners 
to  review,  and  report  to  the  next  general  affembly,  the  neareft  and  moft  convenient  routs  from  the  faid  town 
cf  Cumberland  to  the  faid  counties  of  Pennfylvania,  Virginia,  and  to  the  North  Weftern  Territory,  weftward 
of  the  Laurel  Kill,  accompanying  the  fame  with  a ploc  or  plots,  with  references  by  figures,  and  other  ex- 
planations, the  nature  of  the  ground,  and  courfes  and  diftances,  alio  an  eftimate  of  the  expence  that  may 
be  neceflary  to  open,  clear  and  complete  the  fame;  and  in  the  execution  of  this  refolution  the  faid  commii- 
fioners  are  hereby  required  to  be  governed  by  a view  to  the  promoting  and  advancing  the  intereft  of  the  flats 
of  Maryland,  and  they  are  hereby  alio  required  and  direbled  to  report  the  place  where,  in  their  opinion,  the 
portage  between  the  waters  of  the  Putowinack  and  Monongahela  ought  to  be  fixed,  and  the  dillance,  and  the 
probable  expence  in  completing  the  fame. 

Resolved,  That  the  expence  of  the  fame  be  paid  by  thofe  who  may  voluntarily  fubferibe  therefor. 
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Whereas  by  the  infolvent  afts  patted  this  fettion,  each  infolvent,  at  the  time  he  petitions  for  relief,  is  to  pay 
a tax  of  five  dollars  each,  which  was  intended  for  the  chancellor,  in  conttderation  of  the  additional  duties  im- 
pofed  on  him:  And  whereas  doubts  are  entertained  whether,  confidently  with  the  bill  of  rights  and  the  confhtu- 
tion,  the  money  ariling  from  laid  taxes  can  be  paid  over  to  the  chancellor,  and  it  being  unreafonable  that  additi- 
onal duties  fhould  be  impofed  on  a public  officer  without  compeni’ation ; therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  trea- 
furer  of  the  wettern  fhore  pay  to  the  chancellor  the  fum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  his  Alary. 

Resolved,  That  all  further  proceedings  againft  the  fecurities  of  Dennis  Griffith  be  fufpended  until  the  firft 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  three,  provided  the  faid  fecurities  fhall,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  July 
next,  pay  all  the  intereft  due  on  the  debt,  and  provided  they  fhall  annually,  during  faid  fufpenlion,  from  the  faid 
firft  day  of  July,  pay  the  accruing  intereft. 

Resolved,  That  after  judgment  obtained,  all  further  proceedings  on  the  bonds  patted  by  James  Booker, 
Philemon  Willis,  Richard  Barneby  and  William  Rofe,  of  Talbot  county,  as  fecurities  to  the  ftp.ee  of  Maryland 
for  the  payment  of  two  thoufand  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  pounds  ttxteen  (hillings  and  eleven-pence,  due 
from  William  Stoddart  Bond,  late  of  faid  county,  on  a certificate  of  furvey  called  Bone’s  Meadows,  lying  in 
Allegany  county,  be  and  the  fame  are  hereby  fufpended  until  the  firft  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  two  ; 
provided  the  faid  Booker,  and  others,  fhall,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  November  next,  pay  into  the  treafury, 
or  to  the  agent  of  the  ftate,  all  intereft  then  due,  and  cofts  of  fuit.

Sec.  I.XJE  it  enabled  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America , in 
I)  Congrefs  ajfemblcd , That  from  and  after  the  firit  day  of  June  next,  if  any  merchant,  or 
other  perfon,  redding  within  the  United  States,  actually  ufing  the  trade  of  merchandife,  by  buying 
and  felling  in  grofs,  or  by  retail,  or  dealing  in  exchange,  or  as  a banker,  broker,  fadlor,  underwriter, 
or  marine  infurer,  lhall,  with  intent  unlawfully  to  delay  or  defraud  his  or  her  creditors,  depart  from 
the  ftate  in  which  fuch  perfon  ufually  refides,  or  remain  abfent  therefrom,  or  conceal  him  or  herfelf 
therein,  or  keep  his  or  her  houfe,  fo  that  he  or  flie  cannot  be  taken,  or  ferved  with  procels,  or  wil- 
lingly or  fraudulently  procure  him  or  herfelf  to  be  arrefted,  or  his  or  her  lands,  goods,  money  or  chat- 
tels to  be  attached,  fequeftered,  or  taken  in  execution,  or  lhall  fecretly  convey  his  or  her  goods  out 
of  his  or  her  houfe,  or  conceal  them  to  prevent  their  being  taken  in  execution,  or  make,  or  caufe  to 
be  made,  any  fraudulent  conveyance  of  his  or  her  lands,  or  chattels,  or  make  or  admit  any  falfe  or 
fraudulent  fecurity,  or  evidence  of  debt,  or  being  arrefted  for  debt,  or  having  furrendered  him  or 
herfelf  in  difeharge  of  bail,  (hall  remain  in  pril’on  two  months,  or  more,  or  efcape  therefrom,  or 
whofe  lands  or  effecls  being  attached  by  procefs  iffuing  out  of,  or  returnable  to,  any  court  of  com- 
mon law,  lhall  not,  within  two  months  after  written  notice  thereof,  enter  fpecial  bail  and  diifolve 
the  fame,  or  in  diftridts  in  which  attachments  are  not  diffblved  by  the  entry  of  fpecial  bail,  being 
arrefted  for  debt  after  his  or  her  lands  and  eftedls,  or  any  part  thereof,  have  been  attached  for  a debt 
or  debts  amounting  to  one  thoufand  dollars  or  upwards,  lhall  not,  upon  notice  of  fuch  attachment, 
give  fufficient  fecurity  for  the  payment  of  what  may  be  recovered  in  the  l’uit  in  which  he,  or  Ihe, 
lhall  be  arrefted,  at  or  before  the  return  day  of  the  fame,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  of  the  diftridl, 
or  fome  judge  of  the  court  out  of  which  the  procefs  illued,  upon  which  he  is  arrefted,  or  to  which 
the  fame  lhall  be  returnable,  every  fuch  perfon  lhall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  a bankrupt  : Provided, 
that  no  perfon  {ball  be  liable  to  a commiffion  of  bankruptcy,  if  the  petition  be  not  preferred,  in 
manner  herein  after  directed,  within  fix  months  after  the  adt  of  bankruptcy  committed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enafied,  That  the  judge  of  the  diftridl  court  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  diftridl  where  the  debtor  relidcs,  or  ufually  refided  at  the  time  of  committing  the  add  of  bank- 
ruptcy, upon  petition,  in  writing,  againft  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  being  bankrupt,  to  him  to  be  ex- 
hibited bv  any  one  creditor,  or  by  a greater  number,  being  partners,  whofe  lingle  debt  {hall  amount 
to  one  thoufand  dollars,  or  by  two  creditors,  whofe  debts  (hall  amount  to  one  thoufand  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  more  than  two  creditors,  whofe  debts  lhall  amount  to  two  thoufand  dollars,  Hi  all  have 
power,  by  commiffion  under  his  hand  and  leal,  to  appoint  fuch  good  and  fubftantial  perfons,  being 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  relklent  in  fuch  diftridl,  as  fuch  judge  (hall  deem  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding three,  to  be  commilfioners  of  the  laid  bankrupt,  and  in  cafe  of  vacancy  or  refufal  to  a 61,  to 
appoint  others  from  time  to  time  as  oceafion  may  require  : Provided  always,  that  before  any  com- 
mififion  lhall  ifiae,  the  creditor  or  creditors  petitioning  lhall  make  affidavit  or  fclemn  affirmation 
before  the  faid  judge,  of  the  truth  of  his,  her,  or  their  debts,  and  give  bond,  to  be  taken  by  the  faid 
judge,  in  the  name,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  faid  party  fo  charged  as  a bankrupt,  and  in  luch 
penalty,  and  with  fuch  furety  as  he  lhall  require,  to  be  conditioned  for  the  proving  of  his,  her  or 

their 
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their  debts,  as  well  before  the  commiffioners  as  upon  a trial  at  law,  in  cafe  the  due  hiding  forth  of 
the  faid  commiffion  (hall  be  contefted,  and  all'o  for  proving  the  party  a bankrupt,  and  to  proceed  on 
fuch  commiffion,  in  the  manner  herein  prefcribed.  And  if  fuch  debt  fliall  not  be  really  due,  or  after 
fuch  commiffion  taken  out  it  cannot  be  proved  that  the  party  was  a bankrupt,  then  the  faid  judge 
fliall,  upon  the  petition  of  the  party  aggrieved,  in  cafe  there  be  occasion,  deliver  fuch  bond  to  the 
faid  party,  who  may  fue  thereon,  and  recover  fuch  damages,  under  the  penalty  of  the  fame,  as,  upon 
trial  at  law,  he  fliall  make  appear  he  has  fuftained,  by  reafon  of  any  breach  of  the  condition  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enabled , That  before  the  commiffioners  fliall  be  capable  of  afting,  they 
fhall  refpeftively  take  and  fubfcribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  which  fliall  be  admini tiered  by 
the  judge  ifluing  the  commiffion,  or  by  any  of  the  judges  of  the  fupreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
or  any  judge,  juftice,  or  chancellor  of  any  Hate  court,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
diilrift  court : “ I,  A.B.  do  fwear,  or  affirm,  that  I will  faithfully,  impartially,  and  honeftly,  accord- 
ing to  the  bell  of  my  {kill  and  knowledge,  execute  the  feveral  powers  and  trulls  repofed  in  me,  as  a 

commiffioner  in  a commiffion  of  bankruptcy  againfl: , and  that  without  favour  or  affieclion, 

prejudice  or  malice.”  And  the  commiffioners,  who  ill  all  be  fvvorn  as  aforefaid,  fliall  proceed,  as  foon 
as  may  be,  to  execute  the  fame  ; and  upon  due  examination,  and  fufficient  caufe  appearing  againfl 
the  party  charged,  fliall  and  may  declare  him  or  her  to  be  a bankrupt  : Provided,  that  before  fuch 
examination  be  had,  reafonable  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  fliall  be  delivered  to  the  perl'on  charged 
as  a bankrupt ; or  if  he  or  {he  be  not  found  at  his  or  her  ufual  place  of  abode,  to  fome  perfon  of  the 
family  above  the  age  of  twelve  years,  or  if  no  fuch  perfon  appear,  fliall  be  fixed  at  the  front  or  other 
public  door  of  the  houfe,  in  which  he  or  flie  ufually  refldes,  and  thereupon  it  fliall  be  in  the  power  of 
fuch  perfon,  fo  charged  as  aforefaid,  to  demand  before,  or  at  the  time  appointed  for  fuch  examina- 
tion, that  a jury  be  impannelled  to  inquire  into  the  faft  or  fafts,  alleged  as  the  caufes  for  ifluing  the 
commiffion,  and  on  fuch  demand  being  made,  the  inquiry  fliall  be  had  before  the  judge  granting  the 
commiffion,  at  fuch  time  as  he  may  direft,  and  in  that  cafe,  fuch  perfon  fliall  not  be  declared  bank- 
rupt, unlefs,  by  the  verdift  of  the  jury,  he  or  flie  fliall  he  found  to  be  within  the  defcription  of  this 
aft,  and  fliall  be  convifted  of  fome  one  of  the  afts  defcribed  in  the  firft  feftion  of  this  aft  : 
Provided  alfo,  that  any  commiffion  which  fliall  be  taken  out  as  aforefaid,  and  which  fliall  not  be  pro- 
ceeded in  as  aforefaid,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  may  be  i'uperfeded  by  the  faid  judge,  who  fliall 
have  granted  the  fame,  upon  the  application  of  the  party  thereby  charged  as  a bankrupt,  or  of  any 
creditor  of  fuch  perfon,  unlefs  the  delay  lhall  have  been  unavoidable,  or  upon  a jull  occaflon. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enadted,  That  the  commiffioners  fo  to  he  appointed,  fliall  have  power, 
forthwith,  after  they  have  declared  fuch  perfon  a bankrupt,  to  caufe  to  be  apprehended,  by  warrant 
under  their  bands  and  feals,  the  body  of  fuch  bankrupt,  wherefoever  to  be  found,  within  the  United 
States  : Provided,  they  fliall  think,  that  there  is  reafon  to  apprehend  that  the  faid  bankrupt  intends 
to  abfcond  or  conceal  him  or  herfelf,  and  in  cafe  it  be  neceffary,  in  order  to  take  the  body  of  the 
faid  bankrupt,  fliall  have  power  to  caufe  the  doors  of  the  dweiling-houfe  of  fuch  bankrupt,  to  be 
broken,  or  the  doors  of  any  other  houfe  in  which  he  or  ihe  fliall  be  found. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enadted,  That  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  commiffioners  fo  to  be  appointed, 
forthwith,  after  they  have  declared  fuch  perfon  a bankrupt,  and  they  fliall  have  power,  to  take  into 
their  pofleffion,  ail  the  eftate,  real  and  perfonal,  of  every  nature  and  defcription  to  which  the  faid 
bankrupt  may  be  entitled,  either  in  law  or  equity,  in  any  manner  whatfoever,  and  caufe  the  fame  to 
he  inventoried  and  appraifed  to  the  beft  value,  (his  or  her  neceffary  wearing  apparel,  and  the  necef- 
fary wearing  apparel  of  the  wife  and  children,  and  neceffary  beds  and  bedding  of  fuch  bankrupt  only- 
excepted)  and  alfo  to  take  into  their  pofleffion,  and  l’ecure,  all  deeds  and  books  of  account,  papers 
and  writings  belonging  to  fuch  bankrupt ; and  fliall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  fafely  kept,  until  affignees 
fliall  be  chofen  or  appointed,  in  manner  hereafter  provided. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  the  faid  commiffioners  fliall  forthwith,  after  they  have  de- 
clared fuch  perfon  a bankrupt,  caufe  due  and  fufficient  public  notice  thereof  to  be  given,  and  in  fuch 
notice  fliall  appoint  iome  convenient  time  and  place  for  the  creditors  to  meet,  in  order  to  choofe  an 
aflignee  or  affignees  of  the  faid  bankrupt’s  eftate  and  effefts  ; — at  which  meeting  the  faid  commifficn- 
ers  fliall  admit  the  creditors  of  fuch  bankrupt,  to  prove  their  debts  ; — and  where  any  creditor  fliall 
refide  at  a diftance  from  the  place  of  fuch  meeting,  ih all  allow  the  debt  of  fuch  creditor  to  be  proved 
by  oath  or  affirmation,  made  before  fome  competent  authority',  and  duly  certified,  and  fliall  permit 
any  perfon  duly  authorifed  by  letter  of  attorney  from  fuch  creditor,  due  proof  of  the  execution  of 
fuch  letter  of  attorney  being  firft  made,  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  an  aflignee  or  affignees  of  fuch  bank- 
rupt's eftate  and  effefts,  in  the  place  and  (lead  of  fuch  creditor;  And  the  faid  commiffioners  fliall 
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aflign,  transfer  or  deliver  over,  all  and  Angular  the  laid  bankrupt’s  ellate  and  effects,  aforefaid,  with 
ail  muniments  and  evidences  thereof,  to  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  the  major  part,  in  value,  of  fuch 
creditors,  according  to  the  leveral  debts  then  proved,  lhall  choofe  as  aforefaid  : Provided  always, 
that  in  fuch  choice,  no  vote  lhall  be  given  by,  or  in  behalf  of  any  creditor  whofe  debt  lhall  not 
amount  to  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7 . Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enabled.  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  commiffioners, 
as  often  as  they  {hail  lee  caule,  lor  the  better  preferring  and  fecuring  the  bankrupt’s  ellate,  before 
alfignees  fliall  be  chofen  as  aforeiaid,  immediately  to  appoint  one  or  more  affignee  or  affignees  of  the 
ellate  and  effects  aforefaid,  or  any  part  thereof ; which  alhgnee  or  affignees  aforefaid,  or  any  of  them, 
may  he  removed  at  the  meeting  of  the  creditors,  fo  to  be  appointed  as  aforefaid,  for  the  choice  of 
affignees,  if  fuch  creditors,  entitled  to  vote  as  aforefaid,  or  the  major  part,  in  value,  of  them,  lhall 
think  fit  ; and  fuch  affignee  or  affignees  as  lhall  be  fo  removed,  {hall  deliver  up  all  the  ellate  and 
effedts  of  fuch  bankrupt,  which  lhall  have  come  to  his  or  their  hands  or  polfeffion,  unto  fuch  other 
affignee  or  affignees  as  lhall  be  cholen  by  the  creditors  as  aforefaid  ; and  all  fuch  ellate  and  effects 
lhall  be,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  eftedlually  and  legally  veiled  in  fuch  new  affignee  or  affignees, 
as  if  the  fi rib  alignment  had  been  made  to  him  or  them,  by  the  faid  commiffioners  ; and  if  fuch  fil'd 
affignee  or  affignees  lhall  refufe  or  neglect,  for  the  Ipace  of  ten  clays  next  after  notice,  in  writing, 
from  fuch  new  affignee  or  affignees,  of  their  appointment,  as  aforefaid,  to  deliver  over  as  aforefaid, 
all  the  ellate  and  effects  as  aforefaid,  every  luch  affignee  or  affignees,  lhall,  relpedlively,  forfeit  a 
fum  not  exceeding  five  thoufand  dollars,  for  the  ule  of  the  creditors,  and  fliall  moreover  be  liable  for 
the  property  fo  detained. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  «t  any  time,  previous  to  the  clofing  of  the  accounts  of  the 
faid  affignee  or  affignees,  fo  chofen  as  aforefaid,  it  lhall  be  lawful  for  fuch  creditors  of  the  bankrupt, 
as  are  hereby  authorifed  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  affignees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  value,  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  faid  creditors,  to  be  called  for  that  purpofe,  by  the  faid  commiffioners,  or  by 
one  fourth,  in  value,  of  fuch  creditors,  to  remove  all  or  any  of  the  affignees  chofen  as  aforefaid,  and 
to  choofe  one  or  more  in  his  or  their  place  and  dead:  And  fuch  affignee  or  affignees  as  lhall  be  fo  re- 
moved, fliall  deliver  up  all  the  eflate  and  effects  of  fuch  bankrupt,  which  fliall  have  come  into  his  or 
their  hands  or  pcfieffion,  unto  fuch  new  affignee  or  affignees  as  fliall  be  chofen  by  the  creditors,  at 
fuch  meeting  ; and  all  fuch  edate  and  effects  fliall  be,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  effedlually  and 
legally  veded  in  fuch  new  affignee  or  affignees,  as  if  the  fird  alignment  had  been  made  to  him  or 
them,  by  the  faid  commiffioners:  And  if  fuch  former  affignee  or  affignees  lhall  refufe  or  negledl,  for 
the  fpace  of  ten  days  next  after  notice,  in  writing,  from  fuch  new  affignee  or  affignees,  of  their  ap- 
pointment, as  aforefaid,  to  deliver  over,  as  aforefaid,  all  the  edate  and  effe61s  aforefaid,  every  fuch 
former  affignee  or  affignees,  fliall,  refpedlively,  forfeit  a fum  not  exceeding  five  thoufand  dollars,  for 
the  ufe  of  the  creditors,  and  fliall  moreover  be  liable  for  the  property  fo  detained. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  whenever  a new  affignee  or  affignees  fliall  be  chofen  as 
aforefaid,  no  fuit  at  law  or  in  equity  fliall  be  thereby  abated;  but  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
court  in  which  any  fuit  may  depend,  upon  the  fuggeftion  of  a removal  of  a former  affignee  or  affignees, 
and  of  the  appointment  of  a new  affignee  or  affignees,  to  allow  the  name  of  fuch  new  affignee  or 
affignees,  to  be  fubflituted  in  place  of  the  name  or  names  of  the  former  affignee  or  affignees,  and 
thereupon  the  fuit  fliall  be  profecuted  in  the  name  or  names  of  the  new  affignee  or  affignees,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  if  he  or  they  had  originally  commenced,  the  fuit  in  his  or  their  own  names. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  the  alignment  or  affignments  of  the  commiffioners  of  the 
bankrupt’s  edate  and  effects  as  aforefaid,  made  as  aforefaid,  fliall  be  good  at  law  or  in  equity,  againd 
the  bankrupt  ; and  all  perfons  claiming  by,  from,  or  under  fuch  bankrupt,  by  any  adl  done  at  the 
time,  or  after  he  fliall  have  committed  the  a6l  of  bankruptcy,  upon  which  the  commiffion  iffued  : 
Provided  always,  that  in  cafe  of  a bond  fide  pur  chafe  made  before  the  iffuing  of  the  commiffion  from 
or  under  fuch  bankrupt,  for  a valuable  confideration,  by  any  perfon  having  no  knowledge,  informa- 
tion or  notice  of  any  add  of  bankruptcy  committed,  fuch  purchafe  fliall  not  be  invalidated  or  im- 
peached. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  the  faid  commiffioners  lhall  have  power,  by  deed  or  deeds, 
under  their  hands  and  feals,  to  affign  and  convey  to  the  affignee  or  affignees,  to  be  appointed  or 
chofen  as  aforefaid,  any  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  which  fuch  bankrupt  fliall  be  feized  of, 
or  entitled  to,  in  fee  tail,  at  law,  or  in  equity,  in  polfeffion,  remainder  or  reverfion,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  creditors;  and  all  fuch  deeds,  being  duly  executed  and  recorded  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
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Rate  within  which  fuch  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  may  be  fituate,  fhall  be  good  and  efTedTtii :il 
again!!  all  perfons  whom  the  laid  bankrupt,  by  common  recovery,  or  other  means,  might  or  could 
bar  of  any  eliate,  right,  title,  or  poffibility  of  or  in  the  laid  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enafted.  That  if  any  bankrupt  {hall  have  conveyed  or  allured  any  lands, 
goods  or  eliate,  unto  any  perfon,  upon  condition  or  power  of  redemption,  by  payment  of  money  or 
othervvife,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  commiffioners,  or  for  any  perfon  by  them  duly  authorifed  for 
that  purpofe,  by  writing,  under  their  hands  and  feals,  to  make  tender  of  money  or  other  perform- 
ance according  to  the  nature  of  fuch  condition,  as  fully  as  the  bankrupt  might  have  done  ; and  the 
commiffioners,  after  fuch  performance  or  tender,  lhall  have  power  to  affign  fuch  lands,  goods  and 
eliate,  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors,  as  fully  and  effedlualjy  as  any  other  part  of  the  eliate  of  fuch 
bankrupt. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  the  commiffioners  aforefaid  fhall  have  power  to  affign,  for 
the  ufe  aforefaid,  all  the  debts  due  to  fuch  bankrupt,  or  to  any  other  perfon  for  his  or  her  ule  01- 
benefit  ; which  alignment  fhall  veil  the  property  and  right  thereof  in  the  affignee  or  affignees  of  fuch 
bankrupt,  as  fully  as  if  the  bond,  judgment,  contract  or  claim,  had  originally  belonged  or  been  made 
to  the  laid  affignees  ; and  after  the  faid  affignment,  neither  the  laid  bankrupt,  nor  any  perfon  acting 
as  truftee  for  him  or  her,  lhall  have  power  to  recover  or  difeharge  the  lame,  nor  fhall  the  fame  be 
attached  as  the  debt  of  the  faid  bankrupt;  but  the  affignee  or  affignees  aforefaid  lhall  have  fuch  re- 
medy to  recover  the  fame,  in  his  or  their  own  name  or  names,  as  fuch  bankrupt  might  or  could  have 
had,  if  no  commiffion  of  bankruptcy  had  ilfued  : And  when  any  afition  in  the  name  of  fuch  bankrupt 
fhall  have  been  commenced,  and  fhall  be  pending  for  the  recovery  of  any  debt  or  effects  of  fuch 
bankrupt,  which  fhall  be  affigned,  or  fhall,  or  might  became  veiled  in  the  affignee  or  affignees  of  fuch 
bankrupt  as  aforefaid,  then  fuch  affignee  or  affignees  may  claim  to  be,  and  lhall  be  thereupon  admit- 
ted to  prolecute  fuch  adtion  in  his  or  their  name,  for  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  the  creditors  of  fuch 
bankrupt;  and  the  fame  judgment  lhall  be  rendered  in  fuch  adtion,  and  all  attachments  or  other  fe- 
curity  taken  therein,  lhall  be  in  like  manner  holden  and  liable,  as  if  the  faid  adlion  had  been  original- 
ly commenced  in  the  name  of  fuch  affignee  or  affignees  after  the  original  plaintiff  therein  had  become 
a bankrupt  as  aforefaid  : Provided,  that  where  a debtor  lhall  have,  bond  fide , paid  his  debt  to  any 
bankrupt,  without  notice  that  fuch  perfon  was  bankrupt,  he  or  flie  lhall  not  be  liable  to  pay  the  fame 
to  the  affignee  or  affignees. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  if  complaint  lhall  be  made  or  information  given  to  the  com- 
miffioners, or  if  they  fnall  have  good  reafon  to  believe  or  fufpecl,  that  any  of  the  property,  goods, 
chattels,  or  debts,  of  the  bankrupt,  are  in  the  poffeffion  of  any  other  perfon,  or  that  any  perfon  is 
indebted  to,  or  for  the  ufe  of  the  bankrupt,  then  the  faid  commiffioners  lhall  have  power  to  fummon 
or  caufe  to  be  fummoned,  by  their  attorney  or  other  perfon  duly  authorifed  by  them,  all  fuch  perfons 
before  them,  or  the  judge  of  the  diilridl  where  fuch  perfon  lhall  refide,  by  fuch  procefs,  or  other- 
means,  as  they  lhall  think  convenient,  and  upon  their  appearance,  to  examine  them  by  parole  or  by 
interrogatories,  in  writing,  on  oath,  or  affirmation,  which  oath  or  affirmation  they  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  adminifter,  relpedling  the  knowledge  of  all  fuch  property,  goods,  chattels,  and  debts  ; 
and  if  fuch  perfon  lhall  refufe  to  be  fworn  or  affirmed,  and  to  make  anfwer  to  fuch  queftions  or  in- 
terrogatories as  fhall  be  adminillered,  and  to  lubfcribe  the  faid  anl'wers,  or  upon  examination  lhall 
not  declare  the  whole  truth,  touching  the  fubjecl  matter  of  fuch  examination,  then  it  lhall  be  lawful 
for  the  commiffioners,  or  judge,  to  commit  fuch  perfon  to  prifon,  there  to  be  detained  until  they 
lhall  fubmit  themfelves  to  be  examined  in  manner  aforefaid,  and  they  fhall  moreover,  forfeit  double 
the  value  of  all  the  property,  goods,  chattels,  and  debts,  by  them  concealed. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  if  any  of  the  aforefaid  perfons  lhall,  after  legal  fummons 
to  appear  before  the  commiffioners  or  judge,  to  be  examined,  refufe  to  attend,  or  fnall  not  attend  at 
the  time  appointed,  having  no  fuch  impediment  as  lhall  be  allowed  of  by  the  commiffioners  or  jud^e, 
it  lhall  be  lav/ful  for  the  faid  commiffioners  or  judge,  to  direct  their  warrants  to  fuch  perfon  or  per- 
fons as  by  them  Hull  be  thought  proper,  to  apprehend  fuch  perfons  as  fhall  refufe  to  appear,  and  to 
bring  them  before  the  commiffioners  or  judge,  to  be  examined,  and  upon  their  refufal  to  come,  to 
, commit  them  to  prifon,  until  they  lhall  fubmit  themfelves  to  be  examined,  according  to  the  diredli- 
ons  of  this  a 61 : Provided,  that  fuch  witneffes  as  lhall  be  fo  fent  for,  lhall  be  allowed  fuch  compen- 
fation  as  the  commiffioners,  or  judge  lhall  think  fit,  to  be  rateably  borne  by  the  creditors  ; and  if  any 
perfon,  other  than  the  bankrupt,  either  by  fubornation  of  others,  or  by  his  or  her  own  a6i,  lhall 
wilfully  or  corruptly  commit  perjury  on  fuch  examination,  to  be  taken  before  the  commiffioners  as 
aforefaid,  the  party  fo  offending,  and  all  perfons  who  lhall  procure  any  perfon  to  commit  fuch  per- 
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jury,  Hull  on  conviftion  thereof  be  fined  not  exceeding  four  thoufand  dollars,  and  imprifoned  not 
exceeding  two  years,  and  moreover  {hall,  in  either  cafe,  be  rendered  incapable  of  being  a witnefs  in 
any  court  of  record. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fliall  fraudulently,  or  collufively 
claim  any  debts,  or  claim  or  detain  any  real  or  perlonal  eftate  of  the  bankrupt,  every  fuch  perfon 
fliall  forfeit  double  the  value  thereof,  to  and  for  the  ttfe  of  the  creditors. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  if  any  perfon,  prior  to  his  or  her  becoming  a bankrupt, 
{hall  convey  to  any  of  his  or  her  children,  or  other  perfons,  any  lands  or  goods,  or  transfer  his  or 
her  debts  or  demands  into  other  perfon’s  names,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  or  her  creditors,  the 
commiffioners  fliall  have  power  to  affign  the  fame,  in  as  effeftual  a manner  as  if  the  bankrupt  had 
been  aclually  feized  or  polfeffed  thereof. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  who  fliall  become  bankrupt  within 
the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  a 61,  and  againft  whom  a commiflion  of  bankruptcy  fliall  be  duly  iflued, 
upon  which  commiflion  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  {hall  be  declared  bankrupt,  fliall  not  within  forty-two 
days  after  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  be  left  at  the  ufual  place  of  abode  of  fuch  perfon  or  perfons, 
or  perfonal  notice  in  cafe  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  he  then  in  prifon,  and  notice  given  in  fome  gazette, 
that  fuch  commiflion  hath  been  iflued,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  commiffioners, 
furrender  him  or  herfelf  to  the  faid  commiffioners,  and  lign  or  fubferibe  fuch  furrender,  and  fubmit 
to  he  examined  from  time  to  time,  upon  oath  or  folemn  affirmation,  by  and  before  fuch  commiffioners, 
and  in  all  things  conform  to  the  proviiicns  of  this  aft,  and  alfo  upon  fuch  his  or  her  examination* 
fuliy  and  truly  difclofe  and  difeover  all  his  or  her  effiefts  and  eftate,  real  and  perfonal,  and  how  and 
in  what  manner,  to  whom  and  upon  what  consideration,  and  at  what  time  or  times  he  or  flie  hath 
difpofed  of,  affigned  or  transferred,  any  of  his  or  her  goods,  wares,  or  merchandife,  monies,  or  other 
effiefts  and  eftate,  and  of  all  books,  papers  and  writings  relating  thereunto,  of  which  he  or  {lie  was 
poffieffed,  or  in  or  to  which  lie  or  {he  was  any  ways  interefted  or  entitled,  or  which  any  perfon  or 
perfons  {hall  then  have,  or  {hall  have  had  in  truft  for  him  or  her,  or  for  his  or  her  ufe,  at  any  time 
before  or  after  the  iffuing  of  the  faid  commiflion,  or  whereby  fuch  bankrupt,  or  his  or  her  family 
then  hath,  or  may  have  or  expeft  any  profit,  poffibility  of  profit,  benefit  or  advantage  whatfoever, 
except  only  fuch  part  of  his  or  her  eftate  and  effiefts  as  fliall  have  been  really  and  bond  fide  before  fold 
and  difpofed  of,  in  the  way  of  his  or  her  trade  and  dealings,  and  except  fuch  funis  of  money  as  {hall 
have  been  laid  out  in  the  ordinary  expences  of  his  or  her  family,  and  alfo  upon  fuch  examination, 
execute  in  due  form  of  law,  fuch  conveyance,  affurance,  and  affignment  of  his  or  her  eftate,  what- 
foever  and  wherefoever,  as  fliall  be  devifed  and  direfted  by  the  commiffioners,  to  veft  the  fame  in 
the  affignees,  their  heirs,  executors,  adminiftrators  and  affigns  for  ever,  in  truft  for  the  ufe  of  all 
and  every  the  creditors  of  fuch  bankrupt,  who  fliall  come  in  and  prove  their  debts  under  the  com- 
miflion ; and  deliver  up  unto  the  commiffioners,  all  fuch  part  of  his  or  her  the  faid  bankrupt’s  goods, 
wares,  merchandifes,  money,  effiefts  and  eftate,  and  all  books,  papers,  and  writings  relating  there- 
unto, as  at  the  time  of  fuch  examination  fliall  be  in  his  or  her  poffeffion,  cuftody  or  power,  his  or 
her  necefl'ary  wearing  apparel,  and  the  neceffary  wearing  apparel  of  the  wife  and  children,  and  ne- 
ceffiary  beds  and  bedding,  of  fuch  bankrupt  only  excepted,  then  lie  or  flie  the  faid  bankrupt,  upon 
the  conviftion  of  any  wilful  default,  or  omiflion  in  any  of  the  matters  or  things  aforefaid,  fliall  be 
adjudged  a fraudulent  bankrupt,  and  fliall  fuffer  imprifonment  for  a term  not  lei's  than  twelve  months, 
nor  exceeding  ten  years,  and  fliall  not,  at  any  time  after,  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  aft: 
Provided  always,  that  in  tale  any  bankrupt  fliall  be  in  prifon  or  cuftody  at  the  time  of  iffuing  fuch 
commiflion,  and  is  willing  to  furrender  and  fubmit  to  be  examined,  according  to  the  direftions  of 
this  aft,  and  can  he  brought  before  the  faid  commiffioners  and  creditors  for  that  purpofe,  the  ex- 
pence thereof  fliall  he  paid  out  of  the  faid  bankrupt’s  effiefts,  and  in  cafe  fuch  bankrupt  is  in  execu- 
tion, or  cannot  he  brought  before  the  commiffioners,  that  then  the  faid  commiffioners,  or  fome  one 
of  them,  fliall,  from  time  to  time,  attend  the  faid  bankrupt  in  prifon  or  cuftody,  and  take  his  or  her 
difeovery  as  in  other  cafes,  and  the  affignees,  or  one  of  them,  or  fome  perfon  appointed  by  them, 
fliall  attend  fuch  bankrupt  in  prifon  or  cuftody,  and  produce  his  or  her  books,  papers  and  writings, 
in  order  to  enable  him  or  her  to  prepare  his  or  her  difeovery,;  a copy  whereof  the  faid  affignees  {hall 
apply  for,  and  the  faid  bankrupt  fliall  deliver  to  them  or  their  order,  within  a reafonable  time  after 
the  fame  fliall  have  been  required. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  the  faid  commiffioners  fliall  appoint,  within  the  faid  forty- 
two  days,  fo  limitted  as  aforefaid,  for  the  bankrupt  to  furrender  and  conform  as  aforefaid,  not  lefs 
than  three  feveral  meetings  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  the  third  of  which  meetings  {hall  be  on  the 
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Uft  of  the  faid  forty-two  days:  Provided  always,  that  the  judge  of  the  diftrict  within  which  fu<  (i 
commiflion  ilTues,  lb  all  have  power  to  enlarge  the  time  fo  limitted  as  a fore  laid,  for  the  purpofeg 
aforefaid,  as  he  lhall  think  fit,  not  exceeding  fifty  days,  to  be  computed  from  the  end  of  the  laid 
fort)-- two  days,  fo  as  i'uch  order  for  enlarging  the  time  be  made  at  lea  ft  fix  days  before  the  expira- 
tion of  laid  term. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  it  lhall  be  lawful  for  the  commifiioners,  or  any  other  per- 
f'on  or  officers,  by  them  to  be  appointed,  by  their  warrant,  under  their  hands  and  feals,  to  break 
open  in  the  day-time  the  houfes,  chambers,  lhops,  warehoufes,  doors,  trunks,  or  cheils,  of  the  bank- 
rupt, where  any  of  his  or  her  goods  or  eftate,  deeds,  books  of  account  or  writings,  Hull  be,  and  to 
take  polTelhon  of  the  goods,  money,  and  other  eftate,  deeds,  books  of  account  or  writings  of  i’uch 
bankrupt. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  farther  enabled,  That  if  the  bankrupt  lhall  refufe  to  be  examined,  or  to  anfwer 
fully,  or  to  fubfcribe  his  or  her  examination  as  aforefaid,  it  Hull  be  lawful  for  the  commifiioners  to 
commit  the  offender  to  clofe  imprifonment,  until  he  or  fine  lhall  conform  him  or  herfelf;  and  if  the 
faid  bankrupt  (hall  fubmit  to  be  examined,  and  upon  his  or  her  examination,  it  lhall  appear  that  he 
or  Hie  hath  committed  wilful  or  corrupt  perjury,  he  or  {he  may  be  indidted  therefor,  and  being 
thereof  convidled,  lhall  fuffer  imprifonment  for  a term  not  lefs  than  two  years,  nor  exceeding  ten 
years. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  further  enaffed)  That  every  bankrupt,  having  furrendered,  Hi  all,  at  all  feafonable 
times  before  the  expiration  of  the  faid  forty-two  days,  as  aforefaid,  or  of  fuch  further  time  as  lhall 
be  allowed  to  fin  lift  his  or  her  examination,  be  at  liberty  to  infpetSt  his  or  her  books  and  writings,  in 
the  prefence  of  fome  perfon  to  be  appointed  by  the  commifiioners,  and  to  bring  with  him  or  her,  for 
his  or  her  affiftance,  luch  perfons  as  he  or  Ihe  lhall  think  fit,  not  exceeding  two  at  one  time,  and  to 
make  extracts  and  copies,  to  enable  him  or  her  to  make  a full  difcovery  of  his  or  her  effedls  ; and 
the  faid  bankrupt  lhall  be  free  from  arrefts  in  coming  to  furrender,  and  after  having  furrendered  to 
the  faid  commifiioners,  for  the  faid  forty-two  clays,  or  fuch  farther  time  as  lhall  be  allowed  for  the 
finilhing  his  or  her  examination ; and  in  cafe  fuch  bankrupt  lhall  be  arretted  for  debt,  or  taken  on 
any  efcape  warrant  or  execution,  coming  to  furrender,  or  after  his  furrender  within  the  time  before 
mentioned,  then  on  producing  fuch  fummons  or  notice  under  the  hand  of  the  commifiioners,  and 
giving  the  officer  a copy  thereof,  he  or  Hie  lhall  be  difcharged;  and  in  cafe  any  officer  lhall  after- 
wards detain  fuch  bankrupt,  fuch  officer  lhall  forfeit  to  fuch  bankrupt  for  his  or  her  own  ufe,  ten 
dollars  for  every  day  he  lhall  detain  the  bankrupt. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  every  perfon  who  lhall  knowingly  or  wilfully  receive  or 
keep  concealed  any  bankrupt,  fo  as  aforefaid  fummoned  to  appear,  or  who  lhall  afiift  fuch  bankrupt 
in  concealing  him  or  herfelf,  or  in  abfconding,  lhall  fuffer  fuch  imprifonment,  not  exceeding  twelve 
months,  or  pay  fuch  fine  to  the  United  States,  not  exceeding  one  thoufand  dollars,  as  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  lhall  be  adjudged. 

Sec.  24.  And  be  it  further  enaffed, , That  the  faid  commifiioners  lhall  have  power  to  examine,  upon 
oath  or  affirmation,  the  wife  of  any  perfon  lawfully  declared  a bankrupt,  for  the  difcovery  of  fuch 
part  of  his  eftate  as  may  be  concealed  or  difpofed  of  by  luch  wife,  or  by  any  other  perfon  ; and  the 
faid  wife  lhall  incur  fuch  penalties  for  not  appearing  before  the  faid  commifiioners,  or  refilling  to  be 
fworn  or  affirmed,  or  examined,  and  to  fubfcribe  her  examination,  or  for  not  difcloling  tire  truth,  as 
by  this  a£l  is  provided  againft  any  other  perfon  in  like  cafes. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  cafe  any  perfon  lhall  be  committed  by  the  commifiioners 
for  refufing  to  anfwer,  or  for  not  fully  anfwering  any  queftion,  or  for  any  other  caufe,  the  commifii- 
oners lliall,  in  their  warrant,  fpecify  fuch  queftion  or  other  Caufe  of  commitment. 

Sec.  26.  And  be  it  further  enafied.  That  if  after  the  bankrupt  lliall  have  finilhed  his  or  her  final  ex- 
amination, any  other  perfon  or  perfons  lliall  voluntarily  make  difcovery  of  any  part  of  luch  bank- 
rupt’s eftate,  before  unknown  to  the  commifiioners,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  lhall  be  entitled  to  five 
per  cent,  out  of  the  effects  fo  difcovered,  and  fuch  further  reward  as  the  commifiioners  lhall  think 
proper;  and  any  truftee  having  notice  of  the  bankruptcy,  wilfully  concealing  the  eftate  of  any  bank- 
rupt, for  the  fpace  of  ten  days  after  the  bankrupt  lliall  have  finilhed  his  final  examination,  as  afore- 
faid, lhail  forfeit  double  the  value  of  the  eftate  fo  concealed,  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors. 
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Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enabled , That  if  any  perfon  {hall  become  bankrupt,  and  at  fuch  time,  by 
confent  of  the  owner,  have  in  his  or  her  poffeffion  and  diipofition,  any  goods  whereof  he  or  {lie  ill  a 1 i 
be  reputed  owner,  and  take  upon  him  or  herfelf,  the  fale,  alteration,  or  difpofition  thereof,  as  own- 
er, the  cornmifiioners  fliall  have  power  to  affign  the  lame,  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors,  as  fully 
as  any  other  part  of  the  eftate  of  the  bankrupt. 

Sec.  28.  And  be  it  further  enabled , That  if  any  bankrupt,  after  the  iffuing  any  commiffion  againft 
him  or  her,  pay  to  the  perfon  who  fued  out  the  fame,  or  give  or  deliver  to  fuch  perfon,  goods  or  any 
other  fatisfadlion  or  fecurity  for  his  or  her  debt,  whereby  fuch  perfon  fliall  privately  have  and  receive 
a greater  proportion  of  his  or  her  debt  than  the  other  creditors,  fuch  preference  fliall  be  a new  acl 
of  bankruptcy,  and  on  good  proof  thereof,  fuch  commiffion  fliall  and  may  be  fuperfeded,  and  it  fliall 
arul  may  be  lawful  for  either  of  the  judges,  having  authority  to  grant  the  commiffion  as  aforefaid,  to 
award  any  creditor  petitioning  another  commiffion,  and  fuch  perfon,  fo  taking  fuch  undue  fatisfadli- 
cn  as  aforefaid,  fliall  forfeit  and  lofe,  as  well  his  or  her  whole  debts,  as  the  whole  he  or  flie  fliall 
have  taken  and  received,  and  fliall  pay  back,  or  deliver  up  the  fame,  or  the  full  value  thereof,  to 
the  affignee  or  affignees  who  fliall  be  appointed  or  chofen  under  fuch  commiffion,  in  manner  aforefaid, 
in  trull  for,  and  to  be  divided  amongft  the  other  creditors  of  the  laid  bankrupt,  in  proportion  to 
their  refpedtive  debts. 

Sec.  29.  And  be  it  further  enabled , That  every  perfon  who  fliall  be  chofen  affignee  of  the  eftate  and 
e fFe 61  s of  a bankrupt,  fliall,  at  fome  time  after  the  expiration  of  four  months,  and  within  twelve 
months  front  the  time  of  iifuing  the  commiffion,  caufe  at  leail  thirty  days  public  notice  to  be  given, 
of  the  time  and  place  the  commiffioners  and  affignees  intend  to  meet,  to  make  a dividend  or  diftribu- 
tion  of  the  bankrupt’s  eftate  and  effecls  ; at  which  time  the  creditors  who  have  not  before  proved 
their  debts,  fliall  be  at  liberty  to  prove  the  fame  ; and  upon  every  fuch  meeting,  the  affignee  or  af- 
fignees fliall  produce  to  the  commiffioners  and  creditors  then  prefent,  fair  and  juft  accounts  of  all  his 
or  their  receipts  and  payments,  touching  the  bankrupt’s  eftate  and  effedls,  and  of  what  fliall  remain 
out  {landing,  and  the  particulars  thereof,  and  fliall,  if  the  creditors  then  prefent,  or  a major  part  of 
them,  require  the  fame,  be  examined  upon  oath  or  folernn  affirmation,  before  the  fame  commiffioners, 
touching  the  truth  of  fuch  accounts  ; and  in  fuch  accounts,  the  faid  affignee  or  affignees  fliall  be  al- 
lowed and  retain  ail  fuch  fum  and  furns  of  money,  as  they  fliall  have  paid  or  expended  in  filing  out 
and  profecuting  the  commiffion,  and  all  other  juft  allowances  on  account  of,  or  by  reafon  or  means 
of  their  being  affignee  or  affignees  ; and  the  faid  commiffioners  fliall  order  fuch  part  of  the  net  pro- 
duce of  the  faid  bankrupt’s  eftate,  as  by  fuch  accounts  or  otherwife  fliall  appear  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  faid  affignees,  as  they  fliall  think  fit,  to  be  forthwith  divided  among  fuch  of  the  bankrupt’s 
creditors  as  have  duly  proved  their  debts  under  fuch  commiffion,  in  proportion  to  their  feveral  and 
refpedtive  debts  ; and  the  commiffioners  fliall  make  fuch  their  order  for  a dividend  in  writing,  under 
their  hands,  and  fliall  caufe  one  part  of  fuch  order  to  be  filed  amongft  the  proceedings  under  the  faid 
commiffion,  and  fliall  deliver  unto  each  of  the  affignees  under  fuch  commiffion,  a duplicate  of  fuch 
their  order,  which  order  of  diftribution  fliall  contain  an  account  of  the  time  and  place  of  making 
fuch  order,  and  the  fum  total  or  quantum  of  all  the  debts  proved  under  the  commiffion,  and  the  fum 
total  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  affignee  or  affignees  to  be  divided,  and  how  many 
per  cent,  in  particular  is  there  ordered  to  be  paid  to  every  creditor  of  his  debt;  and  the  faid  affignee 
or  affignees,  in  purfuance  of  fuch  order,  and  without  any  deed  or  deeds  of  diftribution,  to  be  made 
for  the  purpofe,  fliall  forthwith  make  fuch  dividend  and  diftribution  accordingly,  and  fliall  take  re- 
ceipts, in  a book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpofe,  from  each  creditor,  for  the  part  or  fliare  of  fuch  divi- 
dend or  diftribution,  which  he  or  they  fliall  make,  and  pay  to  each  creditor  refpedtively ; and  fuch 
order  and  receipt  fliall  be  a full  and  effedlual  difeharge  to  fuch  affignee  for  fo  much  as  he  fliall  fairly 
pay,  purfuant  to  fuch  order  as  aforefaid. 

Sec.  30.  And  be  it  further  enabled , That  within  eighteen  months,  next  after  the  iffuing  of  the 
commiffion,  the  affignee  or  affignees  {hall  make  a fecond  dividend  of  the  bankrupt’s  eftate  and  effedls, 
in  cafe  the  fame  were  not  wholly  divided  upon  the  firft  dividend,  and  fliall  caufe  due  public  notice  to 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  the  faid  commiffioners  intend  to  meet,  to  make  a fecond  diftribution 
of  the  bankrupt’s  eftate  and  effcdls,  and  for  the  creditors  who  {ball  not  before  have  proved  their 
debts,  to  come  in  and  prove  the  fame  ; and  at  fuch  meeting,  the  faid  affignees  fliall  produce,  on  oath, 
or  folernn  affirmation,  as  aforefaid,  their  accounts  of  the  bankrupt’s  eftate  and  effedls,  and  what, 
upon  the  balance  thereof,  {lull  appear  to  be  in  their  hands,  fliall,  by  like  order  of  the  commiffioners, 
be  forthwith  divided  amongft  fuch  of  the  bankrupt’s  creditors  as  fliall  have  made  due  proof  of  their 
debts,  in  proportion  to  their  feveral  and  refpedlive  debts  ; which  fecond  dividend  fliall  be  final, 
unlefs  any  fuit  at  law,  or  equity,  be  depending,  or  any  part  of  the  eftate  {landing  out,  that  could  not 
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have  been  difpofed  of,  or  that  the  major  part  of  the  creditors  (hall  not  have  agreed  to  be  fold  or  dif- 
pol'ed  of,  or  unlefs  fome  other  or  future  eftate  or  effebls  of  the  bankrupt  (hall  afterwards  come  to,  or 
reft  in  the  faicl  affignees,  in  which  cafes  the  faid  affignees  ihall,  as  loon  as  maybe,  convert  fucli 
future  or  other  eftate  and  effebls  into  money,  and  (hall,  within  two  months  after  the  fame  be  con- 
verted into  money,  by  like  order  of  the  commiffioners,  divide  the  fame  among  fuch  bankrupt's 
creditors  as  Ihall  have  made  due  proof  of  their  debt  under  fuch  commiffion. 


Sec.  31.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  in  the  diftribution  of  the  bankrupt’s  effefls  there  ftiall  be  bankrupt's  ei 
paid  to  every  of  the  creditors  a portion-rate,  according  to  the  amount  of  their  refpedlive  debts,  io  pore i o n a l i.1  i 
that  every  creditor  having  fecurity  for  his  debt,  by  judgment,  ftatute,  recognizance,  or  fpecialty,  or  vided,  &c.' 
having  an  attachment  under  any  of  the  laws  of  the  individual  ftates,  or  of  the  United  States,  on  the 
eftate  of  fuch  bankrupt,  (provided  there  be  no  execution  executed  upon  any  of  the  real  or  perfonal 
eftate  of  fuch  bankrupt,  before  the  time  he  or  fhe  became  bankrupts)  Ihall  not  be  relieved  upon  any 
fuch  judgment,  ftatute,  recognizance,  fpecialty,  or  attachment,  for  more  than  a rateable  part  of  his 
debt,  with  the  other  creditors  of  the  bankrupt. 


Sec.  32.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  the  affignees  lliall  keep  one  or  more  diftinct  book,  or  books  Affignees  (lull 
of  account,  wherein  he  or  they  ftiall  duly  enter  all  fums  of  money  or  effects,  which  he  or  they  lliall  keep  books  ot 
have  received,  or  got  into  his  or  their  pofiellion,  of  the  faid  bankrupt’s  eftate,  to  which  books  of  ac-  &c‘j°u'1  °ien’ 
count,  every  creditor  who  ftiall  have  proved  his  or  her  debt,  ftiall,  at  all  reafonable  times,  have  free 
refort,  and  infpedt  the  fame  as  often  as  he  or  llie  lliall  think  lit. 


Sec.  33.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  every  bankrupt,  not  being  in  prifon  or  cuftody,  ftiall,  at  Bankrupt 
all  times  after  his  furrender,  be  bound  to  attend  the  affignees,  upon  every  reafonable  notice,  in  : 

writing,  for  that  purpofe,  given  or  left  at  the  ufual  place  of  his  or  her  abode,  in  order  to  affift  in  ’ 

making  out  the  accounts  of  the  faid  bankrupt’s  eftate  and  effedts,  and  to  attend  any  court  of  record, 
to  be  examined  touching  the  fame,  or  fuch  other  bufinefs  as  the  faid  affignees  ftiall  judge  necefl'ary, 
for  which  he  Ihall  receive  three  dollars  per  day. 


Sec.  34.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  who  ftiall  become  bank-  Allowance  to 
rupt  as  aforel’aid,  and  who  ftiall,  within  the  time  limitted  by  this  a cl,  furrender  him  or  herfelf  to  the 
commiffioners,  and  in  all  things  conform  as  in  and  by  this  a6l  is  directed,  ftiall  be  allowed  five  per  tate_ 
cent,  upon  the  net  produce  of  all  the  eftate  that  ftiall  be  recovered  in  and  received,  which  ftiall  be 
paid  unto  him  or  her  by  the  affignee  or  affignees,  in  cafe  the  net  produce  of  fuch  eftate,  after  fuch 
allowance  made,  ftiall  be  fufficient  to  pay  the  creditors  of  faid  bankrupt  who  ftiall  have  proved  their 
debts  under  fuch  commiffion,  the  amount  of  fifty  per  cent,  on  their  faid  debts,  refpeclively,  and  fo 
as  the  faid  five  per  cent,  fhall  not  exceed  in  the  whole,  the  fum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ; and  in  cafe 
the  net  produce  of  the  faid  eftate  ftiall,  over  and  above  the  allowance  hereafter  mentioned,  be  fuffi- 
cient to  pay  the  faid  creditors  feventy  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  their  faid  debts,  refpeblively, 
that  then  the  faid  bankrupt  ftiall  be  allowed  ten  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  fuch  net  produce,  to  be 
paid  as  aforefaid,  fo  as  fuch  ten  per  cent,  fhall  not,  in  the  whole,  exceed  the  fum  of  eight  hundred 
dollars  ; and-every  fuch  bankrupt  ftiall  be  difeharged  from  all  debts  by  him  or  her  due  or  owing,  at 
the  time  he  or  file  became  bankrupt,  and  all  which  were  or  might  have  been  proved  under  the  faid 
commiffion  > and  in  cafe  any  fuch  bankrupt  ftiall  afterwards  be  arrefted,  profecuted  or  impleaded,  for 
or  on  account  of  any  of  the  faid  debts,  fuch  bankrupt  may  appear  without  bail,  and  may  plead  the 
general  iffue,  and  give  this  a6l,  and  the  fpecial  matter  in  evidence:  And  the  certificate  of  fuch  bank- 
rupt’s conforming,  and  the  allowance  thereof,  according  to  the  directions  of  this  a6t,  ftiall  be,  and 
fhall  be  allowed  to  be  fufficient  evidence,  prima  facie,  of  the  party’s  being  a bankrupt  within  the 
meaning  of  this  a£t,  and  of  the  commiffion  and  other  proceedings  precedent  to  the  obtaining  fuch 
-certificate,  and  a verdiCt  ftiall  thereupon  pafs  for  the  defendant,  unlefs  the  plaintiff  in  fuch  adtion 
can  prove  the  faid  certificate  was  obtained  unfairly,  and  by  fraud,  or  unlefs  he  can  make  appear  any 
concealment  of  eftate  or  effeCls,  by  fuch  bankrupt,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  : Provided, 
that  no  fuch  difeharge  of  a bankrupt,  ftiall  releafe  or  difeharge  any  perfon  who  was  a partner  with 
fuch  bankrupt,  at  the  time  he  or  fhe  became  bankrupt,  or  who  was  then  jointly  held  or  bound  with 
fuch  bankrupt  for  the  fame  debt  or  debts  from  which  fuch  bankrupt  was  difeharged  as  aforefaid. 

Sec.  35.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enabled,  That  if  the  net  proceeds  of  the  bankrupt’s  Provifo, 
eftate,  fo  to  be  dilcovered,  recovered  and  received,  lliall  not  amount  to  fo  much  as  will  pay  all  and 
every  of  the  cred.tors  of  the  faid  bankrupt,  who  Ihall  have  proved  their  debts  under  the  faid  com- 
miffion, the  amount  of  fifty  per  cent,  on  their  debts  refpeclively,  after  all  charges  firft  deducted,  that 
then,  and  in  fuch  cafe,  the  bankrupt  Ihall  not  be  allowed  five  per  centum  on  fucli  eftate  as  ftiall  be 

recovered, 
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recovered  in,  but  {hall  have  and  be  paid  by  the  afiignees  fo  much  money  as  the  commiflioners  fhal! 
think  fit  to  allow,  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  nor  exceeding  three  per  centum  on  the  net 
proceeds  of  the  faid  bankrupt’s  elbate.

Sec.  36.  Provided  alfo , and  be  it  further  enadfed,  That  no  perfon  becoming  a bankrupt  according 
to  the  intent  and  provifions  of  this  acl,  tliall  be  entitled  to  a certificate  of  dilcharge,  or  to  any  of 
the  benefits  of  the  act,  unlefs  the  commiflioners  111  all  certify  under  their  hands,  to  the  judge  of  the 
cliftrift  within  which  fuc'n  commiffion  iflues,  that  fuch  bankrupt  hath  made  a full  difcovery  of  his  or 
her  eftate  and  effects,  and  in  all  things  conformed  him  or  herfelf.to  the  diredlions  of  this  a 61,  and 
that  there  doth  not  appear  to  them  any  reafon  to  doubt  of  the  truth  of  fuch  dilcovery,  or  that  the 
fame  was  not  a full  difcovery  of  the  laid  bankrupt’s  ell  ate  and  effects  ; or  unlefs  the  laid  judge  (hould 
be  of  opinion  that  the  faid  certificate  was  unreafoitably  denied  by  the  commiflioners  ; and  unlefs  two 
thirds,  in  number  and  in  value,  of  the  creditors  of  the  bankrupt,  who  fliall  be  creditors  for  not 
lels  than  fifty  dollars  refpedlively,  and  who  fliall  have  duly  proved  their  debts  under  the  faid  - 
commiffion,  lliall  fign  fuch  certificate  to  the  judge,  and  teflify  their  confent  to  the  allowance  of 
a certificate  of  dilcharge,  in  purfuance  of  this  a£l  ; which  iigning  and  confent  lliall  be  alfo  certi- 
fied by  the  commiflioners  ; but  the  faid  commiflioners  {hall  not  certify  the  fame  till  they  have 
proof  by  affidavit  or  affirmation,  in  writing,  of  fuch  creditors,  or  of  the  perfons  refpe&ively  au- 
thorifed  for  that  purpofe,  Iigning  the  faid  certificate;  which  affidavit  or  affirmation,  together 
with  the  letter  or  power  of  attorney  to  fign,  (hall  be  laid  before  the  judge  of  the  diilricb  within 
which  fuch  commiffion  iflues,  in  order  for  the  allowing  the  certificate  of  dilcharge,  and  the  faid 
certificate  fliall  not  be  allowed  unlefs  the  bankrupt  make  oath  or  affirmation,  in  writing,  that  the 
certificate  of  the  commiflioners,  and  confent  of  the  creditors  thereunto,  were  obtained  fairly  and 
without  fraud  ; and  any  of  the  creditors  of  the  faid  bankrupt  are  allowed  to  be  heard,  if  they  fliall 
think  fit,  before  the  relpedlive  perfons  aforefaid,  againft  the  making  or  allowing  of  fuch  certificates 
by  the  commiflioners  or  judge.

Sec.  37.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  if  any  creditor,  or  pretended  creditor,  of  any  bankrupt, 
{hall  exhibit  to  the  commiflioners  any  fielitious  or  falfe  debt,  or  demand,  with  intent  to  defraud  the 
real  creditors  of  fuch  bankrupt,  and  the  bankrupt  fliall  refufe  to  make  difcovery  thereof,  and  fuffer 
the  fair  creditors  to  be  impoi’ed  upon,  he  fliall  lofe  all  title  to  the  allowance  upon  the  amount  of  his 
effedls,  and  to  a certificate  of  difcharge  as  aforefaid,  nor  fliall  he  be  entitled  to  the  faid  allowance  or 
certificate,  if  he  has  loft,  at  any  one  time  fifty  dollars,  or  in  the  whole  three  hundred  dollars,  after 
the  paffing  of  this  act,  and  within  twelve  months  before  lie  became  a bankrupt,  by  any  manner  of 
gaming  or  wagering  whatever.

Sec.  38.  And  be  it  further  enatted,  That  if  any  bankrupt,  who  fhall  have  obtained  his  certificate, 
fliall  he  taken  in  execution  or  detained  in  prifon,  on  account  of  any  debts  owing  before  he  became  a 
bankrupt,  by  reafon  that  judgment  was  obtained  before  fuch  certificate  was  allowed,  it  fliall  be  lawful 
for  any  of  the  judges  of  the  court  wherein  judgment  was  fo  obtained,  or  for  any  court,  judge,  or 
juftice,  within  the  diftricl  in  which  fuch  bankrupt  fliall  be  detained,  having  powers  to  award  or  allow 
the  writ  of  habeas  corpus , on  fuch  bankrupt  producing  his  certificate  fo  as  aforefaid  allowed,  to 
order  any  flieriffi  or  gaoler  who  fliall  have  fuch  bankrupt  in  cuftocly,  to  difcharge  fuch  bankrupt  with- 
out fee  or  charge,  firft  giving  reafonabie  notice  to  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney,  of  the  motion  for 
fuch  difcharge. 


4’evfons  vrhofe  Sec.  39.  And  he  it  further  enafted , That  every  perfon  who  fliall  have  bend  fide  given  credit  to  or 
debts  are  due  at  taken  fecurities,  payable  at  future  days,  from  perfons  who  are  or  fliall  become  bankrupts,  not  due  at 
a future  day  tpe  time  Qf  fuc]x  perfon’s  becoming  bankrupt,  fliall  be  admitted  to  prove  their  debts  and  contradls,  as 
theml'1  if  thev  were  payable  prefently,  and  fliall  have  a dividend  in  proportion  to  the  other  creditors,  dif- 

counting,  where  no  intereft  is  payable,  at  the  rate  of  fo  much  per  centum  per  annum,  as  is  equal  to 
the  lawful  intereft  of  the  ftate  where  the  debt  was  payable  ; and  the  obligee  of  any  bottomry  or 
refpondentia  bond,  and  the  affured  in  any  policy  of  infurance,  fliall  be  admitted  to  claim,  and  after 
the  contingency  or  lofs,  to  prove  the  debt  thereon,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  fame  had  happened 
before  i (filing  the  commiffion  ; and  the  bankrupt  fliall  be  difcharged  from  fuch  fecurities,  as  if  fuch 
money  had  been  due  and  payable  before  the  time  of  his  or  her  becoming  bankrupt  ; and  fuch 
creditors  may  petition  for  a commiffion,  or  join  in  petitioning. 

Proceedings  on  Sec.  40.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  in  cafe  any  perfon,  committed  by  the  commiflioners  war- 
an  habeas  cor-  rant,  lhail  obtain  a habeas  corpus,  in  order  to  be  difcharged,  and  there  fliall  appear  any  infufficiency 
ims>  &c-  in  the  form  of  the  warrant,  it  fliall  be  lawful  for  the  court  or  judge  before  whom  fuch  party  fliall  he 

brought 
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brought  by  habeas  corpus , by  rule  ov  warrant,  to  commit  fuch  perfons  to  the  fame  prifon,  there  to  rs- 
main°until  he  fliall  conform  as  aforefaid,  unlefs  it  (hall  be  made  to  appear  that  he  had  fully  anfwercl 
all  lawful  queftions  put  to  him  by  the  commiflioners  ; or  in  cafe  fuch  perfon  was  committed  for  not 
figning  his  examination,  unlefs  it  (hall  appear  that  the  party  had  good  reafon  for  refufing  to  lign  the 
fame  °or  that  the  commiilioners  had  exceeded  their  authority  in  making  fuch  commitment  ; and  in 
cafe  the  gaoler  to  whom  fuch  perfon  fhall  be  committed,  fliall  wilfully  or  negligently  fuffer  fuch  per- 
fon to  efcape,  or  to  go  without  the  doors  or  walls  of  the  prifon,  fuch  gaoler  fliall,  for  fuch  offence, 
b“in°-  convicted  thereof,  forfeit  a fum  not  exceeding  three  thoufand  dollars  for  the  ufe  of  the  ere- 
ditors. 

Sec.  41.  And  be  it  further  enaRed,  That  the  gaoler  fliall,  upon  the  requeft  of  any  creditor,  having 
proved  his  debt,  and  (hewing  a certificate  thereof,  under  the  hands  of  the  commiflioners,  which  the 
commiflioners  fhall  give  without  fee  or  reward,  produce  the  perfon  fo  committed  ; and  in  cafe  fuch 
gaoler  fliall  refufe  to  fliew  fuch  perfon  to  fuch  creditor,  requefting  the  fame,  fuch  perfon  fliall  be 
confidered  as  having  efcaped,  and  the  gaoler  or  fheriff  fo  refufing,  fhall  be  liable  as  for  a wilful 
efcape* 

Sec.  42.  And  be  it  further  enaRecl,  That  where  it  fliall  appear  to  the  faid  commiflioners  that  there 
hath  been  mutual  credit  given  by  the  bankrupt,  and  any  other  perfon,  or  mutual  debts  between  them 
at  any  time  before  fuch  perfon  became  bankrupt,  the  aflignee  or  aflignees  of  the  eftate  fliall  Hate  the 
account  between  them,  and  one  debt  may  be  fet  off  againft  the  other,  and  what  fliall  appear  to  be 
due  on  either  fide  on  the  balance  of  fuch  account  after  fuch  fet  off,  and  no  more,  fliall  be  claimed  or 
paid  on  either  fide  refpedtively. 

Sec.  43.  And  be  it  further  eno.Red,  That  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  aflignee  or  aflignees 
of  any  bankrupt’s  eilate  and  effects,  under  the  direction  of  the  commiflioners,  and  by  and  with  the 
confent  of  the  major  part  in  value  of  fuch  of  the  faid  bankrupt’s  creditors,  as  fliall  have  duly  proved 
their  debts  under  the  commifflon,  and  fliall  be  prefent  at  any  meeting  of  the  faid  creditors,  to  be 
held  in  purfuance  of  due  and  public  notice  for  that  purpofe  given,  to  fubmit  any  difference  or  dif- 
pute  for,  on  account  of,  or  by  reafon  or  means  of,  any  matter,  caufe  or  thing  whatfoever,  relating 
to  fuch  bankrupt,  or  to  his  or  her  eftate  or  effects,  to  the  final  end  and  determination  of  arbitrators 
to  be  chofen  by  the  faid  commiflioners,  and  the  major  part  in  value  of  fuch  creditors  as  fliall  be  pre- 
fent at  fuch  meeting  as  aforefaid,  and  the  party  or  parties  with  whom  they  fhall  have  fuch  difference 
or  difpute,  and  to  perform  the  award  of  I'uclr  arbitrators,  or  otherwil’e  to  compound  and  agree  the 
matter  in  difference  and  difpute  as  aforefaid,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  faid  aflignee  or  aflignees  under 
the  direction  and  with  the  confent  aforefaid,  fliall  think  lit  and  can  agree  ; and  the  fame  fliall  be 
binding  on  the  feveral  creditors  of  the  faid  bankrupt,  and  the  faid  aflignee  or  aflignees  are  hereby 
indemnified  for  what  they  fliall  fairly  do  according  to  the  directions  aforefaid. 

Sec.  44.  And  be  it  further  enaRed,  That  the  aflignees  fliall  be,  and  hereby  are  vefted  with  full  power 
to  difpole  of  all  the  bankrupt’s  eftate  real  and  perfonal  at  public  auction  or  vendue,  without  being 
fubjedt  to  any  tax,  duty,  impofition,  or  reftridtion,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

Sec.  45.  And  be  it  further  enafied)  That  if  after  any  commiftion  of  bankruptcy,  fued  forth,  the 
bankrupt  happen  to  die  before  the  commiflioners  fhall  have  diftributed  the  effects,  or  any  part  there- 
of, the  commiflioners  fliall,  neverthelefs,  proceed  to  execute  the  commiflion,  as  fully  as  they  might 
have  done  if  the  party  were  living. 

Sec.  46.  And  be  it  further  enaRed, , That  where  any  commiflion  of  bankruptcy  fliall  be  delivered  to 
the  commiflioners,  therein  named,  to  be  executed,  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  before  they 
take  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  qualification,  to  demand  and  take  from  the  creditor  or  creditors  pro- 
fecuting  fuch  commiflion,  a bond  with  one  good  fecurity,  if  required,  in  the  penalty  of  one  thoufand 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  cofts,  charges,  and  expences,  which  fliall  arife  and  ac-

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  penalties,  given  by  this  a£l  for  the  benefit  of  the  cre- 
ditors, (hall  be  recovered  by  the  affignee  or  affignees  by  adion  of  debt,  and  the  money  fo  recovered, 
the  charges  of  fuit  being  deducted,  i la  all  be  dillributed  towards  payment  of  the  creditors. 

Sec.  49.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  if  any  adion  (hall  be  brought  againft  any  commiffioner,  or 
affignec,  or  other  pcri’on,  having  authority  under  the  commiffion,  for  any  thing  done  or  performed 
by  force  o:  this  ad,  the  defendant  may  plead  the  general  iffue,  and  give  this  ad  and  the  fpecial  mat- 
ter in  ev  idence  ; and  in  calc  of  a nonluit,  difconti-nuance,  or  verdid  or  judgment  for  him.  he  {hall 
recover  double  cods. 

Sec.  50.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  eflate  real  or  perfonal  (hall  defeend,  revert  to,  or 
become  veded  in  any  perfon,  alter  he  or  die  (hall  be  declared  a bankrupt,  and  before  he  or  die  diall 
obtain  a certificate,  figned  by  the  judge  as  aforefaid,  all  i'uch  eflate  diall,  by  virtue  of  this  ad,  be

And 
in  cafe  either  the  bankrupt  or  creditor  fhall  think  him  or  herfelf  aggrieved  by  the  determination  of 
the  faid  judge  or  commiffioners,  relative  to  any  material  fabl,  in  the  commencement  or  progrefs  of 
the  faid  proceedings,  or  in  the  allowance  of  the  certificate  aforefaid,  it  diall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
either  party  to  petition  the  faid  judge,  letting  forth  fuch  facls  and  the  determination  thereon,  with 
the  complaint  of  the  party,  and  a prayer  for  trial  by  a jury  to  determine  the  fame,  and  the  faid  judge 
ill  nil,  in  his  diferetion,  make  order  thereon,  and  award  a venire  facias  to  the  mardial  of  the  diftridl, 
returnable  within  fifteen  days  before  him,  for  the  trial  of  the  iadls  mentioned  in  the  faid  petition, 
notice  whereof  diall  be  given  to  the  commiffioners  and  creditors  concerned  in  the  fame  ; at  which 
time  the  faid  trial  diall  be  had,  unlefs,  on  good  caufe  diewn,  the  judge  diall  give  farther  time,  and 
judgment  being  entered  on  the  verdidl  of  the  jury,  diall  be  final,  on  the  faid  fadts,  and  the  judge  or 
commiffioners  diall  proceed  agreeably  thereto. 

Sec.  53.  And  be  it  further  cradled.  That  the  commiffioners  before  the  appointment  of  affignees,  and 
the  affignees  after  fuch  appointment,  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  fuch  allowance  out  of  the  bank- 
rupt’s edate  until  he  diall  have  obtained  his  final  difeharge,  as  in  their  opinion  may  be  requifite  for

Sec.  54.  And  be  it  further  cradled,  That  it  diall  be  lawful  for  the  major  part  in  value  of  the 
creditors,  before  they  proceed  to  the  choice  of  affignees,  to  diredl  in  what  manner,  with  whom,  and 
where  the  monies  arifing  by,  and  to  be  received  from  time  to  time  out  of  the  bankrupt’s  edate,  diall 
be  lodged,  until  the  fame  lhall  be  divided  among  the  creditors,  as  herein  provided  ; to  which  direc- 
tion every  fuch  affignec  and  affignees  fnall  conform  as  often  as  three  hundred  dollars  fluid  be 
received.

And  be  it  further  cnadlcd, , That  every  perfon  obtaining  a difeharge  from  his  debts,  by  of  a dif- 
certificate  as  aforefaid,  granted  under  a comniiliion  of  bankruptcy,  Hull  net,  on  any  future  corn-  tIl-‘rSe»  “e> 
million,  be  entitled  to  any  other  certificate  than^i  difeharge  of  1 1 is  perfon  only;  unlefs  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  the  eftate  and  effefts  of  l'uch  perfon  fo  becoming  bankrupt  a l’econd  time,  (hull  be  funic ient 
to  pay  feventy-five  per  cent,  to  his  or  her  creditors  on  the  amount  of  their  debts  rei’peftively. 

Sec.  58.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  creditor  of  a perfon,  againft  whom  a com  million  of  Claims  of  ere. 
bankruptcy  fliall  have  been  fued  forth,  and  who  fhall  lay  his  claim  before  the  commiffioners  anpointed  <ly  ri  ,ra.v 
in  purfuance  of  this  aft,  may  at  the  fame  time  declare  his  unwillingnefs  to  fubmit  the  fame  to  the  UlcJb-v  "r^- 
judgment  of  the  faid  commiffioners^  and  his  wiffi  that  a jury  may  be  impannelled  to  decide  thereon  :

That  nothing  contained  in  this  law  fliall,  in  any  manner,  afleft  Savirrcf 
the  right  of  preference  to  prior  fatisfaftion  of  debts  due  to  the  United  States  as  l'ecured  or  provided  riffi*'*,  &c. 
by  any  law  heretofore  paffed,  nor  fliall  be  conftrued  to  leflen  or  impair  any  right  to,  or  fecurity  for, 
money  due  to  the  United  States  or  to  any  of  them. 

Sec.  63.  And  be  it  further  enafed.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  aft  fliall  be  taken,  or  conftrued  And  of  exiA- 
to  invalidate,  or  impair  any  lien  exifting  at  the  date  of  this  aft,  upop  the  lands  or  chattels  of  any  ing  liens, 
perion  who  may  have  become  a bankrupt.
